After driving 1 to 3 circles in the above 
method, calibration is completed when the 
direction is shown on the display. 

If calibration cannot be performed because 
of the magnetized vehicle etc., take your 
vehicle to Toyota dealer. 


Perform circling calibration just after 
you have purchased your Toyota. And 
then always perform circling calibration 
after the battery has been removed, re¬ 
placed or disconnected.

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Garage door opener 





The garage door opener (HomeLink® 
Universal Transceiver) is manufactured 
under license from HomeLink® and can 
be programmed to operate garage 
doors, gates, entry doors, door locks, 
home lighting systems, and security 
systems, etc. 


(a) Programming the HomeLink® 

The HomeLink® in your vehicle has 3 
buttons and you can store one program 
for each button. 

To ensure correct programming into the 
HomeLink®, instaii a new battery in the 
hand- heid transmitter prior to program¬ 
ming. 

The battery side of the hand- heid trans¬ 
mitter must be pointed away from the 
HomeLink® during the programming pro¬ 
cess. 

For Canadian users, foiiow the procedure 
in “Programming an entrance gate/Pro- 
gramming aii devices in the Canadian 
market”. 

1. Decide which of 3 HomeLink® buttons 
you want to program. 

2. Piace your hand- heid garage transmit¬ 
ter 25 to 75 mm (1 to 3 in.) away from 
the surface of the HomeLink®. 

Keep the indicator iight on the HomeLink® 
in view whiie programming. 

3. Simuitaneousiy press and hoid the 
hand- heid garage transmitter button 
aiong with the seiected HomeLink® but¬ 
ton. 
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4. When the indicator iight on the 
HomeLink® changes from a siow to a 
rapid fiash after 20 seconds, you can 
reiease both buttons. 

5. Test the operation of the HomeLink® by 
pressing the newiy programmed button.

The engine immobilizer system is a 
theft prevention system using an elec¬ 
tronic code. The transponder chip in 
the key has an electronic code and 
transmits the code to the vehicle. Only 
when the electronic code in the chip 
corresponds to the register ID code for 
the vehicle, the engine immobilizer sys¬ 
tem will be canceled and the engine 
will start. 



The engine immobilizer system is automat¬ 
ically set when:

STEERING LOCK FUNCTION 

When the driver’s door is opened after 
turning off the engine, the steering wheel 
will lock.

If the key indicator does not fiash and 
the engine cannot be started by using 
the start function, the battery may be 
dead.

Locking operation 

Push the iock button on the outside 
door handie. Aii the doors iock simuita- 
neousiy. At this time one beep wiii be 
heard and turn signai iights fiash once. 

In the following cases, you cannot be 
locked by pushing the lock button and a 
beep will sound as an indicator. 

• When any of the doors is not securely 
closed. A beep will sound continuously 
for 10 seconds.

Unlocking operation 

Grasp the outside door handle (sensors 
are located on the underside of the 
door handles). Only the driver’s door 
unlocks when the driver’s door handle 
is grasped.

At this time 
two beeps will be heard and the turn 
signal lights flash twice.

SELECTING DOORS TO BE UNLOCKED 
WITH ENTRY FUNCTION 

The unlock operation has 2 modes. To 
change the mode, press the lock switch 
and either the aiarm switch or the trunk 
opener switch simuitaneousiy for five 
seconds. 

In order to change unlock modes, the igni¬ 
tion switch must be turned off.

Closing the door with the lock knob in the 
lock position will also lock the door. Be 
careful not to lock your keys in the ve¬ 
hicle. 

Doors cannot be locked when either front 
door is open and the key is in the ignition 
(vehicles with key cylinder-type ignition 
switch) or key is left in the vehicle (ve¬ 
hicles with smart key system). 


Move the lock knob.

• Unlocking linked with the shift posi¬ 
tion 

All doors are automatically unlocked 
when the selector lever Is moved to

To select the unlocking linked with the 
ignition switch: 

1. Close all doors and turn the Ignition 
switch to the CN. 

2. Shift the selector lever from “P” to the 
“N” position. 

3. Within 10 seconds of turning the Igni¬ 
tion switch to the CN, press and hold 
the driver’s side power door lock 
switch In the unlock position for 5 sec¬ 
onds and then release.

Key off operation: If both front doors are 
ciosed, it works for 43 seconds even after 
the ignition switch is turned off. It stops 
working when either front door is opened. 

OPERATING THE FRONT WINDOWS 

Use the switches on the driver’s door 
and front passenger’s door. 

Normal operation: The window moves as 
iong as you hoid the switch. 

To open: Lightiy push down the switch. 

To ciose: Lightiy puii up the switch. 

If you push in the window iock switch on 
the driver’s door, the passenger’s window 
cannot be operated. 

The indicator iights on the switch teii you 
which of the switches can be operated.

Front passenger’s door switch 
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Automatic operation: Push the switch 
completely down or pull it completely up, 
and then release it. The window will fully 
open or close. To stop the window part¬ 
way, lightly move the switch in the oppo¬ 
site direction and then release it. 

If you push in the window lock switch on 
the driver’s door, the front passengers’ 
window cannot be operated. 

The indicator lights on the switch tell you 
which of the switches can be operated. 

Jam protection function: During automat¬ 
ic closing operation or key off closing op¬ 
eration, the window stops and opens half 
way if something gets caught between the 
window and window frame. 

If the window receives a strong impact, 
this function may work even if nothing is 
caught. 


If the battery is disconnected or run 
down, the power window may not operate 
automatically and the jam protection func¬ 
tion will not function correctly after you 
reconnect, replace or recharge the battery. 
In any of these cases, you should normal¬ 
ize the power window. 

To normalize the power window: 

1. Push down the power window switches 
of each front door and lower the win¬ 
dows halfway. 

2. Pull up the switches until the windows 
close and hold the switches for a sec¬ 
ond. 

Make sure that the windows open and 
close automatically. If the power windows 
cannot be operated properly, have it 
checked by your Toyota dealer. 

/f\ CAUTION 

• Never try jamming any part of your 
body to activate the jam protection 
function intentionaiiy. 

• The jam protection function may 
not work if something gets caught 
just before the window is fuiiy 
ciosed. 
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OPERATING THE REAR WINDOWS 

Use the switch on each rear doors or 
the switches on the driver’s door that 
control rear passengers’ windows. 

The window moves as long as you hold 
the switch. 

To open: Push down the switch. 

To close: Pull up the switch. 

If you push in the window lock switch on 
the driver’s door, the passengers’ windows 
cannot be operated. 


/t\ CAUTION 

To avoid serious personal Injury, you 

must do the following. 

• Before you close the power win¬ 
dows, always make sure there Is 
nobody around the power windows. 
You must also make sure the 
heads, hands and other parts of the 
bodies of all occupants are kept 
completely Inside the vehicle. If 
someone’s neck, head or hands get 
caught In a closing window. It 
could result In death or serious In¬ 
jury. When anyone closes the power 
windows, make sure he or she op¬ 
erates the windows safely. 

• When small children are In the ve¬ 
hicle, never let them use the power 
window switches without supervi¬ 
sion. Use the window lock switch to 
prevent them from making unex¬ 
pected use of the switches. 

• Be sure to carry the key when you 
leave your vehicle. 


• Never leave anyone (particularly a 
small child) alone In your vehicle, 
with the key left In the vehicle. 
Otherwise, he/she could use the 
power window switches and get 
trapped In a window. Unattended 
person (particularly a small child) 
can be Involved In a serious acci¬ 
dent. 
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Trunk lid— 





To open the trunk lid from the driver’s 
seat, push the trunk opener switch. 

See “Cargo and luggage” on page 282 in 
Section 2 for precautions when loading 
luggage. 

To close the trunk lid, lower it and press 
down on it. After closing the trunk lid, try 
pulling it up to make sure it is securely 
closed. 

To deactivate this lock release switch from 
opening the trunk lid, see “—Trunk opener 
main switch” described below. 

The trunk lid can be opened with the wire¬ 
less remote control transmitter, see 
“—Opening trunk lid” on page 22 in this 
Section. 


/?\ CAUTION 

Keep the trunk lid closed while driv¬ 
ing. This not only keeps the luggage 
from being thrown out but also pre¬ 
vents exhaust gases from entering 
the vehicle. 



OPENING TRUNK WITH SMART KEY 
SYSTEM 

When you carry the registered key into 
the actuation area, the trunk can be 
opened. For further information of actua¬ 
tion area, see “Smart key system” on 
page 27 in this Section. 
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A warning buzzer may sound when: 

• The key is brought into the cabin after 
the trunk is opened, and the trunk is 
then ciosed. 

• The key is near the trunk when the 
trunk is ciosed. 

The buzzer may sound even when the key 
is not in the trunk. This does not indicate 
a probiem. However, under these circum¬ 
stances, the trunk cannot be opened using 
the smart key system. Open the trunk 
using other methods. 

If you ieft the key in the trunk and ciose 
it when aii side doors are iocked, a beep 
wiii sound continuousiy for 2 seconds. You 
can open the trunk pushing the trunk 
opener switch without carrying another 
key. However, in some instances, the 
beep may not sound when the trunk is 
ciosed depending on the iocation of the 
key in the trunk, in addition, when the 
doors are open or uniocked, the beep may 
not sound when the trunk is ciosed. When 
ciosing the trunk, make sure that the key 
is not ieft in it. 



If you do not want to activate the trunk 
lid opener system, turn off the trunk 
opener main switch in the glove box. 
To turn it on, push in the trunk opener 
main switch again. 
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—In case the trunk opener is 
not actuated 



1. Pull down the rear armrest and open 
the armrest door. 
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—Luggage security system 



2. Pull the loop of wire to unlock the 
trunk lid. 

This is used in case the trunk iid cannot 
be uniocked due to a discharged battery 
or other troubie. 


This system helps protect things locked 
in the trunk by safeguarding the trunk 
opener main switch from unwanted ac¬ 
cess. 

1. To cancel the trunk opener switch, 
turn off the trunk opener main 
switch in the glove box. 


2. After closing the glove box lid, in¬ 
sert the master key (vehicles with 
key cylinder-type ignition switch) or 
mechanical key (vehicles with smart 
key system) and turn it clockwise to 
safeguard the lock release switch. 
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3. After closing the armrest door, insert 
the master key (vehicles with key 
cylinder-type ignition switch) or me¬ 
chanical key (vehicles with smart key 
system) and turn it clockwise to lock 
the armrest door. 

After closing the trunk lid, try pulling it up 
to make sure it is securely locked. 


—Internal trunk release strap 



If a person is locked in the trunk, 
he/she can pull down the phosphores¬ 
cent strap on the inside of trunk lid to 
open the trunk lid. 

The phosphorescent (glow-in-the-dark) 
strap will continue to glow for a time after 
the trunk lid is closed. Exposing the strap 
to stronger light will cause it to glow lon¬ 
ger. 


/t\ CAUTION 

• Always lock the trunk lid and all 
doors, and keep away the vehicle 
keys out of children’s reach. 

• Never leave children unattended in 
the vehicle. Unsupervised children 
may lock themselves in the vehicle 
or trunk and suffer serious injuries 
or death. 
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Hood 





To open the hood: 

1. Pull the hood lock release lever. The 
hood will spring up slightly. 

/t\ CAUTION 

Before driving, be sure that the hood 
Is closed and securely locked. Other¬ 
wise, the hood may open unexpected¬ 
ly while driving and an accident may 
occur. 



2. In front of the vehicle, pull up the 
auxiliary catch lever and lift the 
hood. 

Before closing the hood, check to see that 
you have not forgotten any tools, rags, 
etc. Then lower the hood and make sure 
it locks into place. If necessary, press 
down gently on the front edge to lock it.

Theft deterrent system 





To deter vehicle theft, the system Is 
designed to sound an alarm If any of 
the doors, trunk or hood Is forcibly un¬ 
locked or the battery terminal Is discon¬ 
nected and then reconnected when the 
vehicle Is locked. 

The alarm also sounds, when someone 
attempts to break the side windows. 

The alarm blows the horn intermittently 
and flashes the headlights, tail lights and 
interior light. 
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Glass breakage sensor 
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SETTING THE SYSTEM 

1. Vehicles with key cylinder-type ignition 
switch—The key is removed from the 
ignition switch. 

Vehicles with smart key system—The 
ignition switch is turned off. 

The engine immobilizer system is set and 
the indicator light will start flashing. (See 
“Engine immobilizer system” for details.) 

2. Have all passengers get out of the 
vehicle. 

3. Close and lock all the doors, trunk and 
hood. 

The indicator light will remain on when all 
the doors, trunk and hood are closed and 
locked. 

The theft deterrent system will automati¬ 
cally be set after 30 seconds. When the 
system is set, the indicator light will start 
flashing again. 

4. After making sure the indicator light 
starts flashing, you may leave the ve¬ 
hicle. 

Never leave anyone in the vehicle when 
you set the system, because unlocking 
from the inside will activate the system. 


WHEN THE SYSTEM IS SET 
Activating the system 

The system will sound the alarm under 
the following conditions: 

• If any of the doors is unlocked or if 
the trunk or hood is forcibly opened 
without the key, wireless remote control 
or entry function. 

• If the battery terminal is disconnected 
and then reconnected. 

• If the ignition is hotwired. 

Vehicles with the glass breakage sensor— 

• The side windows are tapped or bro¬ 
ken. 

The indicator light will come on when the 
system is activated. 

All the doors will be automatically locked 
again when the following two conditions 
are met: 

• If any of the doors is unlocked without 
the key, wireless remote control or 
entry function. 

• If the key is not in the ignition switch 
(vehicles with key cylinder-type ignition 
switch) or the ignition switch is set to 
off (vehicles with smart key system). 
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After one minute, the alarm will automati¬ 
cally stop and the indicator light will start 
flashing again. 

Reactivating the aiarm 

Once set, the system automatically resets 
the alarm after the alarm stops. 

The alarm will activate again under the 
same circumstances described in 
“Activating the system”. 

Stopping the aiarm 

The alarm will be stopped by the following 
three ways: 

• Set the ignition switch to ON. 

• Unlock any of the doors with the key 
or wireless remote control. 

• Open the trunk with the wireless re¬ 
mote control or entry function. 

CANCELLiNG THE SYSTEM 

The system will be cancelled by the 
above mentioned 3 ways. 

If the tail lights come on for 2 seconds, 
the theft deterrent system has been 
alarmed. Check to see if there is any 
abnormality with your vehicle. 


TESTING THE SYSTEM 

1. Open all the windows. 

2. Set the system as described above. 
The doors should be locked with the 
key, wireless remote control or entry 
function. Be sure to wait until the indi¬ 
cator light starts flashing. 

3. Unlock any door from the inside. The 
system should activate the alarm. 

4. Stop the alarm as described above. 

5. Repeat this operation for the other 
doors, trunk and hood. When testing 
the hood, also check that the system 
is activated when the battery terminal 
is disconnected and then reconnected. 

If the system does not work properly, 

have it checked by your Toyota dealer. 


Fuel tank cap 



This indicates that the fuel filler door 
is on the left side of your vehicle. 
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1. To open the fuel filler door, push the 
opener switch. 

When refueling, turn off the engine. 
/t\ CAUTION 

• Do not smoke, cause sparks or al¬ 
low open flames when refueling. 
The fumes are flammable. 

• When opening the cap, do not re¬ 
move the cap quickly. In hot weath¬ 
er, fuel under pressure could cause 
injury by spraying out of the filler 
neck if the cap is suddenly re¬ 
moved. 


2. To remove the fuel tank cap, turn 
the cap counterclockwise by 90 de¬ 
grees (to the pressure point 1), and 
then turn it an additional 30 degrees 
(to point 2). Pause slightly before 
removing it. 

It is not unusual to hear a slight swoosh 
when the cap is opened. 
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3. The removed cap can be stored on 
the back side of the fuel filler door. 

Position the cap so that the hooks point 
to the left and right, and set it in the 
receptacle on the back side of the door. 
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Electric moon roof 


When installing the cap, turn the cap 
clockwise until you hear a click. When 
you hear the click, the cap is fully 
closed. 

If the cap is not installed securely, the 
malfunction indicator lamp comes on. 
Make sure the cap is tightened securely. 
The indicator lamp goes off after driving 
several times. If the indicator lamp does 
not go off, contact your Toyota dealer as 
soon as possible. 

/t\ CAUTION 

• Make sure the cap is tightened se¬ 
curely to prevent fuel spillage in 
the event of an accident. 

• Use only a genuine Toyota fuel tank 
cap for replacement. It is designed 
to regulate fuel tank pressure. 


NOTICE 

To prevent damage to the cap, apply 
force only in the turning direction to 
the cap. Do not pull or pry it. 




Tilting operation 


To operate the moon roof, use the 
switch between the personal lights. 

The moon roof works when the ignition 
switch is set at ON. 

The sunshade can be opened or closed 
by hand. 

Sliding operation— 

To open: Push and hold the switch for 1 
second on the “SLIDE OPEN” side. 

The roof will open and stop partway 50 
mm (2.0 in.) from the fully opened posi¬ 
tion. When you push the “SLIDE OPEN” 
side again, the moon roof will open fully. 
To stop the roof partway, push the switch 
on either the “SLIDE OPEN” or “TILT UP” 
side briefly. 

As driving with the moon roof opened fully 
will cause wind throbs, we recommend 
you to drive with the moon roof partway 
50 mm (2.0 in.) from the fully opened 
position. 

The sunshade will be opened together with 
the roof. 

To close: Push and hold the switch for 1 
second on the “TILT UP” side. 

The roof will fully close automatically. To 
stop the roof partway, push the switch on 
either the “SLIDE OPEN” or “TILT UP” 
side briefly. 
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Tilting operation— 

To tilt up: Push and hold the switch for 
1 second on the “TILT UP” side. 

The roof will fully tilt up automatically. To 
stop the roof partway, push the switch on 
either the “SLIDE OPEN” or “TILT UP” 
side briefly. 

To tilt down: Push and hold the switch for 
1 second on the “SLIDE OPEN” side. 

The roof will fully tilt down automatically. 
To stop the roof partway, push the switch 
on either the “SLIDE OPEN” or “TILT UP” 
side briefly. 

Key off operation: If both front doors are 
closed, the moon roof works for 43 sec¬ 
onds even after the ignition switch is 
turned off. It stops working when either 
door is opened. 

Jam protection function: 

If something gets caught between the 
moon roof and frame during closing opera¬ 
tion, the moon roof stops and opens half 
way. 

If the moon roof receives a strong impact, 
this function may work even if nothing is 
caught. 
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If the battery is disconnected or run 
down, the moon roof may not operate 
automatically and the jam protection func¬ 
tion will not function correctly after you 
reconnect, replace or recharge the battery. 
In any of these cases, you should normal¬ 
ize the moon roof. 

To normalize the moon roof, push and 
hold the switch on the “TILT UP” side until 
the moon roof tilts all the way up and 
then tilts down a little automatically. 

Make sure that the moon roof opens and 
closes automatically. If the moon roof can¬ 
not be operated properly, have it checked 
by your Toyota dealer. 


/f\ CAUTION 

To avoid serious personai injury, you 

must do the foiiowing. 

• Whiie the vehicie is moving, aiways 
keep the heads, hands and other 
parts of the bodies of aii occupants 
away from the roof opening. Other¬ 
wise, they couid be seriousiy in¬ 
jured if the vehicie stops suddeniy 
or if the vehicie is invoived in an 
accident. 

• Before you ciose the moon roof, 
aiways make sure there is nobody 
around the moon roof. You must 
aiso make sure nobody piaces his 
or her head, hands and other parts 
of the body in the roof opening. If 
someone’s neck, head or hands get 
caught in the ciosing roof, it couid 
resuit in death or serious injury. 
When anyone cioses the moon roof, 
first make sure it is safe to do so.

—Front seat precautions 

Driver seat 

/i\ CAUTION 

The SRS driver airbag deploys with 
considerable force, and can cause 
death or serious injury especially if 
the driver is very close to the airbag. 
The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (“NHTSA”) advises: 

Since the risk zone for driver airbag 
is the first 50—75 mm (2—3 in.) of 
inflation, placing yourself 250 mm (10 
in.) from your driver airbag provides 
you with a clear margin of safety. 
This distance is measured from the 
center of the steering wheel to your 
breastbone. If you sit less than 250 
mm (10 in.) away now, you can 
change your driving position in sever¬ 
al ways: 

• Move your seat to the rear as far 
as you can while still reaching the 
pedals comfortably. 


• Slightly recline the back of the 
seat. Although vehicle designs vary, 
many drivers can achieve the 250 
mm (10 in.) distance, even with the 
driver seat all the way forward, sim¬ 
ply by reclining the back of the 
seat somewhat. If reclining the back 
of your seat makes it hard to see 
the road, raise yourself by using a 
firm, non-slippery cushion, or raise 
the seat if your vehicle has that 
feature. 

• If your steering wheel is adjustable, 
tilt it downward. This points the air¬ 
bag toward your chest instead of 
your head and neck. 

The seat should be adjusted as rec¬ 
ommended by NHTSA above, while 
still maintaining control of the foot 
pedals, steering wheel, and your view 
of the instrument panel controls. 
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Front passenger seat 

/t\ CAUTION 

The SRS front passenger airbag also 
deploys with considerable force, and 
can cause death or serious injury es¬ 
pecially if the front passenger is very 
close to the airbag. The front passen¬ 
ger seat should be as far from the 
airbag as possible with the seatback 
adjusted, so the front passenger sits 
upright.

/i\ CAUTION 

The SRS side airbags are installed in 

the driver and front passenger seats. 

Observe the following precautions. 

• Do not lean against the front door 
when the vehicle is in use, since 
the side airbag inflates with consid¬ 
erable speed and force. Otherwise, 
you may be killed or seriously in¬ 
jured. 

• Do not use seat accessories which 
cover the area where the side air¬ 
bags inflate.

Seat belts— 

—Seat belt precautions 

Toyota strongiy urges that the driver and 
passengers in the vehicie be properiy re¬ 
strained at aii times with the seat beits 
provided. Faiiure to do so couid increase 
the chance of injury and/or the severity of 
injury in accidents. 

The seat beits provided for your vehicie 
are designed for peopie of aduit size, 
iarge enough to properiy wear them. 

Child. Use a child restraint system ap¬ 
propriate for the child until the child be¬ 
comes large enough to properly wear the 
vehicle’s seat belts. See “Child restraint’’ 
on page 98 in this Section for details. 

If a child is too large for a child restraint 
system, the child should sit in the rear 
seat and must be restrained using the 
vehicle’s seat belt. According to accident 
statistics, the child is safer when properly 
restrained in the rear seat than in the 
front seat. 

If a child must sit in the front seat, the 
seat belts should be worn properly. If an 
accident occurs and the seat belts are not 
worn properly, the force of the rapid infla¬ 
tion of the airbag may cause death or 
serious injury to the child. 
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Do not allow any children to stand up or 
kneel on either rear or front seats. An 
unrestrained child could suffer serious In¬ 
jury or death during emergency braking or 
a collision. Also, do not let the child sit 
on your lap. Holding a child In your arms 
does not provide sufficient restraint. 

Pregnant woman. Toyota recommends the 
use of a seat belt. Ask your doctor for 
specific recommendations. The lap belt 
should be worn securely and as low as 
possible over the hips and not on the 
waist. 

Injured person. Toyota recommends the 
use of a seat belt. Depending on the Inju¬ 
ry, first check with your doctor for specific 
recommendations. 


/i\ CAUTION 

Persons should ride in their seats 
properiy wearing their seat beits 
whenever the vehicie is moving. 
Otherwise, they are much more iikeiy 
to suffer serious bodiiy injury or 
death in the event of sudden braking 
or a coiiision. 

When using the seat beits, observe 
the foiiowing: 

• Use the beit for oniy one person at 
a time. Do not use a singie beit for 
two or more peopie—even chiidren. 

• Avoid reciining the seatback any 
more than needed. The seat beits 
provide maximum protection in a 
frontai or rear coiiision when the 
driver and the front passenger are 
sitting up straight and weii back in 
the seats. If you are reclined, the 
iap beit may siide past your hips 
and appiy restraint forces directiy 
to the abdomen or your neck may 
contact the shouider beit. In the 
event of a frontal collision, the 
more the seat is reciined, the great¬ 
er the risk of death or personai in¬ 
jury. 


• Be carefui not to damage the beit 
webbing or hardware. Take care that 
they do not get caught or pinched 
in the seat or doors. 

• Inspect the belt system periodically. 
Check for cuts, fraying, and ioose 
parts. Damaged parts shouid be re- 
piaced. Do not disassembie or 
modify the system. 

• Keep the beits ciean and dry. If 
they need cleaning, use a miid soap 
soiution or iukewarm water. Never 
use bieach, dye, or abrasive ciean- 
ers, or aiiow them to come into 
contact with the beit—they may se- 
vereiy weaken the beits. (See 
“Cieaning the interior” on page 329 
in Section 5.) 

• Repiace the beit assembiy (inciud- 
ing boits) if it has been used in a 
severe impact. The entire assembiy 
shouid be repiaced even if damage 
is not obvious. 
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—Fastening front and rear 
seat belts 



Adjust the seat as needed and sit up 
straight and weii back in the seat. To 
fasten your beit, puii it out of the re¬ 
tractor and insert the tab into the 
buckie. 

You will hear a click when the tab locks 
into the buckle. 

The seat belt length automatically adjusts 
to your size and the seat position. 

The retractor will lock the belt during a 
sudden stop or on impact. It also may 
lock if you lean forward too quickly. A 
slow, easy motion will allow the belt to 
extend, and you can move around freely. 


When a passenger’s shoulder belt is com¬ 
pletely extended and is then retracted 
even slightly, the belt is locked in that 
position and cannot be extended. This fea¬ 
ture is used to hold the child restraint 
system securely. (For details, see “Child 
restraint” on page 98 in this Section.) To 
free the belt again, fully retract the belt 
and then pull the belt out once more. 

If the seat belt cannot be pulled out of the 
retractor, firmly pull the belt and release 
it. You will then be able to smoothly pull 
the belt out of the retractor. 


/f\ CAUTION 

• After inserting the tab, make sure 
the tab and buckie are iocked and 
that the beit is not twisted. 

• Do not insert coins, ciips, etc. in 
the buckie as this may prevent you 
from properiy iatching the tab and 
buckie.

Seat belts with an adjustable shoulder

The driver and front passenger seat 
belt pretensioners are designed to be 
activated in response to a severe fron¬ 
tal impact.

The front passenger’s seat belt pretension¬ 
er will not activate if no passenger is 
detected in the front passenger seat by 
the front passenger occupant classification 
system.

The SRS (Supplemental Restraint Sys¬ 
tem) front airbags are designed to pro¬ 
vide further protection for the driver 
and front passenger in addition to the 
primary safety protection provided by 
the seat belts. 

Your vehicle equipped with “ADVANCED 
AIRBAGS” designed based on US motor 
vehicle safety standards (FMVSS208). The 
airbag system controls airbag deployment 
power for the driver and front passenger. 
The driver airbag system consists of the 
driver seat’s position sensor etc. The front 
passenger’s airbag system consists of the 
front passenger occupant classification 
sensor etc. 
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In response to a severe frontal impact, 
the SRS front airbags work together with 
the seat belts to help reduce injury by 
inflating. The SRS front airbags help re¬ 
duce injuries mainly to the driver’s or front 
passenger’s head, chest or knee caused 
by hitting the vehicle interior. 

The SRS front passenger airbag will not 
activate if there is no passenger sitting in 
the front passenger seat. However, the 
front passenger airbag may deploy if lug¬ 
gage is put in the seat, or the seat belt 
is buckled up, regardless of the presence 
of an occupant in the seat. (As for the 
front passenger occupant classification 
system, see “—Front passenger occupant 
classification system” on page 93 in this 
Section.) 

Always wear your seat belt properly. 


/?\ CAUTION 

• The SRS front airbag system is de¬ 
signed oniy as a suppiement to the 
primary protection of the driver and 
front passenger seat beit systems. 
The driver and front passenger can 
be kiiied or seriousiy injured by the 
infiating airbags if they do not wear 
the avaiiabie seat beits properiy. 
During sudden braking just before 
a coiiision, an unrestrained driver 
or front passenger can move for¬ 
ward into direct contact with or 
ciose proximity to the airbag which 
may then depioy during the coiii¬ 
sion. To ensure maximum protection 
in an accident, the driver and aii 
passengers in the vehicie must 
wear their seat beits properiy.

However, this threshold velocity will be 
considerably higher if the vehicle strikes 
an object, such as a parked vehicle or 
sign pole, which can move or deform on 
impact, or if the vehicle is involved in an 
underride collision (e.g. a collision in 
which the front of the vehicle “underrides”, 
or goes under, the bed of a truck, etc.).

The airbag sensor assembly consists of a 
safing sensor and airbag sensor. 

The front airbag sensors constantly moni¬ 
tor the forward deceleration of the vehicle. 
If an impact results in a forward decelera¬ 
tion beyond the designed threshold level, 
the system triggers the airbag inflators. At 
this time a chemical reaction in the infla¬ 
tors very quickly fills the airbags with 
non-toxic gas to help restrain the forward 
motion of the occupants. The front airbags 
then quickly deflate, so that there is no 
obstruction of the driver’s vision should it 
be necessary to continue driving. 


When the airbags inflate, they produce a 
loud noise and release some smoke and 
residue along with non-toxic gas. This 
does not indicate a fire. This smoke may 
remain inside the vehicle for some time, 
and may cause some minor irritation to 
the eyes, skin or breathing. Be sure to 
wash off any residue as soon as possible 
to prevent any potential skin irritation with 
soap and water. If you can safely exit 
from the vehicle, you should do so imme¬ 
diately. 
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Deployment of the airbags happens in a 
fraction of a second, so the airbags must 
inflate with considerable force. While the 
system is designed to reduce serious inju¬ 
ries, primarily to the head and chest, it 
may also cause other, less severe injuries 
to the face, chest, arms and hands. These 
are usually in the nature of minor burns 
or abrasions and swelling, but the force of 
a deploying airbag can cause more seri¬ 
ous injuries, especially if an occupant’s 
hands, arms, chest or head is in close 
proximity to the airbag module at the time 
of deployment. This is why it is important 
for the occupant to; avoid placing any 
object or part of the body between the 
occupant and the airbag module; sit 
straight and well back into the seat; wear 
the available seat belt properly; and sit as 
far as possible from the airbag module, 
while still maintaining control of the ve¬ 
hicle. 

Parts of the airbag module (steering wheel 
hub, lower portion of driver’s side instru¬ 
ment panel, airbag cover and inflator) may 
be hot for several minutes after deploy¬ 
ment, so do not touchl The airbags inflate 
only once. The windshield may be dam¬ 
aged by absorbing some of the force of 
the inflating airbag. 


/?\ CAUTION 

The driver or front passenger who is 
too ciose to the steering wheei, iower 
portion of driver’s side instrument 
panei or dashboard during airbag de- 
pioyment can be kiiied or seriousiy 
injured. Toyota strongiy recommends 
that: 

• The driver sit as far back as pos- 
sibie from the steering wheei whiie 
stiii maintaining controi of the ve- 
hicie. 

• The front passenger sit as far back 
as possibie from the dashboard. 

• Aii vehicie occupants be properiy 
restrained using the avaiiabie seat 
beits. 

For instructions and precautions con¬ 
cerning the seating position, see 
“—Front seat precautions” on page

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• Do not sit on the edge of the seat 
or iean against the dashboard when 
the vehicie is in use, since the 
front passenger airbag couid infiate 
with considerabie speed and force.

The SRS (Supplemental Restraint Sys¬ 
tem) side airbags and curtain shield air¬ 
bags are designed to provide further 
protection for the driver, front passen¬ 
ger and rear outside passengers In 
addition to the primary safety protec¬ 
tion provided by the seat belts. 


In response to a severe side impact, the 
SRS side airbags and curtain shieid air¬ 
bags work with the seat beits to heip 
reduce injury by infiating. The SRS side 
airbags heip reduce injuries mainiy to the 
driver’s or front passenger’s chest and the 
SRS curtain shieid airbags heip reduce 
injuries mainiy to the driver’s, front pas¬ 
senger’s or rear outside passenger’s head. 

The SRS side airbag on the passenger 
seat wiii not activate if there is no pas¬ 
senger sitting in the front passenger seat. 
However, the side airbag on the passen¬ 
ger seat may depioy if iuggage is put in 
the seat, or the seat beit is buckied up, 
regardiess of the presence of an occupant 
in the seat.

• The SRS side airbag and curtain 
shield airbag system Is designed 
only as a supplement to the prima¬ 
ry protection of the driver, front 
passenger and rear outside passen¬ 
ger seat belt systems. To ensure 
maximum protection In an accident, 
the driver and all passengers In the 
vehicle must wear their seat belts 
properly. Wearing a seat belt prop¬ 
erly during an accident reduces the 
chances of death or serious Injury 
or being thrown out of the vehicle. 
For Instructions and precautions 
concerning the seat belt system, 
see “Seat belts” on page 67 In this 
Section. 
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• Do not allow anyone to lean his/her 
head or any part of his/her body 
against the door or the area of the 
seat, front pillar, rear pillar or roof 
side rail from which the SRS side 
airbag and curtain shield airbag 
deploy even if he/she is a child 
seated in the child restraint system. 
It is dangerous if the SRS side air¬ 
bag and curtain shield airbag in¬ 
flate, and the impact of the deploy¬ 
ing airbags could cause death or 
serious injury to the occupant. 


• Improperly seated and/or restrained 
infants and children can be killed 
or seriously injured by the deploy¬ 
ing airbags. An infant or child who 
is too small to use a seat belt 
should be properly secured using a 
child restraint system. Toyota 
strongly recommends that all in¬ 
fants and children be placed in the 
rear seats of the vehicle and prop¬ 
erly restrained. The rear seats are 
the safest for infants and children. 
For instructions concerning the 
installation of a child restraint sys¬ 
tem, see “Child restraint” on page 
98 in this Section. 



The SRS side airbag and curtain shield 
airbag system may not activate if the 
vehicle is subjected to a collision from 
the side at certain angles, or a collision 
to the side of the vehicle body other 
than the passenger compartment as 
shown in the illustration. 

The SRS side airbags and curtain shieid 
airbags are designed to infiate when the 
passenger compartment area suffers a se¬ 
vere impact from the side.

The SRS side airbags and curtain shieid 
airbags are not generaiiy designed to 
infiate if the vehicie is invoived in a 
front or rear coiiision, if it roiis over, 
or if it is invoived in a iow-speed side 
coiiision. 



The SRS side airbag and curtain shield 

airbag system consists mainly of the fol¬ 
lowing components, and their locations are 

shown in the illustration. 

1. SRS warning light 

2. “AIRBAG ON” and “AIRBAG OFF” indi¬ 
cator lights 

3. Curtain shield airbag modules 
(airbag and inflator) 

4. Front passenger occupant classification 
system (ECU and sensors) 

5. Side airbag modules 
(airbag and inflator) 

6. Curtain shield airbag sensors 

7. Side and curtain shield airbag sensors 


8. Front passenger’s seat belt buckle 
switch 

9. Airbag sensor assembly 

The SRS side airbag and curtain shield 
airbag system is controlled by the airbag 
sensor assembly. The airbag sensor as¬ 
sembly consists of a safing sensor and 
airbag sensor. 

In a severe side impact, the side and 
curtain shield airbag sensor and/or the 
curtain shield airbag sensor trigger(s) the 
side airbag inflators and/or the curtain 
shield airbag inflators. At this time a 
chemical reaction in the inflators quickly 
fills the airbags with non-toxic gas to help 
restrain the lateral motion of the occu¬ 
pants. 

When the airbags inflate, they produce a 
fairly loud noise and release some smoke 
and residue along with non-toxic gas. This 
does not indicate a fire. This smoke may 
remain inside the vehicle for some time, 
and may cause some minor irritation to 
the eyes, skin or breathing. Be sure to 
wash off any residue as soon as possible 
to prevent any potential skin irritation with 
soap and water. If you can safely exit 
from the vehicle, you should do so imme¬ 
diately. 
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Deployment of the airbags happens in a 
fraction of a second, so the airbags must 
inflate with considerable force. While the 
system is designed to reduce serious inju¬ 
ries, it may also cause minor burns or 
abrasions and swelling. 

Front seats as well as parts of the front 
and rear pillars, and roof side rail may be 
hot for several minutes, but the airbags 
themselves will not be hot. The airbags 
are designed to inflate only once. 

/?\ CAUTION 

SRS side airbags and curtain shieid 
airbags infiate with considerabie 
force. To reduce the possibiiity of 
death or serious injury when they in¬ 
fiate, the driver, front passenger and 
rear outside passengers must: 

• Wear their seat beits properiy. 

• Remain properiy seated with their 
backs upright and against the seats 
at aii times. 



• Do not aiiow anyone to iean against 
the door when the vehicie is in use, 
since the side airbag and curtain 
shieid airbag couid infiate with con¬ 
siderabie speed and force. Other¬ 
wise, he/she may be kiiied or seri- 
ousiy injured. Speciai care shouid 
be taken especiaiiy when you have 
a smaii chiid in the vehicie. 

• Sit up straight and weii back in the 
seat, distributing your weight eveniy 
in the seat. Do not appiy excessive 
weight to the outer side of the 
seats with a side airbag and to the 
front piiiar, rear piiiar and roof side 
raii with a curtain shieid airbag. 



• Do not aiiow anyone to get his/her 
head ciose to the area where the 
side airbag and curtain shieid air¬ 
bag infiate, since these airbags 
couid infiate with considerabie 
speed and force. Otherwise, he/she 
may be kiiied or seriousiy injured. 
Speciai care shouid be taken espe¬ 
ciaiiy when you have a smaii chiid 
in the vehicie. 
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• Do not allow anyone to kneel on 
the passenger seat, facing the pas¬ 
senger’s side door, since the side 
airbag and curtain shield airbag 
could Inflate with considerable 
speed and force. Otherwise, he/she 
may be killed or seriously Injured. 
Special care should be taken espe¬ 
cially when you have a small child 
In the vehicle. 


• Do not allow anyone to get his/her 
head or hands out of windows, 
since the curtain shield airbags 
could Inflate with considerable 
speed and force. Otherwise, he/she 
may be killed or seriously Injured. 
Special care should be taken espe¬ 
cially when you have a small child 
In the vehicle. 


• Do not attach a cup holder or any 
other device or object on or around 
the door. When the side airbag In¬ 
flates, the cup holder or any other 
device or object will be thrown with 
great force, or the side airbag may 
not activate correctly, resulting In 
death or serious Injury. Likewise, 
the driver and front passenger 
should not hold objects In their 
arms or on their knees. 
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• Do not attach a microphone or any 
other device or object around the 
area where the curtain shieid airbag 
activates such as on the windshieid 
giass, side door giass, front and 
rear piiiars, roof side raii and assist 
grips. When the curtain shieid air¬ 
bag infiates, the microphone or oth¬ 
er device or object wiii be thrown 
away with great force or the curtain 
shieid airbag may not activate cor- 
rectiy, resuiting in death or serious 
injury. 


• Do not hook a hanger, heavy or 
sharp pointed objects on the coat 
hook. If the curtain shieid airbag 
infiates, those items wiii be thrown 
away with great force or the curtain 
shieid airbag may not activate cor- 
rectiy, resuiting in death or serious 
injury. When you hang ciothes, 
hang them on the coat hook direct¬ 
ly- 

• Do not use seat accessories which 
cover the parts where the side air¬ 
bags infiate. Such accessories may 
prevent the side airbags from acti¬ 
vating correctiy, causing death or 
serious injury. 

• Do not modify or repiace the seats 
or uphoistery of the seats with side 
airbags. Such changes may prevent 
the side airbag system from activat¬ 
ing correctiy, disabie the system or 
cause the side airbags to infiate ac- 
cidentaiiy, resuiting in death or seri¬ 
ous injury. 



Information Provided by: 


• Do not disassembie or repair the 
front and rear piiiars and roof side 
raiis containing the curtain shieid 
airbags. Such changes may disabie 
the system or cause the curtain 
shieid airbags to infiate accidentai- 
iy, resuiting in death or serious in¬ 
jury. 

Faiiure to foiiow these instructions 
can resuit in death or serious injury. 
Consuit your Toyota deaier about any 
repair and modification. 

If you wish to modify your vehicie for 
a person with a physicai disabiiity, 
consuit your Toyota deaier.

This warning iight system monitors the 
airbag sensor assembiy, front airbag sen¬ 
sors, side and curtain shieid airbag sen¬ 
sors, curtain shieid airbag sensors, driv¬ 
er’s seat position sensor, driver’s seat beit 
buckie switch, front passenger occupant 
ciassification system, “AIRBAG ON” indi¬ 
cator iight, “AIRBAG OFF” indicator light, 
front passenger’s seat belt buckle switch, 
seat belt pretensioner assemblies, inflat- 
ors, interconnecting wiring and power 
sources.

—Front passenger occupant 
classification system 

Your vehicle is equipped with a front 
passenger occupant classification sys¬ 
tem. This system detects the conditions 
1—4 in the table on page 96 and based 
on these conditions activates or deacti¬ 
vates front passenger airbags. The sys¬ 
tem monitors the weight and load on 
the front passenger seat, and the seat 
belt buckle switch to determine condi¬ 
tions 1—4. 

In order for the system to detect the 
conditions correctly, do not do any of 
the following: 

• Apply a heavy load to the front pas¬ 
senger seat or equipment (e.g. seat- 
back pocket). 

• Attach a commercial seatback table, 
etc. to the front passenger seatback. 

• Put weight on the front passenger seat 
by putting your hands or feet on the 
seatback from the rear passenger seat. 
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The “AIRBAG ON” and “AIRBAG OFF” 
indicator iights indicate the actuation of 
the front passenger airbag, side airbag 
on the front passenger seat and front 
passenger’s seat beit pretensioner. 

The “AIRBAG OFF” indicator iight wiii be 
iiiuminated when the ignition switch is set 
at ON with the condition 2 in the tabie 
shown beiow. 


If the front passenger occupant classifica¬ 
tion system determines that a person of 
aduit size sits in the front passenger seat 
but the “AIRBAG OFF’’ indicator iight is 
iiiuminated, one of the foiiowing is iikeiy 
to have occurred: 

• A rear passenger iifts the front passen¬ 
ger seat cushion with their iegs. 

• Objects are piaced under the front pas¬ 
senger seat. 

• The front passenger seatback is in 
contact with the rear seat. 

To ensure the system correctiy detects an 
aduit sitting in the front passenger seat, 
make sure the above do not occur. 

Make sure that the “AIRBAG ON’’ indicator 
iight is iiiuminated when an aduit is 
seated in the front passenger seat. If the 
“AIRBAG OFF’’ indicator iight is iiiumina¬ 
ted, ask the passenger to sit up straight, 
weii back in the seat, and with the seat 
beit worn correctiy. If the “AIRBAG OFF’’ 
indicator iight stiii remains iiiuminated, ei¬ 
ther ask the passenger to move to the 
rear seat, or if that is not possibie, move 
the front passenger seat fuiiy rearward. 


The “AIRBAG ON” and “AIRBAG OFF” 
indicator iights wiii be iiiuminated ini- 
tiaiiy when the ignition switch is set at 
ON. After about four seconds, they wiii 
go off. After that, the front passenger 
occupant ciassification system operates 
and judges which indicator iight be iiiu¬ 
minated. 
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The SRS warning light and “AIRBAG 
OFF” indicator light will come on if 
there is a malfunction in the front pas¬ 
senger occupant classification system.

• If an adult sits in the front 
passenger seat, the “AIRBAG ON” 
indicator light should be illumi¬ 
nated.

—Child restraint precautions 

Toyota strongly urges the use of ap¬ 
propriate child restraint systems for 
children. 

The laws of all 50 states in the U.S.A. 
and Canada now require the use of a 
child restraint system. 

Your vehicle conforms to SAEJ1819. 

If a child is too large for a child restraint 
system, the child should sit in the rear 
seat and must be restrained using the 
vehicle’s seat belt. See “Seat belts” on 
page 67 in this Section for details. 

/f\ CAUTION 

• For effective protection in automo¬ 
bile accidents and sudden stops, a 
child must be properly restrained, 
using a seat belt or child restraint 
system depending on the age and 
size of the child. Holding a child in 
your arms is not a substitute for a 
child restraint system. In an acci¬ 
dent, the child can be crushed 
against the windshield, or between 
you and the vehicle’s interior. 
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• Toyota strongly urges use of a 
proper child restraint system which 
conforms to the size of the child, 
installed on the rear seat. Accord¬ 
ing to accident statistics, the child 
is safer when properly restrained in 
the rear seat than in the front seat. 

• Never install a rear-facing child re¬ 
straint system on the front passen¬ 
ger seat even if the “AIRBAG OFF” 
indicator light is illuminated. In the 
event of an accident, the force of 
the rapid inflation of the front pas¬ 
senger airbag can cause death or 
serious injury to the child if the 
rear-facing child restraint system is 
installed on the front passenger 
seat. 


• A forward-facing child restraint sys¬ 
tem should be allowed to be 
installed on the front passenger 
seat only when it is unavoidable. 
Always move the seat as far back 
as possible even if the “AIRBAG 
OFF” indicator light is illuminated, 
because the front passenger airbag 
could inflate with considerable 
speed and force. Otherwise, the 
child may be killed or seriously in¬ 
jured. 

• Do not allow the child to lean his/ 
her head or any part of his/her 
body against the door or the area 
of the seat, front or rear pillar or 
roof side rail from which the side 
airbags or curtain shield airbags 
deploy even if the child is seated in 
the child restraint system. It is dan¬ 
gerous if the side airbag and cur¬ 
tain shield airbag inflate, and the 
impact could cause death or seri¬ 
ous injury to the child. 


— Information Provided by: 


• Do not use the seat belt extender 
when installing a child restraint 
system on the front or rear passen¬ 
ger seat. If installing a child re¬ 
straint system with the seat belt 
extender connected to the seat belt, 
the seat belt will not securely hold 
the child restraint system, which 
could cause death or serious injury 
to the child or other passengers in 
the event of collision. 

• Make sure you have complied with 
all installation instructions provided 
by the child restraint manufacturer 
and that the system is properly se¬ 
cured. If it is not secured properly, 
it may cause death or serious injury 
to the child in the event of a sud¬ 
den stop or accident. 
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—Child restraint system 

A child restraint system for a small 
child or baby must itself be properly 
restrained on the seat with the lap por¬ 
tion of the lap/shoulder belt. You must 
carefully consult the manufacturer’s 
instructions which accompany the child 
restraint system. 

To provide proper restraint, use a chiid 
restraint system foiiowing the manufactur¬ 
er’s instructions about the appropriate age 
and size of the chiid for the chiid restraint 
system. 

Instaii the chiid restraint system correctiy 
foiiowing the instructions provided by its 
manufacturer. Generai directions are aiso 
provided under the foiiowing instructions. 

The chiid restraint system shouid be 
instaiied on the rear seat. According to 
accident statistics, the chiid is safer when 
properiy restrained in the rear seat than 
in the front seat. 

When not using the chiid restraint system, 
keep it secured with the seat beit or piace 
it in the trunk or somewhere other than 
the passenger compartment. This wiii pre¬ 
vent it from injuring passengers in the 
event of a sudden stop or accident. 


—Types of child restraint 
system 

Chiid restraint systems are ciassified into 
the foiiowing 3 types depending on the 
chiid’s age and size. 

(A) Infant seat 

(B) Convertible seat 

(C) Booster seat 

Install the child restraint system following 
the instructions provided by its manufac¬ 
turer. 

Your vehicle has anchor brackets for se¬ 
curing the top strap of a child restraint 
system. 

For instructions about how to use the an¬ 
chor bracket, see “—Using a top strap” on 
page 112 in this Section. 

The child restraint lower anchorages ap¬ 
proved for your vehicle may also be used. 
See ‘‘—Installation with child restraint low¬ 
er anchorages” on page 114 in this Sec¬ 
tion.

• Never install a rear-facing chiid re¬ 
straint system on the front passen¬ 
ger seat even if the “AIRBAG OFF” 
indicator iight is iiiuminated. In the 
event of an accident, the impact of 
the rapid infiation of the front pas¬ 
senger airbag couid cause death or 
serious injury to the chiid if the 
rear-facing chiid restraint system is 
instaiied on the front passenger 
seat. 
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• Do not install a child restraint sys¬ 
tem on the rear seat if it interferes 
with the lock mechanism of the 
front seats. Otherwise, the child or 
front seat occupant(s) may be killed 
or seriously injured in case of sud¬ 
den braking or a collision. 

• If the driver’s seat position does 
not allow sufficient space for safe 
installation, install the child re¬ 
straint system on the rear right 
seat. 



• When installing a child restraint 
system in the rear center position, 
adjust both seatbacks to the same 
angle. Otherwise, the child restraint 
system cannot be securely re¬ 
strained and this may cause death 
or serious injuries in a collision. 
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1. Run the lap and shoulder belt through 
or around the Infant seat following the 
Instructions provided by Its manufactur¬ 
er and Insert the tab Into the buckle 
taking care not to twist the belt. Keep 
the lap portion of the belt tight. 
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/?\ CAUTION 

• After inserting the tab, make sure 
the tab and buckie are iocked and 
that the iap and shouider portions 
of the beit are not twisted. 

• Do not insert coins, ciips, etc. in 
the buckie as this may prevent your 
chiid from properiy iatching the tab 
and buckie. 

• If the seat belt does not function 
normally, it cannot protect your 
child from death or serious injury. 
Contact your Toyota dealer immedi¬ 
ately.

To hold the seat securely, 
make sure the belt is in the lock mode 
before letting the belt retract. 

6. While pressing the convertible seat 
firmly against the seat cushion and 
seatback, let the shoulder belt retract 
as far as it will go to hold the convert¬ 
ible seat securely.

Push and pull the child restraint sys¬ 
tem in different directions to be sure 
it is secure.

7. Put a child on the child restraint sys¬ 
tem and secure the child, complying 
with the instructions provided by the 
child restraint system manufacturer.

If the “AIRBAG ON” indicator 
light is illuminated when the ignition switch 
is set to ON, then the SRS front passen¬ 
ger airbag and side airbag on the passen¬ 
ger side may deploy in an accident. Do 
not drive the vehicle in this condition. Re¬ 
move the child restraint system and con¬ 
tact your Toyota dealer. 


/f\ CAUTION 

• Never install a rear-facing child re¬ 
straint system on the front passen¬ 
ger seat. A forward-facing child re¬ 
straint system should only be 
installed on the front passenger 
seat when unavoidable. If you must 
install the child restraint system on 
the front passenger seat, put the 
seat in its most rearward position, 
and install the forward-facing child 
restraint system in the proper or¬ 
der.

Position 2—Headlights and all of the

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The automatic light control sensor is on 
the top of the center instrument panel.

Automatic light cut off system 

Position 1 or position 3 with the tail

The lights automatically turn off when the 
driver’s door is opened with the engine 
off.

The lights automatically turn off after 30 
seconds when any of the door or trunk lid 
is opened and closed with the engine off. 

The lights can be turned off immediately 
by pushing the lock switch on the wireless 
remote control transmitter with all the 
doors locked and the trunk lid closed. 

If any of the door or trunk lid is kept 
opened, the lights automatically turn off 
after 20 minutes. 

To turn on the lights again, turn the igni¬ 
tion switch is set at ON or actuate the 
headlight switch. If you are going to park 
for over one week, make sure the head¬ 
light switch is off. 


NOTICE 


To prevent the battery from being dis¬ 
charged, do not leave the lights on 
for a long period when the engine is 
not running. 


Daytime Running Light (DRL) system 

The headlights turn on when the parking 
brake is released with the engine started, 
even with the light switch in the “OFF” 
position. They will not go off until the 
ignition switch is turned off. 

To turn on the other exterior lights and 
instrument panel lights, twist the knob to 
position 1. 

Twist the knob to the position 2 to turn 
the headlights to full intensity for night 
driving. 
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High- Low beams —For high beams, turn 
the headlights on and push the lever away 
from you (position 1). Pull the lever to¬ 
ward you (position 2) for low beams. 

The headlight high beam indicator light 
(blue light) on the instrument panel will 
tell you that the high beams are on. 

Flashing the high beam headlights 

(position 3)—Pull the lever all the way 
back. The high beam headlights turn off 
when you release the lever. 

You can flash the high beam headlights 
even when the headlight switch is off. 



TURN SIGNALS 

To signal a turn, push the headlight/ 
turn signal lever up or down to position 
1 . 

The ignition switch must be set at ON. 

The lever automatically returns after you 
make a turn, but you may have to return 
it by hand after you change lanes. 

To signal a lane change, move the lever 
up or down to the pressure point (position 
2) and hold it. 

If the turn signal indicator lights (green 
lights) on the instrument panel flash faster 
than normal, a front or rear turn signal 
bulb is burned out. See “Replacing light 
bulbs” on page 369 in Section 7-3. 


Emergency flashers 



To turn on the emergency flashers, 
push the switch. 

All the turn signal lights will flash. To turn 
them off, push the switch once again. 

Turn on the emergency flashers to warn 
other drivers if your vehicle must be 
stopped where it might be a traffic hazard. 

Always pull as far off the road as pos¬ 
sible. 

The turn signal light switch will not work 
when the emergency flashers are operat¬ 
ing. 
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NOTICE 

To prevent the battery from being dis¬ 
charged, do not leave the switch on 
longer than necessary when the en¬ 
gine is not running.

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Rotating the band on the lever lets you 
adjust the wiper time interval when the 
wiper lever is in the intermittent position 
(position 1).

Automatic operation (position 1) 

The wiper speed is determined by the 
amount of raindrops and suniight detected 
by the automatic wiper controi sensor. 

The automatic wiper controi sensor is on 
the inside of the windshieid as shown 
above. 

If you feel that the operation of the auto¬ 
matic wiper control is too fast or too slow, 
twist the automatic control adjuster in the 
” direction to lower sensitivity, and “-i-” 
direction to boost the sensitivity. 


Even if the wiper lever is in the position 
1, the system will switch to intermittent 
operations in the following conditions: 

• When the windshield gets extremely 
cold (at less than -10°C [14°F]) 

• When the system malfunctions 
However, when the windshield gets ex¬ 
tremely hot (at more than 90°C [194°F]), 
the wipers do not operate even if the 
wiper lever is in the position 1. 

As soon as the vehicle starts to move, 
the wiper will operate once to clear the 
driver’s front view if it is set to “INT”. 
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/?\ CAUTION 

Be careful not to get your fingers 
caught between the wipers and wind- 
shieid. 

When the wiper iever is in the posi¬ 
tion 1 with the ignition switch on, the 
wipers couid operate automaticaiiy in 
the foiiowing cases: 

• If you touch the upper center of the 
windshield adjacent to the sensor.

If the fuel tank is completely empty, the 
malfunction indicator lamp comes on. Fill 
the fuel tank immediately. 

The indicator lamp goes off after driving 
several times. If the indicator lamp does 
not go off, contact your Toyota dealer as 
soon as possible. 


Engine coolant temperature 
gauge 



The gauge indicates the approximate 
quantity of fuei remaining in the tank 
when the ignition switch is set at ON. 

Nearly full—Needle at “F” 

Nearly empty—Needle at “E” 

It is a good idea to keep the tank over 
1/4 full. 

If the fuel level approaches “E” or the low 
fuel level warning light comes on, fill the 
fuel tank as soon as possible. 

On inclines or curves, due to the move¬ 
ment of fuel in the tank, the fuel gauge 
needle may fluctuate or the low fuel level 
warning light may come on earlier than 
usual. 


The gauge indicates the engine cooiant 
temperature when the ignition switch is 
on. The engine operating temperature 
wiii vary with changes in weather and 
engine ioad. 

If the needle moves into the red zone, 
your engine is too hot. If your vehicle 
overheats, stop your vehicle and allow the 
engine to cool. 
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Your vehicle may overheat during severe 
operating conditions, such as: 

• Driving up a long hill on a hot day. 

• Reducing speed or stopping after high 
speed driving. 

• Idling for a long period with the air 
conditioning on in stop-and-go traffic. 

• Towing a trailer (for Canada only). 


NOTICE 


^ Do not remove the thermostat in 
the engine cooling system as this 
may cause the engine to overheat. 
The thermostat is designed to con¬ 
trol the flow of coolant to keep the 
temperature of the engine within 
the specified operating range. 

^Do not continue driving with an 
overheated engine. See “If your ve¬ 
hicle overheats” on page 310 in 
Section 4. 


Tachometer 



The tachometer indicates engine speed 
in thousands of rpm (revoiutions per 
minute). Use it whiie driving to seiect 
correct shift points and to prevent en¬ 
gine iugging and over-revving. 

Driving with the engine running too fast 
causes excessive engine wear and poor 
fuel economy. Remember, in most cases 
the slower the engine speed, the greater 
the fuel economy. 

NOTICE 

Do not let the indicator needle get 
into the red zone. This may cause 
severe engine damage. 


Odometer and two trip meters 



This meter dispiays the odometer and 
two trip meters when the ignition 
switch is set at ON. 

1. Odometer—Shows the total distance 
the vehicle has been driven. 

2. Two trip meters—Show two different 
distances independently driven since 
the last time each trip meter was set 
to zero. 

You can use one trip meter to calculate 
the fuel economy and the other to 
measure the distance on each trip. All 
trip meter data is cancelled if the elec¬ 
trical power source is disconnected. 
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3. Trip meter reset knob—Resets the two 
trip meters to zero, and aiso change 
the meter dispiay. 

To change the meter dispiay, quickiy 
push and reiease the button. The meter 
dispiay changes in the order from the 
odometer to trip meter A to trip meter 
B, then back to the odometer each 
time you push. 

To reset the trip meter A to zero, dis¬ 
piay the meter A reading, then push 
and hoid the button untii the meter is 
set to zero. The same process can be 
appiied for resetting the trip meter B.

A warning light turning on briefly during 
operation does not indicate a problem. 

/t\ CAUTION 

If either of the following conditions 
occurs, immediately stop your vehicle 
at a safe place and contact your 
Toyota dealer. 

• The light does not turn off even 
after the parking brake is released 
while the engine is running. 

In this case, the brakes may not 
work properly and your stopping 
distance will become longer. De¬ 
press the brake pedal firmly and 
bring the vehicle to an immediate 
stop. 

• The brake system warning light re¬ 
mains on together with the “ABS” 
warning light. 

In this case, not only the anti-lock 
brake system will fail but also the 
vehicle will become extremely un¬ 
stable during braking. 


(b) Driver’s Seat Belt Reminder Light 
and Buzzer 

The light and buzzer act as a reminder to 
buckle up the driver’s seat belt. 

Once the ignition switch is set at ON or 
engine start, the reminder light flashes 
and buzzer sounds if the driver’s seat belt 
is not fastened. Unless the driver fastens 
the belt, the light continues flashing and 
the buzzer sounds for about 6 seconds. 

If the vehicle speed rises above 15 km/h 
(9 mph) with the seat belt unfastened, the 
buzzer will sound for about 10 seconds. 
Then, if the seat belt is still unfastened, 
the buzzer will sound in a different tone 
for 20 seconds. Even if the vehicle speed 
drops below 15 km/h (9 mph), the buzzer 
will continue to sound. To stop the buzzer, 
fasten the seat belt. If the buzzer still 
sounds, make sure the front passenger’s 
seat belt is fastened. 
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(c) Front Passenger’s Seat Belt Re¬ 
minder Light and Buzzer 

The light and buzzer act as a reminder to 
have the front passenger buckle up the 
seat belt. 

Once the ignition switch is set at ON or 
engine start, the reminder light flashes if 
a passenger sits in the front passenger 
seat and does not fasten the seat belt. 
Unless the front passenger fastens the 
belt, the light continue flashing. 

If the vehicle speed rises above 15 km/h 
(9 mph) with the seat belt unfastened, the 
buzzer will sound for about 10 seconds. 
Then, if the seat belt is still unfastened, 
the buzzer will sound in a different tone 
for 20 seconds. Even if the vehicle speed 
drops below 15 km/h (9 mph), the buzzer 
will continue to sound. To stop the buzzer, 
fasten the seat belt. If the buzzer still 
sounds, make sure the driver’s seat belt 
is fastened. 

If luggage or other load is placed on the 
front outside passenger seat, depending 
on its weight and how it is placed on the 
seat, built- in sensors in the seat cushion 
may detect the pressure, causing the re¬ 
minder light to flash and buzzer to sound. 


(d) Discharge Warning Light 

This light warns that the battery is being 
discharged. 

If it comes on while you are driving, there 
is a problem somewhere in the charging 
system. 

The engine ignition will continue to oper¬ 
ate, however, until the battery is dis¬ 
charged. Turn off the air conditioning, 
blower, radio, etc., and drive directly to 
the nearest Toyota dealer or repair shop. 

NOTICE 

Do not continue driving if the engine 
drive belt is broken or loose. 


(e) Low Engine Oil Pressure Warning 
Light 

This light warns that the engine oil pres¬ 
sure is too low. 

If it flickers or stays on while you are 
driving, pull off the road to a safe place 
and stop the engine immediately. Call a 
Toyota dealer or qualified repair shop for 
assistance. 

The light may occasionally flicker when 
the engine is idling or it may come on 
briefly after a hard stop. There is no 
cause for concern if it then goes out when 
the engine is accelerated slightly. 

The light may come on when the oil level 
is extremely low. It is not designed to 
indicate low oil level, and the oil level 
must be checked using the level dipstick. 

NOTICE 

Do not drive the vehicle with the 
warning light on—even for one block. 
It may ruin the engine. 
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(f) Malfunction Indicator Lamp 

This iamp comes on when the ignition 
switch is set at ON and goes off after 
the engine starts. This means that the 
warning iight system is operating prop- 
eriy. 

If the lamp remains on, or the iamp 
comes on whiie driving, first check the 
foiiowings. 

• Empty fuel tank 

If the fuel tank Is empty, refuel Immedi¬ 
ately. 

• Loose fuel tank cap 

If the fuel tank cap Is loose, securely 
tighten It. 

These cases are temporary malfunctions. 
The malfunction Indicator lamp will go off 
after taking several driving trips. 

If the lamp does not go off even after 
several trips, contact your Toyota dealer 
as soon as possible.

If the fuel tank is not empty or the fuel 
tank cap is not loose... 

• There is a problem somewhere in the 
engine, emission control system, elec¬ 
tronic throttle control system, automatic 
transmission electrical system or warn¬ 
ing light system itself. 

Contact your Toyota dealer as soon as 
possible to service the vehicle. 

If engine speed does not increase when 
the accelerator pedal is depressed, there 
may be a problem somewhere in the elec¬ 
tronic throttle control system. 

At this time, vibration may occur. Howev¬ 
er, if you depress the accelerator pedal 
more firmly and slowly, you can drive your 
vehicle at low speeds. Have your vehicle 
checked by your Toyota dealer as soon as 
possible. 

Even if the abnormality of the electronic 
throttle control system is corrected during 
low speed driving, the system may not be 
recovered until the engine is stopped and 
the engine off. 

/f\ CAUTION 

Be especially careful to prevent erro¬ 
neous pedal operation. 
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Emissions Inspection and Maintenance 
(I/M) programs 

Your vehicle may not pass a state 
emission inspection if the malfunction 
indicator lamp remains on. Contact your 
Toyota dealer to check your vehicle’s 
emission control system and OBD 
(On- Board Diagnostics) system before 
taking your vehicle for the inspection. 

For details, see “Emissions Inspection and 
Maintenance (I/M) programs” on page 338 
in Section 6. 

(g) Low Fuel Level Warning Light 

This light comes on when the fuel level 
in the tank becomes nearly empty. Fill up 
the tank as soon as possible. 

On inclines or curves, due to the move¬ 
ment of fuel in the tank, the low fuel level 
warning light may come on earlier than 
usual. 
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(h) “ABS” Warning Light 

Vehicies without vehicie stabiiity controi 
system— 

The light comes on with the ignition 
switch is set at ON. If the anti- lock brake 
system works properly, the light turns off 
after a few seconds. Thereafter, if the 
system malfunctions, the light comes on 
again. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system does not operate, 
but the brake system still operates con¬ 
ventionally. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system does not operate 
so that the wheels could lock up during 
a sudden braking or braking on slippery 
road surfaces. 


If either of the following conditions oc¬ 
curs, this indicates a malfunction some¬ 
where in the components monitored by 
the warning light system. Contact your 
Toyota dealer as soon as possible to 
service the vehicle. 

• The light does not come on when the 
ignition switch is set at ON or remains 
on. 

• The light comes on while you are driv¬ 
ing. 

A warning light turning on briefly during 
operation does not indicate a problem. 

/t\ CAUTION 

If the “ABS” warning light remains on 
together with the brake system warn¬ 
ing light, immediately stop your ve¬ 
hicle at a safe place and contact your 
Toyota dealer.

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Vehicles with vehicle stability control 
system— 

The light comes on when the ignition 
switch is set at ON. If the anti- lock brake 
system and the brake assist system work 
properly, the light turns off after a few 
seconds. Thereafter, if the system mal¬ 
functions, the light comes on again. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system and the brake as¬ 
sist system do not operate, but the brake 
system still operates conventionally. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system does not operate 
so that the wheels could lock up during 
a sudden braking or braking on slippery 
road surfaces. 
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If either of the following conditions oc¬ 
curs, this indicates a malfunction some¬ 
where in the components monitored by 
the warning light system. Contact your 
Toyota dealer as soon as possible to 
service the vehicle. 

• The light does not come on when the 
ignition switch is set at ON or remains 
on. 

• The light comes on while you are driv¬ 
ing. 

A warning light turning on briefly during 
operation does not indicate a problem. 

/t\ CAUTION 

If the “ABS” warning light remains on 
together with the brake system warn¬ 
ing light, immediately stop your ve¬ 
hicle at a safe place and contact your 
Toyota dealer. 

In this case, not only the anti- lock 
brake system will fail but also the 
vehicle will become extremely unsta¬ 
ble during braking. 
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(I) Open Door Warning Light and Buzz¬ 
er 

This light remains on until all the doors 
are completely closed. 

The buzzer also sounds once when any 
of the doors is not completely closed at 
the vehicle speed 5 km/h (3 mph) or 
more. Stop the vehicle and close the door 
completely. 


(j) SRS Warning Light 

This light will come on when the igni¬ 
tion switch is set at ON. After about 6 
seconds, the light will go off. This 
means the system of the airbags and 
front seat belt pretensioners are operat¬ 
ing properly. 

This warning light system monitors the 
airbag sensor assembly, front airbag sen¬ 
sors, side and curtain shield airbag sen¬ 
sors, curtain shield airbag sensors, driv¬ 
er’s seat position sensor, driver’s seat belt 
buckle switch, front passenger occupant 
classification system, “AIRBAG ON” indi¬ 
cator light, “AIRBAG OFF” indicator light, 
front passenger’s seat belt buckle switch, 
seat belt pretensioner assemblies, inflat- 
ors, interconnecting wiring and power 
sources. 

If either of the following conditions occurs, 
this indicates a malfunction somewhere in 
the parts monitored by the warning light 
system. Contact your Toyota dealer as 
soon as possible to service the vehicle. 

• The light does not come on when the 
ignition switch is set at ON or remains 
on for more than 6 seconds. 

• The light comes on while driving. 
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(k) “VSC” Warning Light 

The light warns that there is a problem 
somewhere in the vehicle stability control 
system or traction control system. 

The light will come on when the ignition 
switch is set at ON and will go off after 
about a few seconds. 

If the light comes on while driving, the 
vehicle stability control system and trac¬ 
tion control system do not work. However, 
as conventional braking operates when ap¬ 
plied, there is no problem to continue your 
driving. 

In the following cases, contact your Toyota 
dealer: 

• The light does not come on after the 
ignition is turned to on. 

• The light is left on after the ignition is 
turned to on. 

• The light comes on while driving. 


(l) Low Windshield Washer Fluid Level 
Warning Light 

The light warns that the windshield washer 
fluid level is too low. Add washer fluid at 
your earliest opportunity. (For instructions, 
see “Adding washer fluid” on page 367 in 
Section 7-3.) 

The light will come on when the ignition 

switch is set at ON and will go off after 

about a few seconds. 

(m) Automatic Headlight Leveling Sys¬ 
tem Warning Light 

This light warns that when there is a 
problem somewhere in the automatic 
headlight leveling system. 

The light will come on when the ignition 

switch is set at ON and will go off after 

a few seconds. 

If it comes on, have your vehicle checked 
by your Toyota dealer. 


(n) Engine Oil Replacement Reminder 
Light (for vehicles sold in U.S.A.) 

This light acts as a reminder to replace 
the engine oil. 

This light will come on when the ignition 
switch is set at ON and will go off after 
about a few seconds. 

When you drive for about 7200 km (4500 
miles) after the engine oil replacement, 
this light illuminates for about 3 seconds 
and then flashes for about 15 seconds 
with the ignition switch is set at ON. If 
you continue driving without replacing the 
engine oil, and if the distance driven ex¬ 
ceeds 8000 km (5000 miles), the light will 
come on after the ignition switch is set at 
ON. The light will remain on thereafter. 

If the light is flashing, we recommend that 
you replace the engine oil at an early 
opportunity depending on the driving and 
road conditions. If the light comes on, 
replace it as soon as possible. 

The system must be reset after the en¬ 
gine oil replacement. Reset the system by 
the following procedure: 

1. Turn the engine off with the odometer 
reading shown. (For details, see 
“Odometer and two trip meters” on 
page 143 in this Section.) 
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2. Turn the ignition switch is set at ON 
whiie hoiding down the trip meter reset 
knob. 

Hoid down the knob for at ieast 5 sec¬ 
onds. The odometer indicates “000000” 
and the iight goes off. 

If the system faiis to reset, the iight wili 
continue fiashing. 

(o) Smart Key System Warning Light 
and Buzzer 

The iight and buzzer warn that there is a 
probiem somewhere in the operation of 
the smart key system. See “Driving and 
parking using smart key system” on page 
291 in Section 3.

(p) Dynamic Laser Cruise Controi Mas¬ 
ter Warning Light 

This iight warns that there is a probiem 
somewhere in the dynamic iaser cruise 
controi system.

Traction control system 

The traction control system automatical¬ 
ly helps prevent the spinning of front 
wheels when the vehicle is started or 
accelerated on slippery road surfaces. 

When the ignition switch is set at ON, the 
system automatically turns on. 

/t\ CAUTION 

Under certain slippery road condi¬ 
tions, full traction of the vehicle and 
power against front wheels cannot be 
maintained, even though the traction 
control system is in operation. Do not 
drive the vehicle under any speed or 
maneuvering conditions which may 
cause the vehicle to lose traction 
control. In situations where the road 
surface is covered with ice or snow, 
your vehicle should be fitted with 
snow tires or tire chains. Always 
drive at an appropriate and cautious 
speed for the present road condi¬ 
tions. 


(h) If you cannot shift the selector le¬ 
ver out of “P” position 

If you cannot shift the selector lever from 
the “P” position even though the brake 
pedal is depressed, use the shift lock 
override button. For instructions, see “If 
you cannot shift automatic transmission 
selector lever” on page 322 in Section 4. 
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NORMAL DRIVING MODE 

Leave the system on during the ordi¬ 
nary driving so that It can operate 
when needed. 

You may hear a sound in the engine 
compartment for a few seconds when the 
engine is started or just after the vehicie 
begins to move. This means that the trac¬ 
tion controi system is in the seif-check 
mode, but does not indicate a maifunction. 


When the traction controi system is oper¬ 
ating, the foiiowing conditions occur: 

• The system controis the spinning of the 
front wheeis. At this time, the siip indi¬ 
cator iight biinks. 

• You may feei vibration or noise in your 
vehicie, caused by operation of the 
brakes. This indicates the system is 
functioning properiy. 

The siip indicator iight comes on for a few 
seconds when the ignition switch is set at 
ON. If the indicator iight does not come 
on when the ignition is turned on, contact 
your Toyota deaier. 



“VSC” warning light 

This iight warns that there is a probiem 
somewhere in the traction controi system 
or the vehicie stabiiity controi system. 

The iight wiii come on when the ignition 
switch is set at ON and wiii go off after 
a few seconds. 

If the iight comes on whiie driving, the 
system does not work. However, as con- 
ventionai braking operates when appiied, 
there is no probiem to continue your driv¬ 
ing. 
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In the following cases, contact your Toyota 

dealer: 

• The warning light does not come on 
after the ignition switch is set at ON. 

• The warning light remains on after the 
ignition switch is set at ON. 

• The warning light comes on while driv¬ 
ing. 


Vehicle stability control 
system 

The vehicle stability control system 
helps provide integrated control of the 
systems such as anti- lock brake sys¬ 
tem, traction control, engine control, 
etc. This system automatically controls 
the brakes and engine to help prevent 
the vehicle from skidding when corner¬ 
ing on a slippery road surface or oper¬ 
ating steering wheel abruptly. 

This system will activate when your ve¬ 
hicle speed reaches or exceeds 15 km/h 
(9 mph), and will deactivate when the ve¬ 
hicle speed reduces to below 15 km/h (9 
mph). 

You may hear a sound in the engine 
compartment for a few seconds when the 
engine is started or just after the vehicle 
begins to move. This means that the sys¬ 
tem is in the self-check mode but does 
not indicate a malfunction. 


/f\ CAUTION 

• Do not rely excessively on the ve¬ 
hicle stability control system. Even 
if the vehicle stability control sys¬ 
tem is operating, you must always 
drive carefully and attentively to 
avoid serious injury. Reckless driv¬ 
ing will result in an unexpected ac¬ 
cident. If the slip indicator light 
flashes and an alarm sounds, spe¬ 
cial care should be taken while 
driving. 

• Only use tires of specified size. The 
size, manufacture, brand and tread 
pattern for all 4 tires should be the 
same. If you use the tires other 
than specified, different type or 
size, the vehicle stability control 
system may not function correctly. 
When replacing the tires or wheels, 
contact your Toyota dealer. (See 
“Checking and replacing tires” on 
page 356 in Section 7-2.) 

• In situations where the road surface 
is covered with ice or snow, your 
vehicle should be fitted with snow 
tires or tire chains. 
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If the vehicle is going to skid during driv¬ 
ing, the slip indicator light blinks and an 
alarm sounds intermittently. Special care 
should be taken while driving. 

The slip indicator light comes on for a few 
seconds when the ignition switch is set at 
ON. If the indicator light does not come 
on when the ignition is turned on, contact 
your Toyota dealer.

Before driving, be sure the parking 
brake is fuiiy reieased and the park¬ 
ing brake reminder iight is off. 
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Cruise controi 

The cruise controi aiiows you to cruise 
the vehicie at a desired speed over 40 
km/h (25 mph) with your foot off the 
acceierator pedai. 

Your cruising speed can be maintained 
although a slight speed change may occur 
when driving up or down gradient, within 
the limits of engine performance. On 
steeper hills, a greater speed change will 
occur so It Is better to drive without the 
cruise control. 

When the cruise control Is on, the driving 
pattern of the automatic transmission Is 
fixed In the normal position, regardless of 
the position of the selector switch. 
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/?\ CAUTION 

• To help maintain maximum controi 
of your vehicie, do not use the 
cruise controi when driving in 
heavy or varying traffic, or on siip- 
pery (rainy, icy or snow-covered) or 
winding roads. 

• Avoid vehicie speed increases when 
driving downhiii. if the vehicie 
speed is too fast in reiation to the 
cruise controi set speed, cancei the 
cruise controi then downshift the 
transmission to use engine braking 
to siow down.

TURNiNG THE SYSTEM ON

cluster shows that you can now set your 
desired cruising speed. Another push will 
turn the system completely off. 

When the ignition key is turned off, the 
system automatically turned off. To use 
the cruise control again, push “ON-OFF” 
button again to turn it on. 


/f\ CAUTION 

To avoid accidentai cruise controi en¬ 
gagement, keep the cruise controi 
system off when not using the cruise 
controi.

SETTING AT A DESIRED SPEED 

The transmission must be in “D” before 
you set the cruise controi speed. 

Bring your vehicie to the desired speed, 
push the iever down in the SET” direc¬ 
tion and reiease it. This sets the vehicie 
at that speed, if the speed is not satisfac¬ 
tory, tap the iever up for a faster speed, 
or tap it down for a siower speed. Each 
tap changes the set speed by 1.6 km/h 
(1.0 mph). You can now take your foot off 
the acceierator pedai. 


If you need acceieration—for exampie, 
when passing—depress the acceierator 
pedai enough for the vehicie to exceed 
the set speed. When you reiease it, the 
vehicie wiii return to the speed set prior 
to the acceieration. 

CANCELLING THE PRESET SPEED 

You can cancei the preset speed by: 

a. Depressing the brake pedai. 

b. Puiiing the iever in the “CANCEL” 
direction. 

c. Pressing the “ON-OFF” button. 

In the following cases, the preset speed 
automatically cancels out: 

a. The vehicle speed falls below about 
40km/h (25 mph). 

b. If the vehicle speed drops 16 km/h (10 
mph) below the preset speed, the pre¬ 
set speed will also automatically be 
cancelled. 

If the preset speed automatically cancels 
out for other than the above reasons, do 
not operate the cruise control. Although it 
is no problem to continue driving, have 
your vehicle checked by your Toyota deal¬ 
er at the earliest opportunity. 


RESETTING TO A FASTER SPEED 

Push the lever up in the “-r RES” direction 
and hold it. Release the lever when the 
desired speed is attained. While the lever 
is held up, the vehicle will gradually gain 
speed. 

When the difference between the actual 
vehicle speed and the set speed is less 
than 5 km/h (3 mph), the set speed can 
be increased 1.6 km/h (1 mph) each time 
by pushing the lever up in the “-i- RES” 
direction quickly within 0.5 seconds. 

Flowever, a faster way to reset is to ac¬ 
celerate the vehicle and then push the 
lever down in the “- SET” direction. 

RESETTING TO A SLOWER SPEED 

Push the lever down in the “- SET” direc¬ 
tion and hold it. Release the lever when 
the desired speed is attained. While the 
lever is held down, the vehicle speed will 
gradually decrease. 

When the difference is 5 km/h (3 mph) or 
more, the vehicle will cruise with its 
actual speed. When the difference be¬ 
tween the actual vehicle speed and the 
set speed is less than 5 km/h (3 mph), 
the set speed can be lowered 1.6 km/h (1 
mph) each time by pushing the lever down 
in the “- SET” direction quickly within 0.5 
seconds. 
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However, a faster way to reset is to de¬ 
press the brake pedal and then push the 
lever down in the SET” direction. 

Even if you downshift the transmission 
from the “D” position or ”5” (fifth range) 
to ”4” (fourth range) in sequential mode 
with the cruise control on, engine braking 
will not be enabled because the cruise 
control is not cancelled. To decrease the 
vehicle speed, reset to a slower speed 
with the cruise control lever or depress 
the brake pedal. If you use the brake 
pedal, cruise control is cancelled. 
RESUMING THE PRESET SPEED 

If the preset speed is cancelled by pulling 
the control lever or by depressing the 
brake pedal, pushing the lever up in the 
‘‘+ RES” direction will restore the speed 
set prior to cancellation. 


CRUISE CONTROL FAILURE WARNING 

If “CRUISE” indicator light in the instru¬ 
ment cluster flashes when using the 
cruise control, push “ON-OFF” button to 
turn the system off and then push it again 
to turn it on. 

If any of the following conditions then oc¬ 
curs, there is some trouble in the cruise 
control system. 

• The indicator light does not come on. 

• The indicator light flashes again. 

• The indicator light goes out after it 
comes on. 

If this is the case, contact your Toyota 
dealer and have your vehicle inspected. 


Dynamic laser cruise control— 

Dynamic laser cruise controi aiiows you 
to drive at a seiected cruising speed 
over about 45 km/h (28 mph) with your 
foot off the acceierator pedai, maintain¬ 
ing an appropriate vehicie-to-vehicie 
distance. 


/t\ CAUTION 

Do not rely excessively on dynamic 
iaser cruise controi in order to avoid 
serious injury or death, or to prevent 
accidents or to controi the vehicie’s 
speed in emergency situations. Do 
not use cruise controi except in ap¬ 
propriate road and traffic conditions.

For the vehicle-to-vehicle distance control 
mode, see “—Vehicle-to-vehicle distance 
control mode” on page 174. For the con¬ 
ventional (fixed speed) cruise control 
mode, see ‘‘—Conventional (fixed speed) 
cruise control mode” on page 185. 


—Vehicle-to-vehicle distance 
control mode 


The laser radar sensor In this system 
primarily detects the reflectors of the 
vehicle ahead of you to determine the 
presence of the vehicle ahead as well 
as measuring the vehicle-to-vehicle dis¬ 
tance. The detection range of the sen¬ 
sor Is about 120 m (400 ft.) ahead. 

/t\ CAUTION 

Dynamic laser cruise control Is not a 
collision-avoidance system and will 
not prevent accidents. Dynamic laser 
cruise control Is a vehicle speed con¬ 
trol device that Is Intended for use 
only on freeways or roads where the 
traffic Is light or moderate. To avoid 
serious Injury, you must use caution 
and be attentive to road and traffic 
conditions while using dynamic laser 
cruise control. 
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DYNAMIC LASER CRUISE CONTROL 
OPERATIONS 

The dynamic laser cruise control func¬ 
tion operates automatically and depend¬ 
ing on whether a vehicle Is detected 
ahead may change the speed of your 
vehicle as follows. 

If no vehicle Is running ahead of you— 

1. Cruising at a fixed speed: If there is 
no vehicle detected ahead, your 
cruising speed is maintained at the 
preset speed from about 45 km/h (28 
mph) to about 135 km/h (85 mph). The 
preset speed is displayed in the 
display. For the vehicle speed setting, 
see “SETTING THE DESIRED SPEED” 
on page 179. 


If a vehicle Is detected ahead of you— 

2. Deceleration cruising function: If a 

slower moving vehicle is detected 
ahead of you, your vehicle cruising 
speed decreases within the range of 
about 40 km/h (25 mph) to about 135 
km/h (85 mph). The display shows the 
preset speed, the detected vehicle 
ahead and selected vehicle-to-vehicle 
distance. If your vehicle gets closer to 
the vehicle ahead because of insuffi¬ 
cient automatic deceleration, then the 
alarm warns you to also manually ap¬ 
ply brakes. 

3. Follow-up cruising function: After de¬ 
celeration, your vehicle cruising speed 
changes in proportion to the speed of 
the vehicle ahead to maintain an ap¬ 
propriate distance from your vehicle to 
the vehicle ahead. The vehicle-to-ve¬ 
hicle distance can be changed. For de¬ 
tails, see “CHANGING VEHICLE-TO- 
VEHICLE DISTANCE” on page 181. 

4. Acceleration cruising function: If the 

vehicle ahead changes lanes, your ve¬ 
hicle cruising speed will be gradually 
increased up to the preset speed, and 
your vehicle resumes fixed-speed 
cruising. 


This system operates by detecting pri¬ 
marily the reflectors of the vehicle 
ahead. The distance may not be accu¬ 
rately or absolutely detected in the fol¬ 
lowing cases: 

• The vehicle ahead has higher ground 
clearance, which means that the 
placement of the reflectors is in a 
higher position. 

• The rear section of the vehicle ahead 
is extremely dirty. 

• The vehicle ahead or other vehicles 
around you are flinging up water or 
snow. 

• Excessive exhaust gas (black smoke) 
is coming from the vehicle ahead or 
other vehicles around you, obscuring 
your front view. 

• There is an obstruction (protective 
film, sticker, etc.) on the reflectors 
on the vehicle ahead, or reflectors 
are not installed on the vehicle 
ahead or are damaged. 

• Heavy luggage in the luggage 
compartment or rear seats is caus¬ 
ing the nose of your vehicle to tilt 
up. 
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/?\ CAUTION 

To avoid accidents, aiways keep the 
iaser radar sensor giass ciean and 
never aiiow it to be covered with 
icicie or any substance, so it can de¬ 
tect the vehicie in front. (See “LASER 
RADAR SENSOR” on page 183.) 


/t\ CAUTION 

Do not rely excessively on dynamic 
laser cruise control. Observe the fol¬ 
lowing precautions in order to avoid 
serious injury or death: 

• Under certain conditions where the 
vehicle in front slows drastically, or 
is stopped, the dynamic laser cruise 
control will neither warn you nor 
decelerate. You must depress the 
brake pedal to slow down, ensuring 
collision avoidance or that suffi¬ 
cient vehicle-to-vehicle distance is 
maintained. 

• Do not use dynamic laser cruise 
control in the following conditions: 

In bad weather (such as rain, fog, 
snow, sandstorms or direct sun¬ 
light, or when raindrops or snow¬ 
flakes get on the laser radar sensor 
glass), the vehicle-to-vehicle dis¬ 
tance will not be measured accura¬ 
tely. 

When using the windshield wipers 
at high or low speeds the dynamic 
laser radar cruise control turns off. 
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On roads with heavy traffic or 
sharp bends, an appropriate speed 
cannot be maintained and an acci¬ 
dent may occur. 

On slippery road surfaces (icy or 
snow-covered road surfaces), the 
tires will race and you will be un¬ 
able to control the vehicle. 

When there is no vehicle detected 
ahead on steep downhill slopes, the 
preset speed will be easily exceed¬ 
ed because of inefficient engine 
braking. (In this case, automatic 
braking will not work.) If there is a 
vehicle detected ahead, the delay in 
deceleration timing could cause se¬ 
rious injury or death. 

When the alarm sounds frequently 
(because acceleration or decelera¬ 
tion was repeated or sufficient ve¬ 
hicle-to-vehicle distance was not 
maintained), an appropriate vehicle 
speed cannot be attained and an 
accident may occur. 
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On roads with steep and short in¬ 
clines and declines, failure to de¬ 
tect the vehicle ahead will shorten 
the distance between your vehicle 
and the vehicle ahead and an acci¬ 
dent may occur. 

• Deceleration cruising function and 
approach warning do not operate 
when the vehicle ahead is at a stop 
or driving very slowly. 

• If the vehicle ahead of you deceler¬ 
ates abruptly or if another vehicle 
cuts in ahead of you, your vehicle 
may collide with the vehicle ahead 
unless you manually depress the 
brake pedal to slow down your ve¬ 
hicle. 


• Depending on the road configura¬ 
tion (curved, left and right continu¬ 
ous curved, the start or end of a 
curve, or narrow driving lanes due 
to road construction) or your ve¬ 
hicle condition (steering wheel ma¬ 
neuvering, position in the lane, or 
unstable driving because of an acci¬ 
dent or breakdown), vehicles in oth¬ 
er lanes or surrounding objects 
may be detected, resulting in a con¬ 
trol failure or the approach warning 
activation. This may also result in 
a very close distance between vehi¬ 
cles due to a failure to detect the 
vehicle ahead. 



Dynamic laser cruise control should not 
be used in circumstances which are inap¬ 
propriate for any cruise control, such as 
entering free way on- ramps or off- ramps. 

/t\ CAUTION 

• Do not use dynamic laser cruise 
control when exiting from or when 
entering or merging onto a freeway. 
When you are following a slower 
moving vehicle and exiting, the sen¬ 
sor does not detect the vehicle and 
will accelerate to the preset speed. 
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When the ignition is turned off, aii the 
preset data is cieared. When you use the 
dynamic iaser cruise controi again, you 
need to reset the data. 


/?\ CAUTION 

To avoid accidentally engaging the 
cruise control, keep the “ON-OFF” 
button off when not using the dynam¬ 
ic laser cruise control. 


• If other vehicles are driving outside 
of the laser radar detection range, 
a delay in the detection of the ve¬ 
hicle cutting in at short range or 
failure to detect a motorcycle run¬ 
ning on the side of the same lane 
will occur. In this case, the dynamic 
laser cruise control system will not 
function properly. 

• When a slower vehicle in front of 
you leaves the lane, the dynamic 
laser cruise control will no longer 
detect a vehicle ahead and will at¬ 
tempt to accelerate the vehicle to 
the faster preset speed. 


TURNING THE SYSTEM ON 

To operate dynamic laser cruise control, 
press the “ON-OFF” button. This turns the 
system on. When the “CRUISE” and 
“READY” indicator lights in the instrument 
cluster come on, you can now set your 
desired cruising speed and vehicle-to-ve¬ 
hicle distance. Pressing the “ON-OFF” 
button again will turn the system com¬ 
pletely off. 

When the ignition is turned off, the system 
is also automatically turned off. To use 
dynamic laser cruise control again, press 
the “ON-OFF” button again to turn it on. 
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SETTING THE DESIRED SPEED 

The transmission must be in “D” before 
you set the cruise controi speed. 

Bring your vehicie to the desired speed, 
push the iever down in the SET” direc¬ 
tion and reiease it. This sets the vehicie 
at that speed. At this time, the dispiay 
indicates settings such as the preset ve¬ 
hicie speed, whether a vehicie is present 
ahead and seiected vehicie-to-vehicie dis¬ 
tance. if there is no vehicie detected 
ahead, the dispiay does not indicate the 
vehicie ahead. You can now take your foot 
off the acceierator pedai. 


If you need to acceierate—for exampie, 
when passing—depress the acceierator 
pedai enough for the vehicie to exceed 
the preset speed. When you reiease the 
acceierator pedai, the vehicie wiii return to 
the controi prior to acceieration. 

You cannot set a desired speed if the 
master warning iight comes on, the aiarm 
sounds and the dispiay indicates one of 
the warning codes “Cl”, ‘‘C2” or ‘‘E3”. If 
any of the above codes appears on the 
display, see “VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE 
DISTANCE CONTROL MODE FAILURE 
WARNING” on page 183. 

CANCELLING THE PRESET SPEED 

You can cancel the preset speed by doing 
any of the following: 

a. Pulling the lever in the “CANCEL” 
direction. 

b. Depressing the brake pedal. 

c. Pressing the “ON-OFF” button. 

If cancelled by a. or b., the “READY” 
indicator comes on and the dynamic laser 
cruise control enters the ready mode. 

If cancelled by c., the “CRUISE” indicator 
light goes off in the instrument panel. In 
this case, the preset speed data is 
cleared, and you must set the speed from 
the beginning. 


In the following cases, the preset speed 
automatically cancels out: 

a. The vehicle speed falls below about 40 
km/h (25 mph). (40 km/h [25 mph] is 
designated as a cancel speed.) 

b. The slip indicator light blinks and an 
alarm sounds. (This occurs when the 
vehicle is about to skid.) 

If cancelled by a. or b., the “READY” 
indicator comes on and the dynamic laser 
cruise control enters the ready mode. 

If one of the warning codes “Cl”, “C2” or 
“E3” appears on the display, the preset 
speed automatically cancels out. See 
“VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE DISTANCE 

CONTROL MODE FAILURE WARNING” on 
page 183. 

If the preset speed automatically cancels 
out for other than the above reasons, do 
not operate the dynamic laser cruise con¬ 
trol. Although there is no problem to con¬ 
tinue driving, please contact your Toyota 
dealer. 
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RESETTING TO A FASTER SPEED 

Push the lever up in the “+ RES” direction 
and hold it. The displayed speed will in¬ 
crease in increments of 5 mph. Release 
the lever when the desired speed is attai¬ 
ned. The vehicle speed will gradually in¬ 
crease to the display speed. 

However, a faster way to reset is to ac¬ 
celerate the vehicle and then push the 
lever down in the SET” direction. 


/?\ CAUTION 

When the vehicle-to-vehicle distance 
controi is on, your cruising speed is 
reguiated in proportion to the speed 
of the vehicie ahead, so increasing 
the preset speed using the controi 
iever does not acceierate the vehicie. 
However, if the vehicie ahead ieaves 
the iane, your cruising speed wiii in¬ 
crease to the preset speed because 
the preset speed has been set higher 
using the controi iever. Confirm the 
setting on the dispiay. 


RESETTING TO A SLOWER SPEED 

Push the lever down in the SET” direc¬ 
tion and hold it. The displayed speed will 
decrease in increments of 5 mph. Release 
the lever when the desired speed is attai¬ 
ned. The vehicle speed will gradually de¬ 
crease to the display speed. 

However, a faster way to reset is to de¬ 
press the brake pedal and then push the 
lever down in the SET” direction. 

If the control lever is released when the 
vehicle speed exceeds the upper limit of 
the preset speed traveling downhill while 
you are pushing the lever down, the sys¬ 
tem will memorize the upper limit of the 
preset speed as a preset speed. 

Even if you downshift the transmission 
from “D” position or ”5” (fifth range) to ”4” 
(fourth range) in sequential mode in the 
vehicle-to-vehicle distance control mode, 
engine braking will not be enabled be¬ 
cause this mode is not cancelled. To de¬ 
crease the vehicle speed, reset to a slow¬ 
er speed with the cruise control lever or 
depress the brake pedal. If you use the 
brake pedal, cruise control is cancelled. 
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RESUMING THE PRESET SPEED 

If the preset speed has been cancelled, 
when you push the lever up in the 
‘‘-I- RES” direction while the “READY” indi¬ 
cator in the instrument cluster comes on 
at a vehicle speed of more than 40 km/h 
(25 mph), the speed set prior to cancella¬ 
tion will be restored. 

During follow-up cruising, if there are no 
vehicles ahead because they have 
changed lanes, your vehicle will accelerate 
gradually up to the preset speed. At this 
time, pushing the lever up in the “-i- RES” 
direction will quickly speed up your ve¬ 
hicle in vehicle-to-vehicle distance control 
mode. 
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CHANGING VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE 

DISTANCE 

You can select one of the following ve¬ 
hicle-to-vehicle distances. 

1. LONG 

2. MIDDLE 

3. SHORT 

Each time you push the distance switch 
briefly, the setting changes from LONG to 
MIDDLE to SHORT and then back to 
LONG. You can confirm the setting on the 
display. 

Your vehicle speed changes in proportion 
to the speed of the vehicle ahead, main¬ 
taining the selected distance. However, if 
the vehicle ahead is slower, the selected 
distance will be shorter than the desig¬ 
nated distance. 

When the vehicle-to-vehicle distance con¬ 
trol mode is activated or the “READY” 
indicator comes on, the vehicle-to-vehicle 
distance setting can be changed. 

The vehicle-to-vehicle distance is always 
set to LONG when the ignition switch is 
turned on. 


Select the vehicle-to-vehicle distance con¬ 
sidering traffic conditions. The approximate 
vehicle-to-vehicle distance based on time 
interval when driving at 88 km/h (55 mph) 
is shown below: 


LONG . about 75 m (245 ft.) 

MIDDLE. about 50 m (165 ft.) 

SHORT . about 30 m (100 ft.) 


If the vehicle speed is slower than 88 
km/h (55 mph), the distance will be short¬ 
er than the above. 

During long downhill driving, the vehicle- 
to-vehicle distance will be shorter than 
the selected distance. 
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BRAKING CONTROL 

Dynamic laser cruise control is not a colli¬ 
sion avoidance system. If the approach 
warning is activated, depress the brake 
pedal to decelerate to ensure an appropri¬ 
ate vehicle-to-vehicle distance. 

If you are getting closer to the vehicle 
ahead at a relatively higher speed than 
that of the vehicle ahead or if engine 
braking cannot be applied properly, brak¬ 
ing control is automatically activated. At 
this time, the display flashes. 
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Braking control is operating only when the 
vehicle-to-vehicle distance control mode 
is selected and your vehicle speed ex¬ 
ceeds about 40 km/h (25 mph). If the 
speed decreases below about 40 km/h (25 
mph), braking control will cease, requiring 
the manual application of brakes. 

/?\ CAUTION 

Braking control will not ensure that 
your vehicle will reduce speed ap¬ 
propriately. You must depress the 
brake pedal to slow down, ensuring 
collision avoidance or that sufficient 
vehicle-to-vehicle distance is main¬ 
tained. 


APPROACH WARNING 

While you are cruising in the vehicle-to- 
vehicle distance control mode, if the ve¬ 
hicle ahead decelerates abruptly or if 
another vehicle cuts in ahead of you, in¬ 
adequate braking will make your vehicle 
become closer to the vehicle ahead of you 
and the display will flash and beep. 


/t\ CAUTION 

• If the display flashes and beeps, 
you must depress the brake pedal 
to slow down to avoid a collision 
or maintain sufficient vehicle-to-ve¬ 
hicle distance. 

• In the following conditions, the ap¬ 
proach warning may not turn on 
even if the vehicle drives closer to 
the vehicle ahead, and an accident 
may occur: 

Your vehicle and the vehicle ahead 
are cruising at almost the same 
speed. 

The vehicle ahead is cruising at a 
faster speed than yours. (The dis¬ 
tance between the vehicles will be¬ 
come longer.) 

The vehicle ahead is at a stop or 
driving very slowly. Pay special 
attention to a very slow vehicle at 
the end of the line in heavy traffic 
or at a tollgate. 

The speed has just been set. 

The accelerator pedal is depressed 
or has just been released. 
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LASER RADAR SENSOR 

The laser radar sensor is used for ve¬ 
hicle-to-vehicle distance control cruis¬ 
ing. 

If dirt is on the sensor glass, the 
dynamic laser cruise control function is 
automatically cancelled and a warning 
code appears on the display. (See 
“VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE DISTANCE 

CONTROL MODE FAILURE WARNING” 
on page 183.) 

However, if the glass sensor is covered 
with icicle or any substance, dirt may 
not be detected. 


Before driving in the vehicle-to-vehicle 
distance control mode, make sure the 
radar sensor glass is clean. 


This product is a ciass I iaser product 
compiied with 21 C.F.R part 1040.10 
and 1040.11. 


/t\ CAUTION 

To ensure that dynamic laser cruise 
control will function properly while 
driving, observe the following: 

• Always keep the laser radar sensor 
glass clean. When cleaning, use a 
soft cloth and be careful not to 
damage the sensor. 

• Avoid strong impacts around the la¬ 
ser radar sensor. An incorrect laser 
radar sensor alignment will result in 
system malfunction. A special de¬ 
vice is required to adjust the laser 
radar sensor alignment. Be sure to 
have the sensor adjusted by your 
Toyota dealer. 

• Do not affix a sticker (including a 
transparent sticker) or attach an ac¬ 
cessory around the laser radar sen¬ 
sor. 
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VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE DISTANCE 

CONTROL MODE FAILURE WARNING 

If there is trouble somewhere in the dy¬ 
namic laser cruise control while the ve¬ 
hicle-to-vehicle distance control mode is 
on, the master warning light comes on 
and the alarm sounds, and one of the 
warning codes “Cl”, “C2” or “E3” will ap¬ 
pear on the display. Dynamic laser cruise 
control is automatically cancelled. 

If “E3” appears on the display, the 
“CRUISE” indicator light in the instrument 
cluster also flashes. 
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If “Cl” appears on the display, the sys¬ 
tem cannot easily measure the vehicle-to- 
vehicle distance because of a dirty laser 
radar sensor glass while the dynamic la¬ 
ser cruise control is on. 

If this code appears, clean the sensor 
glass with a soft cloth and try setting the 
preset speed again. If the dirt is removed 
without cleaning, the system will automati¬ 
cally enter the ready mode. 

If the system does not enter the ready 
mode even after cleaning or the code re¬ 
mains on the display, the system might be 
malfunctioning. Although there is no prob¬ 
lem to continue driving, please contact 
your Toyota dealer. 

/?\ CAUTION 

Always keep the sensor glass and 
never allow it to be covered with 
icicle or any substance, so it can de¬ 
tect the vehicle in front. 


If “C2” appears on the display, the sys¬ 
tem cannot easily measure the vehicle-to- 
vehicle distance because of the following 
conditions: 

• The wipers are operating at high or low 
speeds 

• Direct sunlight from the front 

• It is difficult to make a measurement 
because of bad weather (such as rainy, 
foggy, or snowy weather) 

In the following cases, dynamic laser 
cruise control switches to the ready mode: 

• The wipers are stopped or are 
switched to intermittent operation. 

• No direct sunlight from the front 

In the above conditions, push the lever up 
in the “-r RES” direction and release it. 
Dynamic laser cruise control will be re¬ 
stored. If the setting operation cannot be 
performed or if the warning code still ap¬ 
pears even after the weather clears, the 
system might have malfunctioned. Al¬ 
though there is no problem to continue 
driving, please contact your Toyota dealer. 
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If “E3” appears on the display, a system 
malfunction has been detected. 

If this code appears, stop your vehicle in 
a safe place, turn the ignition off, and 
then restart it to reset the system. If the 
setting still cannot be made or the same 
code appears again, the system might 
have malfunctioned. Although there is no 
problem to continue driving, please con¬ 
tact your Toyota dealer. 
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—Conventional (fixed speed) 
cruise control mode 

This mode allows you to cruise at a 
desired speed over about 45 km/h (28 
mph) with your foot off the accelerator 
pedal. 

Your cruising speed can be maintained up 
or down grades within the iimits of engine 
performance, aithough a siight speed 
change may occur when driving up or 
down the grades. On steeper hiiis, a 
greater speed change wiii occur so it is 
better to drive without the cruise controi. 


/t\ CAUTION 

• In the conventional (fixed speed) 
cruise control mode, the approach 
warning does not activate and no 
alarm will sound even if you are 
too close to the vehicle ahead, as 
neither the presence of the vehicle 
ahead nor the vehicle-to-vehicle 
distance is detected. Pay special 
attention to the distance between 
your vehicle and the vehicle ahead. 
Always confirm the setting in the 
display. 


• Do not use the conventional (fixed 
speed) mode in the following condi¬ 
tions, or serious injury or death 
could result: 

To help maintain maximum control 
of your vehicle, do not use conven¬ 
tional cruise control mode when us¬ 
ing dynamic laser cruise control 
while driving in heavy or varying 
traffic, or on slippery (rainy, icy or 
snow-covered) or winding roads. 

Avoid vehicle speed increasing 
when driving downhill.

TURNING THE SYSTEM ON 

To operate conventional cruise control 
mode, press the “ON-OFF” button. This 
turns the system on. The “CRUISE” and 
“READY” indicator lights in the instrument 
cluster comes on. Push the lever in the 
“MODE” direction for longer than 1 second 
to change to conventional cruise control 
mode. The indicator in the instrument 
cluster is as shown. You can now set 
your desired cruising speed. Pressing the 
“ON-OFF” button again will turn the sys¬ 
tem completely off.

To avoid accidentally engaging cruise 
control, keep the “ON-OFF” button 
off when not using dynamic laser 
cruise control. 



SETTING THE DESIRED SPEED 

The transmission must be in the “D” posi¬ 
tion, “5” (fifth range) or “4” (fourth range) 
in sequential mode before you set the 
cruise control speed in the conventional 
cruise control mode. 

Bring your vehicle to the desired speed, 
push the lever down in the “- SET” direc¬ 
tion and release it. This sets the vehicle 
at that speed and the display shows the 
preset speed. You can now take your foot 
off the accelerator pedal. 


If you need to accelerate—for example, 
when passing—depress the accelerator 
pedal enough for the vehicle to exceed 
the preset speed. When you release the 
accelerator pedal, the vehicle will return to 
the speed set prior to acceleration. 

You cannot set a desired speed if the 
master warning light comes on, the alarm 
sounds and the display indicates the 
warning code “E3”. If this code appears 
on the display, see 

“VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE DISTANCE 

CONTROL MODE FAILURE WARNING” on 
page 183. 

CANCELLING THE PRESET SPEED 

You can cancel the preset speed by doing 
any of the following: 

a. Pulling the lever in the “CANCEL” 
direction. 

b. Depressing the brake pedal. 

c. Pressing the “ON-OFF” button. 
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In the following cases, the preset speed 
automatically cancels out: 

a. The vehicle speed falls below about 
40km/h (25 mph). 

b. If the vehicle speed drops 16 km/h (10 
mph) below the preset speed, the pre¬ 
set speed will also automatically be 
cancelled. 

c. The slip indicator light blinks and an 
alarm sounds. (This occurs when the 
vehicle is about to skid.) 

If cancelled by a. or b., the preset speed 
data is cleared and you must set the 
speed from the beginning. 

If the preset speed automatically cancels 
out for other than the above reasons, do 
not operate the cruise control. Although it 
is no problem to continue driving, have 
your vehicle checked by your Toyota deal¬ 
er at the earliest opportunity. 


RESETTING TO A FASTER SPEED 

Push the lever up in the “-r RES" direction 
and hold it. Release the lever when the 
desired speed is attained. While the lever 
is held up, the vehicle will gradually gain 
speed. 

When the difference between the actual 
vehicle speed and the set speed is less 
than 5 km/h (3 mph), the set speed can 
be increased 1.6 km/h (1 mph) each time 
by pushing the lever up in the ‘‘-i- RES” 
direction quickly within 0.6 seconds. 

However, a faster way to reset is to ac¬ 
celerate the vehicle and then push the 
lever down in the SET” direction. 

RESETTING TO A SLOWER SPEED 

Push the lever down in the SET” direc¬ 
tion and hold it. Release the lever when 
the desired speed is attained. While the 
lever is held down, the vehicle speed will 
gradually decrease. 

When the difference between the actual 
vehicle speed and the set speed is less 
than 5 km/h (3 mph), the set speed can 
be lowered 1.6 km/h (1 mph) each time 
by pushing the lever down in the SET” 
direction quickly within 0.6 seconds. 


However, a faster way to reset is to ac¬ 
celerate the vehicle and then push the 
lever down in the SET” direction. 

Even if you downshift from “D” position or 
”5” (fifth range) to “4” (fourth range) in 
sequential mode in the conventional cruise 
control mode, engine braking will not be 
enabled because this mode is not cancel¬ 
led. To decrease the vehicle’s speed, re¬ 
set to a slower speed with the cruise 
control lever or depress the brake pedal. 
If you use the brake pedal, cruise control 
is cancelled. 

RESUMING THE PRESET SPEED 

If the preset speed is cancelled by pulling 
the lever, by depressing the brake pedal 
or by activating the vehicle stability con¬ 
trol system, pushing the lever up in the 
‘‘-r RES” direction will restore the speed 
set prior to cancellation.

OPENING THE AUDIO COVER 

Push the button to open the audio cover. 


TURNING THE SYSTEM ON AND OFF 

Push “PWR-VOL” to turn the audio system 
on and off. 

Push “AM”, “AM/SAT”*, “FM”, “TAPE” or 
“DiSC” to turn on that function without 
pushing “PWR-VOL”. 

You can turn on each piayer by inserting 
a cassette tape or compact disc. 

You can turn off each piayer by ejecting 
the cassette tape or compact disc, if the 
audio system was previousiy off, then the 
entire audio system wiii be turned off 
when you eject the cassette tape or com¬ 
pact disc, if the other function was pre¬ 
viousiy piaying, it wiii come on again.

SWITCHING BETWEEN FUNCTIONS 

Push “AM”, “AM/SAT”*, “FM”, “TAPE” or

Balance 

A good balance of the left and right stereo 
channels and of the front and rear sound 
levels is also important.

Radio 

In the seek mode, the radio finds and 
plays the next station up or down the 
station band.

RADIO RECEPTION 

Usually, a problem with radio reception 
does not mean there is a problem with 
your radio—it is just the normal result of 
conditions outside the vehicle. 

For example, nearby buildings and terrain 
can interfere with FM reception. Power 
lines or telephone wires can interfere with 
AM signals. The farther you are from a 
station, the weaker its signal will be. In 
addition, reception conditions change 
constantly as your vehicle moves. 
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Here are some common reception prob¬ 
lems that you may experience. 

FM 

Fading and drifting stations—Generally, the 
effective range of FM is about 40 km (25 
miles). Once outside this range, you may 
notice fading and drifting, which increase 
with the distance from the radio transmit¬ 
ter. They are often accompanied by distor¬ 
tion. 

Multi- path—FM signals are reflective, 
making it possible for two signals to reach 
your antenna at the same time. If this 
happens, the signals will cancel each oth¬ 
er out, causing a momentary flutter or 
loss of reception. 

Static and fluttering—These occur when 
signals are blocked by buildings, trees, or 
other large objects. Increasing the bass 
level may reduce static and fluttering. 

Station swapping—If the FM signal you 
are listening to is interrupted or weak¬ 
ened, and there is another strong station 
nearby on the FM band, your radio may 
tune in the second station until the origi¬ 
nal signal can be picked up again. 


AM 

Fading—AM broadcasts are reflected by 
the upper atmosphere-especially at night. 
These reflected signals can interfere with 
those received directly from the radio sta¬ 
tion, causing the radio station to sound 
alternately strong and weak. 

Station interference—When a reflected sig¬ 
nal and a signal received directly from a 
radio station are very nearly the same 
frequency, they can interfere with each 
other, making it difficult to hear the broad¬ 
cast. 

Static—AM is easily affected by external 
sources of electrical noise, such as high 
tension power lines, lightening, or electri¬ 
cal motors. This results in static.

• Make sure the air intake grilles in front 
of the windshield are not blocked (by 
leaves or snow, for example). 

• On humid days, do not blow cold air 
on the windshield. The windshield could 
fog up because of the difference in air 
temperature on the inside and outside 
of the windshield. 

• Keep the area under the front seats 
clear to allow air to circulate through¬ 
out the vehicle. 

• On cold days, set the fan speed to 
high for a minute to help clear the 
intake ducts of snow or moisture. This 
can reduce the amount of fogging on 
the windows. 

• When driving on dusty roads, close all 
windows. If dust thrown up by the ve¬ 
hicle is still drawn into the vehicle after 
closing the windows, it is recommended 
that the air intake selector be set to 
FRESH and the fan speed selector to 
any setting except off.

For automatic operation of the air condi¬ 
tioning, press the “AUTO” button.

—Checking and replacing the

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Break- in period 

Drive gently and avoid high speeds. 

Your vehicle does not need an elaborate 
break-in. But following a few simple tips 
for the first 1600 km (1000 miles) can add 
to the future economy and long life of 
your vehicle: 

• Avoid full throttle acceleration when 
starting and driving. 

• Avoid racing the engine. 

• Try to avoid hard stops during the first 
300 km (200 miles). 

• Do not drive for a long time at any 
single speed, either fast or slow. 
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Fuel 

FUEL TYPE 

Your new vehicle must use only un¬ 
leaded gasoline. 

To help prevent gas station mix- ups, your 
Toyota has a smaller fuel tank opening. 
The special nozzle on pumps with un¬ 
leaded fuel will fit it, but the larger stan¬ 
dard nozzle on pumps with leaded gas will 
not. 

At a minimum, the gasoline you use 
should meet specifications of ASTM 
D4814 in the U.S.A. and CGSB 3.5-M93 
in Canada. 


NOTICE 

Do not use leaded gasoline. Use of 
leaded gasoline wiii cause the three- 
way cataiytic converter to iose its ef¬ 
fectiveness and the emission controi 
system to function improperly. Also, 
this can increase maintenance costs. 
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OCTANE RATING 

Select Octane Rating 87 (Research Oc¬ 
tane Number 91) or higher. For im¬ 
proved vehicle performance, the use of 
premium unleaded gasoline with an Oc¬ 
tane Rating of 91 (Research Octane 
Number 96) or higher is recommended. 

Use of unleaded gasoline with an octane 
rating or research octane number lower 
than stated above will cause persistent 
heavy knocking. If it is severe, this will 
lead to engine damage. 

If your engine knocks... 

If you detect heavy knocking even when 
using the recommended fuel, or if you 
hear steady knocking while holding a 
steady speed on level roads, consult your 
Toyota dealer. 

However, occasionally, you may notice 
light knocking for a short time while accel¬ 
erating or driving up hills. This is normal 
and there is no need for concern. 
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GASOLINE CONTAINING DETERGENT 
ADDITIVES 

Toyota recommends the use of gasoline 
that contains detergent additives to 
avoid buiid-up of engine deposits. 

However, all gasoline sold In the U.S. 
contains detergent additives to keep clean 
and/or clean Intake systems. 

QUALITY GASOLINE 

Automotive manufacturers in the U.S., 
Europe and Japan have developed a 
specification for quality fuel named 
World-Wide Fuel Charter (WWFC) that 
is expected to be applied world wide. 
The WWFC consists of four categories 
that depend on required emission lev¬ 
els. In the U.S., category 4 has been 
adopted. The WWFC improves air quali¬ 
ty by providing for better emissions in 
vehicle fleets, and customer satisfaction 
through better vehicle performance. 


CLEANER BURNING GASOLINE 

Cleaner burning gasoline, including re¬ 
formulated gasoline that contains oxy¬ 
genates such as ethanol or MTBE is 
available in many areas. 

Toyota recommends the use of cleaner 
burning gasoline and appropriately blended 
reformulated gasoline. These types of gas¬ 
oline provide excellent vehicle perfor¬ 
mance, reduce vehicle emissions, and im¬ 
prove air quality. 

OXYGENATES IN GASOLINE 

Toyota allows the use of oxygenate 
blended gasoline where the oxygenate 
content is up to 10% ethanol or 15% 
MTBE. If you use gasohol in your 
Toyota, be sure that it has an octane 
rating no lower than 87. 

Toyota does not recommend the use of 
gasoline containing methanol.

GASOLINE CONTAINING MMT 

Some gasoline contain an octane en¬ 
hancing additive called MMT (Methylcy- 
clopentadienyl Manganese Tricarbonyl). 

Toyota does not recommend the use of 
gasoline that contains MMT. If fuel con¬ 
taining MMT is used, your emission con¬ 
trol system may be adversely affected. 
The Malfunction Indicator Lamp on the in¬ 
strument cluster may come on. If this hap¬ 
pens, contact your Toyota dealer for ser¬ 
vice. 

GASOLINE QUALITY 

In a very few cases, you may experience 
driveability problems caused by the partic¬ 
ular gasoline that you are using. If you 
continue to have unacceptable driveability, 
try changing gasoline brands. If this does 
not rectify your problem, then consult your 
Toyota dealer. 


NOTICE 

♦ Do not use gasohol other than 
stated above. It will cause fuel sys¬ 
tem damage or vehicle performance 
problems. 

^If driveability probiems occur (poor 
hot starting, vaporizing, engine 
knock, etc.), discontinue the use.

Facts about engine oii 
consumption 


/?\ CAUTION 

• Avoid inhaling the engine exhaust. 
It contains carbon monoxide, which 
is a colorless and odorless gas. It 
can cause unconsciousness or even 
death. 

• Make sure the exhaust system has 
no holes or loose connections. The 
system should be checked from 
time to time. If you hit something, 
or notice a change in the sound of 
the exhaust, have the system 
checked immediately. 

• Do not run the engine in a garage 
or enclosed area except for the 
time needed to drive the vehicle in 
or out. The exhaust gases cannot 
escape, making this a particularly 
dangerous situation. 

• Do not remain for a long time in a 
parked vehicle with the engine run¬ 
ning. If it is unavoidable, however, 
do so only in an unconfined area 
and adjust the heating or cooling 
system to force outside air into the 
vehicle. 


• Keep the trunk lid closed while 
driving. An open or unsealed trunk 
lid may cause exhaust gases to be 
drawn into the vehicle. 

• To allow proper operation of your 
vehicle’s ventilation system, keep 
the inlet grilles in front of the wind¬ 
shield clear of snow, leaves, or oth¬ 
er obstructions. 

• If you smell exhaust fumes in the 
vehicle, drive with the windows 
open and the trunk lid closed. Have 
the cause immediately located and 
corrected. 


FUNCTIONS OF ENGINE OIL 

Engine oil has the primary functions of 
lubricating and cooling the inside of the 
engine, and plays a major role in main¬ 
taining the engine in proper working order. 

ENGINE OIL CONSUMPTION 

It is normal that an engine should con¬ 
sume some engine oil during normal 
engine operation. The causes of oil 
consumption in a normal engine are as 
follows. 

• Oil is used to lubricate pistons, piston 
rings and cylinders. A thin film of oil 
is left on the cylinder wall when a pis¬ 
ton moves downwards in the cylinder. 
High negative pressure generated when 
the vehicle is decelerating sucks some 
of this oil into the combustion chamber. 
This oil as well as some part of the oil 
film left on the cylinder wall is burned 
by the high temperature combustion 
gases during the combustion process. 
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• Oil is also used to lubricate the stems 
of the intake valves. Some of this oil 
is sucked into the combustion chamber 
together with the intake air and is 
burned along with the fuel. High tem¬ 
perature exhaust gases also burn the 
oil used to lubricate the exhaust valve 
stems. 

The amount of engine oil consumed de¬ 
pends on the viscosity of the oil, the 
quality of the oil and the conditions the 
vehicle is driven under. 

More oil is consumed by high-speed driv¬ 
ing and frequent acceleration and decel¬ 
eration. 

A new engine consumes more oil, since 
its pistons, piston rings and cylinder walls 
have not become conditioned. 

Oil consumption: Max. 1.0 L per 1000 
km (1.1 qt./eOO miles, 0.9 Imp. qt./600 
miles) 

When judging the amount of oil con¬ 
sumption, note the that oil may become 
diluted and make it difficult to judge 
the true level accurately. 


As an example, if a vehicle is used for 
repeated short trips, and consumes a nor¬ 
mal amount of oil, the dipstick may not 
show any drop in the oil level at all, even 
after 1000 km (600 miles) or more. This 
is because the oil is gradually becoming 
diluted with fuel or moisture, making it 
appear that the oil level has not changed. 

The diluting ingredients evaporate out 
when the vehicle is then driven at high 
speeds, as on an expressway, making it 
appear that oil is excessively consumed 
after driving at high speeds. 

IMPORTANCE OF ENGINE OIL LEVEL 
CHECK 

One of the most important points in prop¬ 
er vehicle maintenance is to keep the en¬ 
gine oil at the optimum level so that oil 
function will not be impaired. Therefore, it 
is essential that the oil level be checked 
regularly. Toyota recommends that the oil 
level be checked every time you refuel 
the vehicle. 


NOTICE 

Failure to check the oil level regularly 
could lead to serious engine trouble 
due to insufficient oil. 


For detailed information on oil level check, 
see “Checking the engine oil level” on 
page 348 in Section 7-2.

Use only long reach iridium- tipped 
spark piugs and do not adjust gaps 
for your engine performance and 
smooth driveability. 


Brake system 

The tandem master cylinder brake system 
is a hydraulic system with two separate 
sub-systems. If either sub-system should 
fail, the other will still work. However, the 
pedal will be harder to press, and your 
stopping distance will increase. Also, the 
brake system warning light may come on. 

/t\ CAUTION 

Do not drive your vehicie with oniy a 
singie brake system. Have your 
brakes fixed immediateiy. 


BRAKE BOOSTER 

The brake booster uses engine vacuum to 
power-assist the brakes. If the engine 
should quit while you are driving, you can 
bring the vehicle to a stop with normal 
pedal pressure. There is enough reserved 
vacuum for one or two stops—but no 
morel 
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/t\ CAUTION 

• Do not pump the brake pedal if the 
engine stalls. Each push on the 
pedal uses up your reserved vacu¬ 
um. 

• Even if the power assist is com¬ 
pletely lost, the brakes will still 
work. But you will have to push the 
pedal hard, much harder than nor¬ 
mal. And your braking distance will 
increase. 
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ANTI-LOCK BRAKE SYSTEM 

The anti- lock brake system is designed 
to help prevent lock-up of the wheels 
during a sudden braking or braking on 
slippery road surfaces. This assists in 
providing directional stability and steer¬ 
ing performance of the vehicle under 
these circumstances. 


Effective way to press the ABS brake 
pedal: When the anti-lock brake system 
function is in action, you may feel the 
brake pedal pulsating and hear a noise. 
In this situation, to let the anti-lock 
brake system work for you, just hold the 
brake pedal down more firmly. Do not 
pump the brake in a panic stop. This 
will result in reduced braking performan¬ 
ce. 


The anti- lock brake system becomes op¬ 
erative after the vehicle has accelerated 
to a speed in excess of approximately 10 
km/h (6 mph). It stops operating when the 
vehicle decelerates to a speed below 
approximately 5 km/h (3 mph). 

Depressing the brake pedal on slippery 
road surfaces such as on a manhole cov¬ 
er, a steel plate at a construction site, 
joints in a bridge, etc. on a rainy day 
tends to activate the anti- lock brake sys¬ 
tem. 


You may hear a click or motor sound in 
the engine compartment for a few seconds 
when the engine is started or just after 
the vehicle is started. This means that the 
anti- lock brake system is in the self 
check mode, and does not indicate a mal¬ 
function. 

When the anti- lock brake system is ac¬ 
tivated, the following conditions may 
occur. They do not indicate a malfunc¬ 
tion of the system: 

• You may hear the anti- lock brake sys¬ 
tem operating and feel the brake pedal 
pulsating and the vibrations of the ve¬ 
hicle body and steering wheel. You 
may also hear the motor sound in the 
engine compartment even after the ve¬ 
hicle is stopped. 

• At the end of the anti- lock brake sys¬ 
tem activation, the brake pedal may 
move a little forward. 


InfoiTi'iation I'rovided by 


/f\ CAUTION 

Do not overestimate the anti-lock 
brake system: Although the anti-lock 
brake system assists in providing ve¬ 
hicle control, it is still important to 
drive with all due care and maintain 
a moderate speed and safe distance 
from the vehicle in front of you, be¬ 
cause there are limits to the vehicle 
stability and effectiveness of steering 
wheel operation even with the anti¬ 
lock brake system on. 

If tire grip performance exceeds its 
capability, or if hydroplaning occurs 
during high speed driving in the rain, 
the anti- lock brake system does not 
provide vehicle control. 
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Anti- lock brake system is not de¬ 
signed to shorten the stopping dis¬ 
tance: Always drive at a moderate 
speed and maintain a safe distance 
from the vehicle in front of you. 
Compared with vehicles without an 
anti- lock brake system, your vehicle 
may require a longer stopping dis¬ 
tance in the following cases: 

• Driving on rough, gravel or snow- 
covered roads. 

• Driving with tire chains installed. 

• Driving over the steps such as the 
joints on the road. 

• Driving on roads where the road 
surface is pitted or has other differ¬ 
ences in surface height. 

Install all 4 tires of specified size at 
appropriate pressure: The anti-lock 
brake system detects vehicle speeds 
using the speed sensors for respec¬ 
tive wheels’ turning speeds. The use 
of tires other than specified may fail 
to detect the accurate turning speed 
resulting in a longer stopping dis¬ 
tance. 




“ABS” warning light 

Vehicles without the vehicle stability 
control system— 

The light comes on when the ignition 
switch is set at ON. If the anti- lock brake 
system works properly, the light turns off 
after a few seconds. Thereafter, if either 
of the systems malfunctions, the light 
comes on again. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system does not operate, 
but the brake system still operates con¬ 
ventionally. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system does not operate 
so that the wheels could lock up during 
a sudden braking or braking on slippery 
road surfaces. 
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If either of the following conditions 
occurs, this indicates a malfunction 
somewhere in the components moni¬ 
tored by the warning light system. Con¬ 
tact your Toyota dealer as soon as 
possible to service the vehicle. 

• The light does not come on when the 
ignition switch is set at ON, or remains 
on. 

• The light comes on while you are driv¬ 
ing. 

A warning light turning on briefly during 
operation does not indicate a problem. 

/t\ CAUTION 

If the “ABS” warning light remains on 
together with the brake system warn¬ 
ing light, immediately stop your ve¬ 
hicle at a safe place and contact your 
Toyota dealer. 

In this case, not only the anti- lock 
brake system will fail but also the 
vehicle will become extremely unsta¬ 
ble during braking. 


“ABS” warning light 

Vehicles with the vehicle stability con¬ 
trol system— 

The light comes on when the ignition 
switch is set at ON. If the anti- lock brake 
system and the brake assist system work 
properly, the light turns off after a few 
seconds. Thereafter, if either of the sys¬ 
tems malfunctions, the light comes on 
again. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system and the brake as¬ 
sist system do not operate, but the brake 
system still operates conventionally. 

When the “ABS” warning light is on (and 
the brake system warning light is off), the 
anti- lock brake system does not operate 
so that the wheels could lock up during 
a sudden braking or braking on slippery 
road surfaces. 


If either of the following conditions oc¬ 
curs, this indicates a malfunction some¬ 
where in the components monitored by 
the warning light system. Contact your 
Toyota dealer as soon as possible to 
service the vehicle. 

• The light does not come on when the 
ignition switch is set at ON, or remains 
on. 

• The light comes on while you are driv¬ 
ing. 

A warning light turning on briefly during 
operation does not indicate a problem. 

/t\ CAUTION 

If the “ABS” warning light remains on 
together with the brake system warn¬ 
ing light, immediately stop your ve¬ 
hicle at a safe place and contact your 
Toyota dealer. 

In this case, not only the anti- lock 
brake system will fail but also the 
vehicle will become extremely unsta¬ 
ble during braking. 
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DRUM-IN-DISC TYPE PARKING BRAKE 
SYSTEM 

Your vehicle has a drum-in-disc type 
parking brake system. This type of brake 
system needs bedding-down of the brake 
shoes periodically or whenever the parking 
brake shoes and/or drums are replaced. 

Have your Toyota dealer perform the bed¬ 
ding- down. 


BRAKE ASSIST SYSTEM (vehicles with 
vehicle stability control system) 

When you slam the brakes on, the 
brake assist system judges as an emer¬ 
gency stop and provides more powerful 
braking for a driver who cannot hold 
down the brake pedal firmly. 

When you slam the brakes on, more pow¬ 
erful braking will be applied. At this time, 
you may hear a sound in the engine 
compartment and feel the vibration of the 
brake pedal. This does not indicate a mal¬ 
function. 

The brake assist system becomes opera¬ 
tive after the vehicle has accelerated to 
a speed in excess of approximately 10 
km/h (6 mph). It stops operating when the 
vehicle decelerates to a speed below 
approximately 5 km/h (3 mph). 

For an explanation of this system’s warn¬ 
ing light, see “Service reminder indicators 
and warning buzzers” on page 145 in Sec¬ 
tion 1-6. 
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Brake pad wear limit

The brake pad wear limit indicators on 
your disc brakes give a warning noise 
when the brake pads are worn to where 
replacement is required.

STEPS FOR DETERMINING 
CORRECT LOAD LIMIT 

1. Locate the statement “The com¬ 
bined weight of occupants and 
cargo should never exceed XXX 
pounds” on your vehicle’s placard. 

2. Determine the combined weight of 
the driver and passengers that will 
be riding In your vehicle. 

3. Subtract the combined weight of 
the driver and passengers from 
XXX kilograms or XXX pounds. 
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4. The resulting figure equals the 
available amount of cargo and lug¬ 
gage load capacity. For example, 
if the “XXX” amount equals 1400 
lbs. and there will be five 150 lb. 
passengers in your vehicle, the 
amount of available cargo and lug¬ 
gage load capacity is 650 lbs. 
(1400-750 (5x150)=650 lbs). 

5. Determine the combined weight of 
luggage and cargo being loaded 
on the vehicle. That weight may 
not safely exceed the available 
cargo and luggage load capacity 
calculated in Step 4. 

6. If your vehicle will be towing a 
trailer, load from your trailer will 
be transferred to your vehicle. 
Consult this manual to determine 
how this reduces the available car¬ 
go and luggage load capacity of 
your vehicle.

EXAMPLE ON YOUR VEHICLE 

In case that 2 people with the com¬ 
bined weight of 166 kg (366 lb.) are 
riding in your vehicle with the total 
load capacity of 397 kg (875 lb.), the 
available amount of cargo and lug¬ 
gage load capacity will be as follows: 
397 kg - 166 kg = 231 kg 
(875 lb. - 366 lb. = 509 lb.) 
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From this condition, if 3 more passen¬ 
gers with the combined weight of 176 
kg (388 ib.) get on, the avaiiabie car¬ 
go and iuggage ioad wiii be reduced 
as foiiows: 

231 kg - 176 kg = 55 kg 

(509 ib. - 388 ib. = 121 ib.) 

As shown in the above exampie, if the 
number of occupants increases, the 
cargo and iuggage ioad equaiing the 
combined weight of occupants who 
got on iater must be reduced, in other 
words, if the increase in the number 
of occupants causes the excess of 
the totai ioad capacity (combined 
weight of occupants pius cargo and 
iuggage ioad), you have to reduce the 
cargo and iuggage on your vehicie.

A CAUTION 


Even if the total load of occu¬ 
pant’s weight and the cargo load 
is less than the total load capac¬ 
ity, do not apply the load uneven¬ 
ly. That may cause not only dam¬ 
age to the tire but also deteriora¬ 
tion to the steering ability due to 
unbalance of the vehicle, causing 
an accident. 


Types of tires 

Determine what kind of tires your 
vehicle is originally equipped with. 

1. Summer tires 

Summer tires are high- speed capabii- 
ity tires best suited to highway driving 
under dry conditions. 

Since summer tires do not have the 
same traction performance as snow 
tires, summer tires are inadequate for 
driving on snow- covered or icy roads. 
For driving on snow-covered or icy 
roads, we recommend using snow 
tires, if instaiiing snow tires, be sure 
to repiace aii four tires. 

2. All season tires 

Aii season tires are designed to pro¬ 
vide better traction in snow and to be 
adequate for driving in most winter 
conditions, as weii as for use aii year 
round. 
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All season tires, however, do not have 
adequate traction performance 
compared with snow tires In heavy or 
loose snow. Also, all season tires fall 
short In acceleration and handling 
performance compared with summer 
tires In highway driving. 

The details about how to distinguish 
summer tires from all season tires are 
described on page271 In this Section. 

A CAUTION 


• Do not mix summer and all sea¬ 
son tires on your vehicle as 
this can cause dangerous han¬ 
dling characteristics, resulting 
in loss of control. 

• Do not use tires other than the 
manufacturer’s designated 
tires, and never mix tires or 
wheels of the sizes different 
from the originals.

1. Check the area around the vehicle be¬ 
fore entering it. 

2. Adjust seat position, seatback angle, 
seat cushion angle, seat cushion 
length, head restraint height, steering 
wheel angle and length. 

3. Adjust the inside and outside rear view 
mirrors. 

4. Lock all the doors. 

5. Fasten seat belts. 


How to start the engine— 

—Cranking hoid function 

With key cylinder-type ignition switch— 

Once you turn the ignition key to “START” 
position and release it, the cranking hold 
function continues to crank the engine in 
“ON” position until it starts. 

The function stops cranking the engine 
after about 25 seconds maximum if the 
engine has not started yet. When you 
crank the engine again, wait a few sec¬ 
onds and restart it. 

If you hold the key in “START” position, 
the function will keep cranking for about 
30 seconds maximum. 

With smart key system— 

Once you press “ENGINE START STOP” 
switch (engine switch) and release it, the 
cranking hold function continues to crank 
the engine until it starts. 

The function stops cranking the engine 
after about 25 seconds maximum if the 
engine has not started yet. When you 
crank the engine again, wait a few sec¬ 
onds and restart it. 

If you press and hold the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch, the function will 
keep cranking for about 30 seconds maxi¬ 
mum. 
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(a) Before cranking 

1. Apply the parking brake firmly. 

2. Turn off unnecessary lights and acces¬ 
sories. 

3. Put the selector lever in “P”. If you 
need to restart the engine while the 
vehicle is moving, put the selector le¬ 
ver in “N”. A starter safety device will 
prevent the starter from operating if the 
selector lever is in any drive position. 

4. Depress the brake pedal and hold it to 
the floor until driving off. 
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NOTICE 

^Do not race a cold engine. 

♦ If the engine becomes difficult to 
start or stalls frequently, have the 
engine checked immediately.

PUSH BUTTON START FUNCTION 

On a vehicle that is equipped with a key, 
the engine may be started by pressing the 
“ENGINE START STOP” switch. 

Before starting the engine, be sure to fol¬ 
low the instructions in “(a) Before crank¬ 
ing”. 

Normal starting procedure 

The multiport fuel injection system/sequen¬ 
tial multiport fuel injection system in your 
engine automatically controls the proper 
air-fuel mixture for starting. You can start 
a cold or hot engine as follows: 
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When the key is in the vehicie (on your 
person), it is possibie to start the engine. 

With the brake pedai firmiy depressed, the 
indicator iight on the “ENGINE START 
STOP” switch wiii turn green. Check that 
the engine seiector iever is in the “P” 
position. Pressing the “ENGINE START 
STOP” switch once starts the engine. 

Press the “ENGINE START STOP” switch 
siowiy and firmiy. 

If the engine stalls... 

Simply restart it, using the correct proce¬ 
dure given in normal starting. 



If the engine will not start... 

In the following cases, the engine will not 

start. 

• If a buzzer sounds from the vehicle 
and the smart key system warning light 
comes on when pressing the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch, this indicates 
that the key is not in the vehicle. 

• If the key is placed in the trunk, the 
engine cannot be started. 

• There are instances in which the en¬ 
gine will not start, even if the key is 
in the vehicle (e.g. on the floor, in the 
cup holder or glove box). 
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When the push button start function 
does not operate properly, the following 
may be causes: 

• The key battery may be dead if the 
electronic key does not work. 

You can start the engine by holding the 
electronic key close to the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch. For derails, see 
“Smart key system” on page 27 in Sec¬ 
tion 1-2. 

Replace the key battery as soon as 
possible. (See “—Replacing battery” on 
page 25 in Section 1-2.) 

• The engine was repeatedly turned on 
and off over a short period. 

Wait 10 seconds and then start the 
engine. 

• If the green indicator light on the 
“ENGINE START STOP” switch flashes 
and the smart key system warning light 
on the instrument cluster comes on, 
the steering wheel is locked. 

To free it, rock the steering wheel 
slightly while pressing the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch. 
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• If the amber indicator iight on the 
“ENGINE START STOP’’ switch fiashes 
and the smart key system warning iight 
on the instrument ciuster comes on, 
there is a probiem in the push button 
start function. 

Contact your Toyota deaier and have 
your vehicie and aii keys inspected. 

• In addition to the above, there are 
instances in which the smart key sys¬ 
tem does not operate properiy because 
of the circumstances of use. For de- 
taiis, see “Smart key system” on page 
27 in Section 1-2. 

In cases other than those described 
above, it is possibie that a probiem has 
occurred in an area other than the start 
system. See “if your vehicie wiii not start” 
on page 306 in Section 4. 


When the battery is disconnected or 
run down, the push button start function 
memorizes the current mode. After you 
reconnect, repiace, or recharge the bat¬ 
tery, the memorized mode is seiected au- 
tomaticaiiy. In any of these cases, turn off 
the engine if the engine comes on. 

Wait 10 seconds to start the engine after 
the battery has been reconnected. The 
engine may not start on the first try. This 
does not indicate a maifunction. 


Driving and parking using 

smart key system 

TIPS FOR USING SMART KEY SYSTEM 

When using the smart key system, it is 
possibie to start or stop the engine as 
iong as the key is on your person. 

For this reason, it is possibie that a pas¬ 
senger may remove the key from the ve¬ 
hicie without the driver being aware of the 
fact. In such a case, it is not possibie to 
restart the engine after having turned it 
off. in addition, it is possibie that one may 
get out of the vehicie without being aware 
that the ignition switch has not been 
turned off compieteiy. 

When driving or getting in or out of the 
vehicie, drivers shouid make sure that 
they are carrying the key. 

/?\ CAUTION 

Do not touch the “ENGINE START 
STOP” switch (engine switch) whiie 
driving. 


If you have to make an emergency stop, 
press and hold the “ENGINE START 
STOP” switch for more than 3 seconds. 
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Smart key system warning light 


SYSTEM FUNCTION REMINDERS 

Follow the Instructions described below If 
any of the following warnings occur: 


(A) A warning buzzer sounds once from 
the instrument cluster when the igni¬ 
tion switch is turned on 

This indicates that the driver has gotten 
into the vehicle without the key. The smart 
key system warning light on the instru¬ 
ment panel will come on for 5 seconds. 

Operate the ignition switch only after tak¬ 
ing care that the key is in the vehicle. 

(B) A warning buzzer beeps repeatedly 
from the instrument cluster when 
opening the driver’s door 

This indicates that the engine is not off 
although the transmission selector lever 
has been set in the “P” position. 

Get out of the vehicle only after turning 
off the engine by pressing the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch and checking that 
the ignition switch indicator light has gone 
off. 


(C) A warning buzzer sounds once from 
the instrument cluster, accompanied 
by three warning sounds from the 
vehicle when the driver gets out of 
the vehicle and closes the door 

This indicates that the driver is attempting 
to leave the vehicle carrying the key, ne¬ 
glecting to follow the instructions for case 
(B) above. In addition, the smart key sys¬ 
tem warning light on the instrument panel 
will come on. 

Get out of the vehicle only after turning 
off the engine by pressing the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch and checking that 
the ignition switch indicator light has gone 
off. If the driver returns to the vehicle 
without carrying the key and begins driv¬ 
ing, a warning buzzer will sound once 
more. 
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(D) A warning buzzer sounds from the 
vehicle for two seconds after locking 
the door with the door handle switch 

This indicates that the driver is attempting 
to iock the doors whiie carrying the key, 
negiecting to foiiow the instructions for 
cases (B) and (C) above. 

Lock the doors oniy after turning off the 
engine by pressing the “ENGINE START 
STOP” switch and checking that the igni¬ 
tion switch indicator iight has gone off. 

A warning buzzer that sounds even though 
the engine has been turned off indicates 
that you are attempting to iock the vehicie 
with the keys stiii in the vehicie. 

Leave the vehicie oniy after making sure 
that you are carrying the key. 
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(E) A warning buzzer sounds continu¬ 
ously from the instrument cluster 
when opening the driver’s door 

This indicates that the transmission seiec- 
tor iever is in a position other than “P” 
and that the engine has not been turned 
off. 

Get out of the vehicie oniy after setting 
the transmission seiector iever in the “P” 
position, turning off the engine by pressing 
the “ENGINE START STOP” switch and 
checking that the ignition switch indicator 
iight has gone off. 


(F) A warning buzzer sounds continu¬ 
ously from the instrument cluster 
and from the vehicle when closing 
the door after getting out of the ve¬ 
hicle 

This indicates that the driver is attempting 
to ieave the vehicie carrying the key, ne¬ 
giecting to foiiow the instructions for case 
(E) above. The smart key system warning 
iight on the instrument panei wiii come on. 

Get out of the vehicie oniy after setting 
the transmission seiector iever in the “P” 
position, turning off the engine by pressing 
the “ENGINE START STOP” switch and 
checking that the ignition switch indicator 
iight has gone off. 
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(G) A warning buzzer sounds once from 
the instrument ciuster and three 
times from the vehicie when a pas¬ 
senger is getting out of the vehicie 

This indicates that the passenger is at¬ 
tempting to ieave the vehicie carrying the 
key, without the engine having been 
turned off. The smart key system warning 
iight on the instrument panei wiii aiso 
come on. 

When passengers get out of the vehicie, 
care shouid be taken to ieave the key 
with the driver. If the driver begins driving 
after a passenger gets out of the vehicle 
carrying the key, a warning buzzer will 
sound once more. 

(H) A warning buzzer sounds from the 
vehicle for two seconds when lock¬ 
ing the vehicle from the outside with 
the door handle switch 

This indicates that the driver is attempting 
to lock the door with the key still in the 
vehicle. 

Leave the vehicle only after making sure 
that you are carrying the key. 
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(I) A warning buzzer sounds once from 
the instrument cluster when turning 
off the ignition switch 

This indicates that the key battery is low. 
(This warning buzzer sounds only when 
the engine has been on or the ignition 
switch has been set at the ON for 20 
minutes or more.) 

Change the key battery ahead of time in 
order to ensure that the smart key system 
properly. 

(J) A warning buzzer sounds continu¬ 
ously from the instrument cluster 
when opening the driver’s door with 
the ignition switch turned off. 

This indicates that the steering wheel is 
not locked. Turn the engine off and then 
open the door in order to lock the steering 
wheel. 


(K) The smart entry and start system 
warning light comes on and the 
“ENGINE START STOP” switch 
flashes green once every second. 

This indicates that the steering lock is 
stuck. To free it, rock the steering wheel 
slightly while pressing the “ENGINE 
START STOP’’ switch. 

(L) The smart entry and start system 
warning light comes on and the 
“ENGINE START STOP” switch 
flashes amber once every 2 seconds. 

This indicates a problem with the steering 
lock function. Have your vehicle checked 
at a Toyota dealer. 
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THEFT PREVENTION FUNCTION 

• When the engine is turned off, the en¬ 
gine immobiiizer system is automaticai- 
iy set. (See “Engine immobiiizer sys¬ 
tem” on page 16 in Section 1-2.) 

• When the driver’s door is opened after 
turning off the engine, the steering 
wheei wiii iock. 


Tips for driving in various 
conditions 

• Aiways siow down in gusty crosswinds. 
This wiii aiiow you much better controi. 

• Drive siowiy onto curbs and, if pos- 
sibie, at a right angie. Avoid driving 
onto high, sharp-edged objects and 
other road hazards. Faiiure to do so 
can iead to severe tire damage such 
as a tire burst. 

Drive siowiy when passing over bumps 
or traveiiing on a bumpy road. Other¬ 
wise, the impact couid cause severe 
damage to the tires and/or wheeis. 

• When parking on a hiii, turn the front 
wheeis untii they touch the curb so 
that the vehicie wiii not roii. Appiy the 
parking brake, and piace the transmis¬ 
sion in “P”. If necessary, block the 
wheels. 

• Washing your vehicle or driving through 
deep water may get the brakes wet. To 
see whether they are wet, check that 
there is no traffic near you, and then 
press the pedal lightly. If you do not 
feel a normal braking force, the brakes 
are probably wet. To dry them, drive 
the vehicle cautiously while lightly 
pressing the brake pedal with the park¬ 
ing brake applied. If they still do not 
work safely, pull to the side of the road 
and call a Toyota dealer for assistance. 


/?\ CAUTION 

• Before driving off, make sure the 
parking brake is fuiiy reieased and 
the parking brake reminder iight is 
off. 

• Do not ieave your vehicie unat¬ 
tended whiie the engine is running. 

• Do not rest your foot on the brake 
pedai whiie driving, it can cause 
dangerous overheating, neediess 
wear, and poor fuei economy. 

• To drive down a iong or steep hiii, 
reduce your speed and downshift. 
Remember, if you ride the brakes 
excessiveiy, they may overheat and 
not work properiy. 

• Be carefui when acceierating, up- 
shifting, downshifting or braking on 
a siippery surface. Sudden acceiera- 
tion or engine braking, couid cause 
the vehicie to skid or spin. 
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• Do not drive in excess of the speed 
iimit. Even if the iegai speed iimit 
permits it, do not drive over 140 
km/h (85 mph) uniess your vehicie 
has high-speed capabiiity tires. 
Driving over 140 km/h (85 mph) may 
resuit in tire faiiure, ioss of controi 
and possibie injury. Be sure to con- 
suit a tire deaier to determine 
whether the tires on your vehicie 
are high-speed capabiiity tires or 
not before driving at such speeds. 

• Do not continue normai driving 
when the brakes are wet. If they are 
wet, your vehicie wiii require a 
ionger stopping distance, and it 
may puii to one side when the 
brakes are appiied. Aiso, the park¬ 
ing brake wiii not hoid the vehicie 
secureiy. 
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Winter driving tips 

Make sure you have a proper freeze 
protection for engine cooiant. 

Only use “Toyota Super Long Life Coolant” 
or similar high quality ethylene glycol 
based non-silicate, non-amine, non-nitrite, 
and non- borate coolant with long- life 
hybrid organic acid technology. (Coolant 
with long-life hybrid organic acid 
technology is a combination of low 
phosphates and organic acids.) 

See “Checking the engine coolant level” 
on page 350 in Section 7-2 for details of 
coolant type selection. 

For the U.S.A.—“Toyota Super Long Life 
Coolant” is a mixture of 50% coolant and 
50% deionized water. This coolant pro¬ 
vides protection down to about -35°C 
(-3rF). 

For Canada—“Toyota Super Long Life 
Coolant” is a mixture of 55% coolant and 
45% deionized water. This coolant pro¬ 
vides protection down to about -42°C 
(-44°F). 


NOTICE 


Do not use plain water alone. 


Check the condition of the battery and 
cabies. 

Cold temperatures reduce the capacity of 
any battery, so it must be in top shape to 
provide enough power for winter starting. 
Section 7-3 tells you how to visually in¬ 
spect the battery. Your Toyota dealer and 
most service stations will be pleased to 
check the level of charge. 

Make sure the engine oii viscosity is 
suitabie for the coid weather. 

See page 349 in Section 7-2 for recom¬ 
mended viscosity. Leaving a heavy sum¬ 
mer oil in your vehicle during winter 
months may cause harder starting. If you 
are not sure about which oil to use, call 
your Toyota dealer—they will be pleased 
to help. 

Keep the door locks from freezing. 

Squirt lock de-icer or glycerine into the 
locks to keep them from freezing. 

Use a washer fluid containing an anti¬ 
freeze solution. 

This product is available at your Toyota 
dealer and most auto parts stores. Follow 
the manufacturer’s directions for how 
much to mix with water. 
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NOTICE 

Do not use engine antifreeze or any 
other substitute because it may dam¬ 
age your vehicle’s paint. 


Do not use your parking brake when 
there is a possibiiity it couid freeze. 

When parking, put the transmission into 
“P” and biock the rear wheeis. Do not use 
the parking brake, or snow or water accu- 
muiated in and around the parking brake 
mechanism may freeze, making it hard to 
reiease. 

Keep ice and snow from accumuiating 
under the fenders. 

Ice and snow buiit up under your fenders 
can make steering difficuit. During bad 
winter driving, stop and check under the 
fenders occasionaiiy. 

Depending on where you are driving, 
we recommend you carry some emer¬ 
gency equipment. 

Some of the things you might put in the 
vehicie are tire chains, window scraper, 
bag of sand or sait, fiares, smaii shovei, 
jumper cabies, etc.

Your vehicie is not designed to be 
dinghy towed (with four wheeis on the 
ground) behind a motorhome.

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Trailer towing (for Canada) 

Your vehicle is designed primarily as a 
passenger-carrying vehicle. Towing a 
trailer will have an adverse effect on 
handling, performance, braking, durability 
and driving economy (fuel consumption, 
etc.). Your safety and satisfaction depend 
on the proper use of correct equipment 
and cautious driving habits. For your 
safety and the safety of others, you must 
not overload your vehicle or trailer. Toyota 
warranties do not apply to damage or 
malfunction caused by towing a trailer for 
commercial purposes. Ask your local 
Toyota dealer for further details before 
towing. 


NOTICE 


When towing a trailer, be sure to con¬ 
sult your Toyota dealer for further in¬ 
formation on additional requirements 
such as a towing kit, etc. 


WEIGHT LIMITS 

Before towing, make sure the total trail¬ 
er weight, gross vehicle weight, gross 
axle weight and trailer tongue load are 
all within the limits. 

The total trailer weight and tongue load 
can be measured with platform scales 
found at a highway weighing station, build¬ 
ing supply company, trucking company, 
junk yard, etc. 

/t\ CAUTION 

• The total trailer weight (trailer 
weight plus Its cargo load) must 
not exceed 454 kg (1000 lb.). Ex¬ 
ceeding this weight Is dangerous. 
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• Trailer hitch assemblies have differ¬ 
ent weight capacities established by 
the hitch manufacturer. Even though 
the vehicle may be physically capa¬ 
ble of towing a higher weight, the 
operator must determine the maxi¬ 
mum weight rating of the particular 
hitch assembly and never exceed 
the maximum weight rating speci¬ 
fied for the trailer-hitch. Exceeding 
the maximum weight rating set by 
the trailer hitch manufacturer can 
cause an accident resulting In seri¬ 
ous personal Injuries. 
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• The load on either the front or rear 
axle resulting from distribution of 
the gross vehicle weight on both 
axles must not exceed the Gross 
Axle Weight Rating (GAWR) listed 
on the Certification Label.

• The gross vehicle weight must not 
exceed the Gross Vehicle Weight 
Rating (GVWR) indicated on the 
Certification Label. The gross ve¬ 
hicle weight is the sum of weights 
of the unloaded vehicle, driver, pas¬ 
sengers, luggage, hitch and trailer 
tongue load. It also includes the 
weight of any special equipment 
installed on your vehicle. 


• The trailer cargo load should be 
distributed so that the tongue load 
is 5 to 10% of the total trailer 
weight, not exceeding the maximum 
of 45 kg (100 lb.). Never load the 
trailer with more weight in the back 
than in the front. About 60% of the 
trailer load should be in the front 
half of the trailer and the remaining 
40% in the rear. 
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HITCHES 

• Use only a hitch which is recom¬ 
mended by the hitch manufacturer and 
conforms to the total trailer weight re¬ 
quirement. 

• Follow the directions supplied by the 
hitch manufacturer, and bolt the hitch 
securely to the rear bumper. Lubricate 
the hitch ball with a light coat of 
grease. 

• Toyota recommends removing the trail¬ 
er hitch whenever you are not towing 
a trailer to reduce the possibility of 
additional damage caused by the hitch 
if your vehicle is struck from behind. 
After removing the hitch, seal any 
mounting holes in the vehicle body to 
prevent entry of pollutants such as ex¬ 
haust fumes, dirt, water, etc. 


NOTICE 


Do not use axle-mounted hitches as 
they can cause damage to the axle 
housing, wheei bearings, wheeis or 
tires. Aiso, never instaii a hitch which 
may interfere with the normai function 
of an Energy Absorbing Bumper. 
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BRAKES AND SAFETY CHAINS 

• Toyota recommends trailers with 
brakes that conform to any applica¬ 
ble federal and state/provinclal regu¬ 
lations. 

• A safety chain must always be used 
between the towing vehicle and the 
trailer. Leave sufficient slack In the 
chain for turns. The chain should 
cross under the trailer tongue to 
prevent the tongue from dropping to 
the ground In case It becomes dam¬ 
aged or separated. For correct safety 
chain procedures, follow the hitch or 
trailer manufacturer’s recommenda¬ 
tions. 


/t\ CAUTION 

• If the total trailer weight exceeds 
454 kg (1000 lb.), trailer brakes are 
required. 

• Never tap Into your vehicle’s hy¬ 
draulic system as It would lower Its 
braking effectiveness.

• Never tow a trailer without using a 
safety chain securely attached to 
both the trailer and the vehicle. If 
damage occurs to the coupling unit 
or hitch ball, there Is danger of the 
trailer wandering over Into another 
lane. 


TIRES 

• Ensure that your vehicle’s tires are 
properly inflated. See Section 7-2 and 
Section 8 for instructions. 

• The trailer tires should be inflated to 
the pressure recommended by the trail¬ 
er manufacturer in respect to the total 
trailer weight. 

TRAILER LIGHTS 

• Trailer lights must comply with federal, 
state/provincial and local regulations. 
See your local recreational vehicle 
dealer or rental agency for the correct 
type of wiring and relays for your trail¬ 
er. Check for correct operation of the 
turn signals and stop lights each time 
you hitch up. Direct splicing may dam¬ 
age your vehicle’s electrical system 
and cause a malfunction of your lights. 
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BREAK-IN SCHEDULE 

• Toyota recommends that you do not 
tow a trailer with a new vehicle or a 
vehicle with any new power train com¬ 
ponent (engine, transmission, differen¬ 
tial, wheel bearing, etc.) for the first 
800 km (500 miles) of driving. 

MAINTENANCE 

• If you tow a trailer, your vehicle will 
require more frequent maintenance due 
to the additional load. For this informa¬ 
tion, please refer to the scheduled 
maintenance information in the “Sched¬ 
uled Maintenance Guide” or “Owner’s 
Manual Supplement”. 

• Retighten all fixing bolts of the towing 
ball and bracket after approximately 
1000 km (600 miles) of trailer driving. 

PRE-TOWING SAFETY CHECK 

• Check that your vehicle remains level 
when a loaded or unloaded trailer is 
hitched. Do not drive if the vehicle has 
an abnormal nose-up or nose-down 
condition, and check for improper 
tongue load, overload, worn suspension 
or other possible causes. 


• Make sure the trailer cargo is securely 
loaded so that it can not shift. 

• Check that your rear view mirrors con¬ 
form to any applicable federal, state/ 
provincial or local regulations. If not, 
install the rear view mirrors required 
for towing purpose. 

TRAILER TOWING TIPS 

When towing a trailer, your vehicle will 
handle differently than when not tow¬ 
ing. The three main causes of vehicle- 
trailer accidents are driver error, exces¬ 
sive speed and Improper trailer loading. 
Keep these In mind when towing: 

• Before starting out, check operation of 
the iights and aii vehicie-traiier connec¬ 
tions. After driving a short distance, 
stop and recheck the iights and con¬ 
nections. Before actuaiiy towing a traii- 
er, practice turning, stopping and back¬ 
ing with a traiier in an area away from 
traffic untii you iearn the feei. 


• Backing with a traiier is difficuit and 
requires practice. Grip the bottom of 
the steering wheei and move your hand 
to the ieft to move the traiier to the 
ieft. Move your hand to the right to 
move the traiier to the right. (This pro¬ 
cedure is generaiiy opposite to that 
when backing without a traiier.) Aiso, 
just turn the steering wheei a iittie at 
a time, avoiding sharp or proionged 
turning. Have someone guide you when 
backing to reduce the risk of an acci¬ 
dent. 

• Because stopping distance may be in¬ 
creased, vehicie-to-vehicle distance 
should be increased when towing a 
trailer. For each 16 km/h (10 mph) of 
speed, allow at least one vehicle and 
trailer length between you and the ve¬ 
hicle ahead. Avoid sudden braking as 
you may skid, resulting in jackknifing 
and loss of control. This is especially 
true on wet or slippery surfaces. 

• Avoid jerky starts or sudden accelera¬ 
tion. 
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• Avoid jerky steering and sharp turns. 
The traiier couid hit your vehicie in a 
tight turn. Siow down before making a 
turn to avoid the necessity of sudden 
braking. 

• Remember that when making a turn, 
the traiier wheeis wiii be cioser than 
the vehicie wheeis to the inside of the 
turn. Therefore, compensate for this by 
making a iarger than normai turning 
radius with your vehicie. 

• Crosswinds and rough roads wiii ad- 
verseiy affect handiing of your vehicie 
and traiier, causing sway. Pay attention 
to the rear from time to time to pre¬ 
pare yourseif for being passed by iarge 
trucks or buses, which may cause your 
vehicie and traiier to sway. If swaying 
happens, firmiy grip the steering wheei 
and reduce speed immediateiy but 
graduaiiy. Never increase speed. Steer 
straight ahead. If you make no extreme 
correction with the steering or brakes, 
the vehicie and traiier wiii stabilize. 
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• Be carefui when passing other ve- 
hicies. Passing requires considerabie 
distance. After passing a vehicie, do 
not forget the iength of your traiier and 
be sure you have pienty of room be¬ 
fore changing ianes. 

• In order to maintain engine braking effi¬ 
ciency do not use overdrive. 

• Because of the added ioad of the traii¬ 
er, your vehicie’s engine may overheat 
on hot days (at temperatures over 
30°C [85“F]) when going up a iong or 
steep grade with a traiier. If the engine 
cooiant temperature gauge indicates 
overheating, immediateiy turn off the air 
conditioning (if in use), puii off the road 
and stop in a safe spot. Refer to “If 
your vehicle overheats” in Section 4. 

• Aiways piace wheei biocks under both 
the vehicie and traiier wheeis when 
parking. Appiy the parking brake firmiy. 
Put the transmission in “P”. Avoid park¬ 
ing on a siope with a traiier, but if it 
cannot be avoided, do so oniy after 
performing the foiiowing: 


1. Appiy the brakes and hoid. 

2. Have someone piace wheei biocks un¬ 
der both the vehicie and traiier wheeis. 

3. When the wheei biocks are in piace, 
reiease your brakes siowiy untii the 
biocks absorb the ioad. 

4. Appiy the parking brake firmiy. 

5. Shift into “P” and turn off the engine. 

When restarting out after parking on a 
siope: 

1. With the transmission in “P” position, 
start the engine. Be sure to keep the 
brake pedai depressed. 

2. Shift into the “2”, “L” or “R” position. 

3. Reiease the parking brake and brake 
pedai and siowiy puii or back away 
from the wheei biocks. Stop and appiy 
your brakes. 

4. Have someone retrieve the biocks. 
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/?\ CAUTION 

• Do not exceed 72 km/h (45 mph) or 
the posted towing speed limit, 
whichever is lower. Because insta¬ 
bility (swaying) of a towing vehicle- 
trailer combination usually in¬ 
creases as the speed increases, ex¬ 
ceeding 72 km/h (45 mph) may 
cause loss of control. 

• Slow down and downshift before 
descending steep or long downhill 
grades. Do not make sudden down¬ 
shifts. 

• Avoid holding the brake pedal down 
too long or too frequently. This 
could cause the brakes to overheat 
and result in reduced braking effi¬ 
ciency. 


How to save fuel and make 
your vehicle last longer 

Improving fuel economy is easy—just take 
it easy. It will help make your vehicle last 
longer, too. Here are some specific tips 
on how to save money on both fuel and 
repairs: 

• Keep your tires inflated at the cor¬ 
rect pressure. Underinflation causes 
tire wear and wastes fuel. See page 
353 in Section 7-2 for instructions. 

• Do not carry unneeded weight in 
your vehicle. Excess weight puts a 
heavier load on the engine, causing 
greater fuel consumption. 

• Avoid lengthy warm-up idling. Once 
the engine is running smoothly, begin 
driving—but gently. Remember, howev¬ 
er, that on cold winter days this may 
take a little longer. 

• Put the selector lever into the “D” 
when engine braking is not required. 

Driving without the “D” position will re¬ 
duce the fuel economy. (For details, 
see “Automatic transmission” on page 
161 in Section 1-7.) 

• Accelerate slowly and smoothly. 

Avoid jackrabbit starts. 

• Avoid long engine idling. If you have 
a long wait and you are not in traffic, 
it is better to turn off the engine and 
start again later. 
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• Avoid engine lugging or over- rev¬ 
ving. Use a gear position suitable for 
the road on which you are travelling. 

• Avoid continuous speeding up and 
slowing down. Stop-and-go driving 
wastes fuel. 

• Avoid unnecessary stopping and 
braking. Maintain a steady pace. Try 
to time the traffic signals so you only 
need to stop as little as possible or 
take advantage of through streets to 
avoid traffic lights. Keep a proper dis¬ 
tance from other vehicles to avoid sud¬ 
den braking. This will also reduce wear 
on your brakes. 

• Avoid heavy traffic or traffic jams 
whenever possible. 

• Do not rest your foot on the brake 
pedal. This causes premature wear, 
overheating and poor fuel economy. 

• Maintain a moderate speed on high¬ 
ways. The faster you drive, the greater 
the fuel consumption. By reducing your 
speed, you will cut down on fuel con¬ 
sumption. 
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• Keep the front wheels in proper 
alignment. Avoid hitting the curb and 
siow down on rough roads. Improper 
alignment not only causes faster tire 
wear but also puts an extra load on 
the engine, which, in turn, wastes fuel. 

• Keep the bottom of your vehicle free 
from mud, etc. This not only lessens 
weight but also helps prevent corro¬ 
sion. 

• Keep your vehicle tuned-up and in 
top shape. A dirty air cleaner, improp¬ 
er valve clearance, dirty plugs, dirty oil 
and grease, brakes not adjusted, etc. 
all lower engine performance and con¬ 
tribute to poor fuel economy. For longer 
life of all parts and lower operating 
costs, keep all maintenance work on 
schedule, and if you often drive under 
severe conditions, see that your vehicle 
receives more frequent maintenance.

If your vehicle will not start— 
(a) Simple checks 

Before making these checks, make sure 
you have followed the correct starting 
procedure given in “How to start the 
engine” on page 288 in Section 3 and that 
you have sufficient fuel. Also, check 
whether the other keys will start the 
engine. If they work, your key may be 
broken. Have the key checked at your 
Toyota dealer. If none of your keys work, 
there may be a malfunction in the immobi¬ 
lizer system. Call your Toyota dealer. (See 
“Keys” on pages 12 or 14 in Section 1-2.) 

If the engine is not turning over or is 
turning over too siowiy— 

1. Check that the battery terminals are 
tight and clean. 

2. If the battery terminals are O.K., switch 
on the interior light. 

3. If the light is out, dim or goes out 
when the starter is cranked, the battery 
is discharged. You may try jump start¬ 
ing. See “(c) Jump starting” on page 
307 for further instructions. 

If the light is O.K., but the engine still will 
not start, it needs adjustment or repair. 
Call a Toyota dealer or qualified repair 
shop. 
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NOTICE 


Do not pull- or push-start the ve¬ 
hicle. Your vehicle may suddenly 
move when the engine starts, and 
may damage itself or cause a colli¬ 
sion. Also the three- way catalytic 
converter may overheat and become a 
fire hazard. 


If the engine turns over at its normai 

speed but wiii not start— 

1. Set the ignition switch to ACC or off 
and try starting the engine again. 

2. If the engine will not start, the engine 
may be flooded because of repeated 
cranking. See “(b) Starting a flooded 
engine” on page 306 for further instruc¬ 
tions. 

3. If the engine still will not start, it needs 
adjustment or repair. Call a Toyota 
dealer or qualified repair shop. 
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(b) starting a flooded engine 

If the engine wiii not start, your engine 
may be fiooded because of repeated 
cranking. 

With key cyiinder-type ignition switch— 

If this happens, turn the ignition key to 
“START” with the accelerator pedal fully 
depressed, and hold the key at this posi¬ 
tion for about 30 seconds. Then the 
cranking hold function stops cranking au¬ 
tomatically, and you can try starting the 
engine with your foot off the accelerator 
pedal. 

With smart key system— 

If this happens, press the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch (engine switch) with 
the brake pedal and the accelerator pedal 
fully depressed, and hold the “ENGINE 
START STOP” switch for about 30 
seconds. Then the cranking hold function 
stops cranking automatically, and you can 
try starting the engine with your foot off 
the accelerator pedal. 

If the engine does not start, wait a few 
minutes and try again. 

If the engine still will not start, it needs 
adjustment or repair. Call a Toyota dealer 
or qualified repair shop for assistance. 
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(c) Jump starting 

To avoid serious personai injury and 
damage to your vehicie which might re¬ 
suit from battery expiosion, acid burns, 
eiectricai burns, or damaged eiectronic 
components, these instructions must be 
foiiowed preciseiy. 

If you are unsure about how to follow this 
procedure, we strongly recommend that 
you seek the help of a competent me¬ 
chanic or towing service. 

/i\ CAUTION 

• Batteries contain suifuric acid 
which is poisonous and corrosive. 
Wear protective safety giasses when 
jump starting, and avoid spiiiing 
acid on your skin, ciothing, or ve¬ 
hicie. 

• If you should accidentally get acid 
on yourself or in your eyes, remove 
any contaminated clothing and flush 
the affected area with water im¬ 
mediately. Then get immediate medi¬ 
cal attention. If possible, continue 
to apply water with a sponge or 
cloth while en route to the medical 
office. 


• The gas normally produced by a 
battery will explode if a flame or 
spark is brought near. Use only 
standardized jumper cables and do 
not smoke or light a match while 
jump starting. 


NOTICE 


The battery used for boosting must 
be 12 V. Do not jump start unless you 
are sure that the booster battery is 
correct. 


JUMP STARTING PROCEDURE 

1. If the booster battery is installed in 
another vehicle, make sure the vehicles 
are not touching. Turn off all unneces¬ 
sary lights and accessories. 

When boosting, use the battery of 
matching or higher quality. Any other 
battery may be difficult to jump start 
with. 

If jump starting is difficult, charge the 
battery for several minutes. 

2. If required, remove all the vent plugs 
from the booster and discharged batter¬ 
ies. Lay a cloth over the open vents 
on the batteries. (This helps reduce the 
explosion hazard, personal injuries and 
burns.) 

3. If the engine in the vehicle with the 
booster battery is not running, start it 
and let it run for a few minutes. During 
jump starting, run the engine at about 
2000 rpm with the accelerator pedal 
lightly depressed. 
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4. Make the cable connections in the or¬ 
der a, b, c, d. 

a. Connect the clamp of the positive 
(red) jumper cable to the positive (-i-) 
terminal on the discharged battery. 

b. Connect the clamp at the other end 
of the positive (red) jumper cable to 
the positive (-i-) terminal on the booster 
battery.

5. Charge the discharged battery with the 
jumper cabies connected for approxi- 
mateiy 5 minutes. At this time, run the 
engine in the vehicie with the booster 
battery at about 2000 rpm with the ac- 
ceierator pedai iightiy depressed. 

6. Start your engine in the normai way. 
After starting, run it at about 2000 rpm 
for severai minutes with the acceierator 
pedai iightiy depressed. 

7. Carefuiiy disconnect the cabies in the 
exact reverse order: the negative cabie 
and then the positive cabie. 

8. Carefuiiy dispose of the battery cover 
cioths—they may now contain suifuric 
acid.

If the cause of your battery discharging is 
not apparent (for exampie, iights ieft on), 
you shouid have it checked at your Toyota 
deaier. 


If the first start attempt is not success- 
fui... 

Check that the ciamp on the jumper 
cabies are tight. Recharge the discharged 
battery with the jumper cabies connected 
for severai minutes and restart your en¬ 
gine in the normai way. 

If the another attempt is not successfui, 
the battery may be depieted. Have it ch¬ 
ecked at your Toyota deaier. 


If your engine stalls while 
driving 

If your engine staiis whiie driving... 

1. Reduce your speed graduaiiy, keeping 
a straight iine. Move cautiousiy off the 
road to a safe piace. 

2. Turn on your emergency fiashers. 

3. Set the ignition switch to ACC or off, 
and try starting the engine again. 

If the engine wiii not start, see “If your 
vehicle will not start” on page 306 in this 
Section. 


/f\ CAUTION 

• If the engine is not running, the 
power assist for the brakes and 
steering wiii not work so steering 
and braking wiii be much harder 
than usuai. 

• Vehicies with smart key system— 

If the engine staiis whiie driving, do 
not open the driver’s door untii the 
vehicie comes to a compiete stop. 
Opening the driver’s door iocks the 
steering wheei, resuiting in ioss of 
steering controi. 
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If you cannot increase engine 
speed 

If engine speed does not increase when 
the accelerator pedal is depressed, there 
may be a problem somewhere in the elec¬ 
tronic throttle control system. 

At this time, vibration may occur. Howev¬ 
er, if you depress the accelerator pedal 
more firmly and slowly, you can drive your 
vehicle at low speeds. Have your vehicle 
checked by your Toyota dealer as soon as 
possible. 

Even if the abnormality of the electronic 
throttle control system is corrected during 
low speed driving, the system may not be 
recovered until the engine is stopped and 
set the ignition switch to ACC or off. 

/?\ CAUTION 

Be especially careful to prevent erro¬ 
neous pedal operation. 


If your vehicle overheats 

If your engine coolant temperature 
gauge indicates overheating, if you ex¬ 
perience a loss of power, or if you hear 
a loud knocking or pinging noise, the 
engine has probably overheated. You 
should follow this procedure... 

1. Pull safely off the road, stop the ve¬ 
hicle and turn on your emergency 
flashers. Put the transmission in “P” 
and apply the parking brake. Turn off 
the air conditioning if it is being used. 

2. If coolant or steam is boiling out of the 
radiator or reservoir, stop the engine. 
Wait until the steam subsides before 
opening the hood. If there is no coolant 
boiling over or steam, leave the engine 
running and make sure the electric 
cooling fan is operating. If it is not, 
turn the ignition off. 

/f\ CAUTION 

To help avoid personal injury, keep 
the hood closed until there is no 
steam. Escaping steam or coolant is 
a sign of very high pressure. 
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3. Look for obvious coolant leaks from the 
radiator, hoses, and under the vehiole. 
However, note that water draining from 
the air conditioning is normal if it has 
been used. 


/i\ CAUTION 

When the engine is running, keep 
hands and clothing away from the 
moving fan and engine drive belts. 


4. If the coolant is leaking, stop the en¬ 
gine immediately. Call a Toyota dealer 
for assistance. 

5. If there are no obvious leaks, check 
the coolant reservoir. If it is dry, add 
coolant to the reservoir while the en¬ 
gine is running. Fill it about half full. 
For the coolant type, see “Coolant type 
selection” on page 351 in Section 7-2. 

/i\ CAUTION 

Do not attempt to remove the radiator 
cap when the engine and radiator are 
hot. Serious injury could result from 
scalding hot fluid and steam blown 
out under pressure. 
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6. After the engine coolant temperature 
has cooled to normal, again check the 
coolant level in the reservoir. If neces¬ 
sary, bring it up to half full again. Seri¬ 
ous coolant loss indicates a leak in the 
system. You should have it checked as 
soon as possible at your Toyota dealer. 


If you have a flat tire— 

1. Reduce your speed gradually, 
keeping a straight line. Move cau¬ 
tiously off the road to a safe place 
well away from the traffic. Avoid 
stopping on the center divider of 
a highway. Park on a level spot 
with firm ground. 

2. Stop the engine and turn on your 
emergency flashers. 

3. Firmly set the parking brake and 
put the transmission In “P”. 

4. Have everyone get out of the ve¬ 
hicle on the side away from traffic. 

5. Read the following Instructions 
thoroughly. 


A CAUTION 


When jacking, be sure to observe 
the following to reduce the possi¬ 
bility of personal injury: 

• Follow jacking instructions. 

• Do not put any part of your 
body under the vehicle sup¬ 
ported by the jack. Otherwise, 
personal injury may occur. 

• Do not start or run the engine 
while your vehicle is supported 
by the jack. 

• Stop the vehicle on a level firm 
ground, firmly set the parking 
brake and put the transmission 
in “P”. Block the wheel diago¬ 
nally opposite to the one being 
changed if necessary. 
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• Make sure to set the jack prop¬ 
erly in the jack point. Raising 
the vehicle with jack improper¬ 
ly positioned will damage the 
vehicle or may allow the ve¬ 
hicle to fall off the jack and 
cause personal injury. 

• Never get under the vehicle 
when the vehicle is supported 
by the jack alone. 

• Use the jack only for lifting 
your vehicle during wheel 
changing. 

• Do not raise the vehicle with 
someone in the vehicle. 

• When raising the vehicle, do 
not place any objects on top 
of or underneath the jack. 

• Raise the vehicle only high 
enough to remove and change 
the tire. 


NOTICE 


Do not continue driving with a 
deflated tire. Driving even a 
short distance can damage a 
tire and wheel beyond repair.

Compact spare tire 

The compact spare tire is designed 
for temporary emergency use only. 

The compact spare tire is identified 
by the distinctive wording 
“TEMPORARY USE ONLY” moided 
into the side waii of the tire. 

The compact spare tire saves space 
in your iuggage compartment, and its 
lighter weight helps to improve fuel 
economy and permits easier installa¬ 
tion in case of a flat tire. 
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The compact spare tire can be used 
many times, if necessary. It has tread 
iife of up to 4800 km (3000 miies) de¬ 
pending on road conditions and your 
driving habits. When tread wear indi¬ 
cators appear on the tire, replace the 
tire. 

See also the tire information on page 
356 in Section 7- 2 for details on the 
tread wear indicators and other ser¬ 
vice information. 


A CAUTION 


• The compact spare tire was de¬ 
signed especially for your Toy¬ 
ota. Do not use it on any other 
vehicle. 

• Do not use more than one com¬ 
pact spare tire at the same 
time. 

• The pressure for the compact 
spare tire must be 420 kPa (4.2 
kgf/cm^ or bar, 60 psi). 

• Do not exceed 80 km/h (50 
mph) when driving with the 
compact spare tire. 


• Replace the compact spare tire 
with the standard tire as soon 
as possible.

To prepare yourself for an emergency, 
you should familiarize yourself with 
the use of the jack, each of the tools 
and their storage locations. 
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To remove the jack, turn the jack joint 
by hand until the jack becomes free. 



To store the jack, align the hole of the 
jack head with the vehicle hook. Turn 
the jack joint until the jack base fits 
securely with the vehicle body. 

This prevents the jack from flying for¬ 
ward during a collision or sudden 
stop. 



To remove the spare tire: 

1. Loosen the nut and remove it. 

2. Remove the spare tire cover. 

3. Loosen the bolt and remove it. 

4. Remove the spacer. 

Then take the spare tire out of the 
vehicle. 

When storing the spare tire, put it in 
place with the outer side of the wheel 
facing up. Then secure the tire by re¬ 
peating the above removal steps in 
reverse order to prevent it from flying 
forward during a collision or sudden 
braking. 
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—Blocking the wheel 



2. Block the wheel diagonally op¬ 
posite the flat tire to keep the 
vehicle from rolling when it is 
jacked up. 

When blocking the wheel, place a 
wheel block in front of one of the front 
wheels or behind one of the rear 
wheels. 


—Removing wheel ornament 
(on some models) 



3. Remove the wheel ornament. 

Pry off the wheel ornament, using the 
beveled end of the wheel nut wrench 
as shown. 

A CAUTION 


Do not try to pull off the orna¬ 
ment by hand. Take due care in 
handling the ornament to avoid 
unexpected personal injury. 


—Loosening wheel nuts 



4. Loosen all the wheel nuts. 

Always loosen the wheel nuts before 
raising the vehicle. 

Turn the wheel nuts counterclockwise 
to loosen. To get maximum leverage, 
fit the wrench to the nut so that the 
handle is on the right side, as shown 
above. Grab the wrench near the end 
of the handle and pull up on the han¬ 
dle. Be careful that the wrench does 
not slip off the nut. 

Do not remove the nuts yet—just un¬ 
screw them about one-half turn.

5. Position the jack at the correct 
jack point as shown.

Remember you will need more ground 
clearance when putting on the spare 
tire than when removing the flat tire.

Never get under the vehicle when 
the vehicle is supported by the 
jack alone. 


—Changing wheels 




7. Remove the wheel nuts and 
change tires. 

Lift the flat tire straight off and put it 
aside. 

Roll the spare wheel into position and 
align the holes in the wheel with the 
bolts. Then lift up the wheel and get 
at least the top bolt started through 
its hole. Wiggle the tire and press it 
back over the other bolts. 


Before putting on wheels, remove any 
corrosion on the mounting surfaces 
with a wire brush or such. Installation 
of wheels without good metal- to- met¬ 
al contact at the mounting surface can 
cause wheel nuts to loosen and 
eventually cause a wheel to come off 
while driving. 
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—Reinstalling wheel nuts 



8. Reinstall all the wheel nuts fin¬ 
ger tight. 

Reinstall the wheel nuts (tapered end 
inward) and tighten them as much as 
you can by hand. Press back on the 
tire and see if you can tighten them 
more. 
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A CAUTION 


Never use oil or grease on the 
bolts or nuts. Doing so may lead 
to overtightening the nuts and 
damaging the bolts. The nuts 
may loose and the wheels may 
fall off, which could cause a seri¬ 
ous accident. If there is oil or 
grease on any bolt or nut, clean 
it. 


—Lowering your vehicle 



9. Lower the vehicle completely 
and tighten the wheel nuts. 

Turn the jack handle counterclock¬ 
wise to lower the vehicle. 

Use only the wheel nut wrench and 
turn it clockwise to tighten the nuts. 
Do not use other tools or any addition¬ 
al leverage other than your hands, 
such as a hammer, pipe or your foot. 
Make sure the wrench is securely en¬ 
gaged over the nut. 

Tighten each nut a little at a time in 
the order shown. Repeat the process 
until all the nuts are tight. 
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A CAUTION 


• When lowering the vehicle, 
make sure all portions of your 
body and all other persons 
around will not be injured as 
the vehicle is lowered to the 
ground. 

• Have the wheel nuts tightened 
with torque wrench to 103 N-m 
(10.5 kgf m, 76 ft ibf), as soon 
as possible after changing 
wheels. Otherwise, the nuts 
may loosen and the wheels 
may fall off, which could cause 
a serious accident. 


—Reinstalling wheel ornament 
(on some models) 



10.Reinstall the wheel ornament. 

Align the cutout of the wheel orna¬ 
ment with the valve stem as shown. 
Then press hand firmly on one side 
of wheel ornament and then firmly tap 
the other side around the edge of 
wheel ornament with the heel of your 
hand to snap into place. 

A CAUTION 


Take due care in handling the or¬ 
nament to avoid unexpected per¬ 
sonal injury. 
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—After changing wheels 

11. Check the air pressure of the re¬ 
placed tire. 

Adjust the air pressure to the specifi¬ 
cation designated on page 378 in 
Section 8. If the pressure is lower, 
drive slowly to the nearest service 
station and fill to the correct pressure. 

Do not forget to reinstall the tire infla¬ 
tion valve cap as dirt and moisture 
could get into the valve core and 
possibly cause air leakage. If the cap 
is missing, have a new one put on as 
soon as possible. 

12. Restow all the tools, jack and 
flat tire securely. 

As soon after changing wheels as 
possible, tighten the wheel nuts to the 
torque specified on page 378 in Sec¬ 
tion 8 with a torque wrench. Have a 
technician repair the flat tire and re¬ 
place the spare tire with it. 
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A CAUTION 


Before driving, make sure all the 
tools, jack and flat tire are se¬ 
curely in place in their storage 
location to reduce the possibility 
of personal injury during a colli¬ 
sion or sudden braking. 


If your vehicle becomes stuck 

If your vehicle becomes stuck in snow, 
mud, sand, etc., you may attempt to 
rock the vehicle free by moving it for¬ 
ward and backward. 

Vehicles with traction control system— 
The traction control system can be 
turned off to become unstuck to allow 
the tires to spin enough to remove the 
vehicle from the obstruction. Contact 
your Toyota dealer for detailed informa¬ 
tion. 


A CAUTION 

Do not attempt to rock the vehicle 
free by moving it forward and back¬ 
ward if people or objects are any¬ 
where near the vehicle. During the 
rocking operation the vehicle may 
suddenly move forward or backward 
as it becomes unstuck, causing injury 
or damage to nearby people or ob¬ 
jects. 
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NOTICE 

If you rock your vehicle, observe the 
following precautions to prevent dam¬ 
age to the transmission and other 
parts. 

^Do not depress the acceierator ped- 
ai white shifting the seiector iever 
or before the transmission is com- 
pieteiy shifted to forward or reverse 
gear. 

^Do not race the engine and avoid 
spinning the wheeis. 

^if your vehicie remains stuck after 
rocking the vehicie severai times, 
consider other ways such as tow¬ 
ing.

If towing is necessary, we recommend 
you to have it done by your Toyota 
deaier or a commerciai tow truck ser¬ 
vice. in consuitation with them, have 
your vehicie towed using either (a) or 
(b). 

Proper equipment will help ensure that 
your vehicle is not damaged while being 
towed. Commercial operators are generally 
aware of the state/provincial and local 
laws pertaining to towing. 

Your vehicle can be damaged if it is 
towed incorrectly. Although most operators 
know the correct procedure, it is possible 
to make a mistake. To avoid damage to 
your vehicle, make sure the following pre¬ 
cautions are observed. If necessary, show 
this page to the tow truck driver. 


TOWING PRECAUTIONS: 

Use a safety chain system for all towing, 
and abide by the state/provincial and local 
laws. The wheels and axle on the ground 
must be in good condition. If they are 
damaged, use a towing dolly. 

(a) Towing with wheel lift type truck 
From front —Release the parking brake. 

NOTICE 


When lifting wheeis, take care to en¬ 
sure adequate ground ciearance for 
towing at the opposite end of the 
raised vehicie. Otherwise, the bumper 
and/or underbody of the towed vehicie 
wiii be damaged during towing. 


From rear —Use a towing dolly under the 
front wheels. 


NOTICE 

Never tow from the rear with the front 
wheeis on the ground, as this may 
cause serious damage to the trans¬ 
mission.

(c) Towing with siing type truck 
NOTICE 

Do not tow with sling type truck, ei¬ 
ther from the front or rear.

If you cannot shift the seiector iever 
out of “P” position to other positions 
even though the brake pedai is de¬ 
pressed, use the shift iock override but¬ 
ton as foiiows:

Toyota dealer if you can give them the 
key number and master key. 

Vehicles with key cylinder-type ignition 
switch—Even if you lose only one key, 
contact your Toyota dealer at the earliest 
opportunity to make a new key. If you 
lose all your master keys, you cannot 
make new keys; the whole engine immobi¬ 
lizer system must be replaced. 

Vehicles with smart key system—If you 
lose any of your keys, contact your Toyo¬ 
ta dealer to have new keys made. Lost 
keys increase the danger of vehicle theft. 
Bring all of the remaining vehicle keys 
when you visit your Toyota dealer. 

See the suggestion given in “Keys” on 
pages 12 or 14 in Section 1-2. 

If your keys are locked in the vehicle and 
you cannot get a duplicate, many Toyota 
dealers can still open the door for you, 
using their special tools. If you must 
break a window to get in, we suggest 
breaking the smallest side window be¬ 
cause it is the least expensive to replace. 
Be extremely cautious to avoid cuts from 
the glass. 


If you lose your wireless 
remote control transmitter 

You can purchase a new wireless re¬ 
mote control transmitter at your Toyota 
dealer. 

Have the registered identification numbers 
of your transmitters deleted from your ve¬ 
hicle by your Toyota dealer as soon as 
possible to avoid the possibility of theft or 
an accident. Then, have the identification 
number of your new transmitter registered. 
At the same time, you must bring all of 
the remaining transmitters to have them 
registered again as well. 

You can use the wireless remote control 
system with the new transmitter. Contact 
your Toyota dealer for detailed information.

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Protecting your Toyota from 
corrosion 

Toyota, through the diligent research, de¬ 
sign and use of the most advanced 
technology available, helps prevent corro¬ 
sion and provides you with the finest qual¬ 
ity vehicle construction. Now, it is up to 
you. Proper care of your Toyota can help 
ensure long-term corrosion prevention. 

The most common causes of corrosion 
to your vehicle are: 

• The accumulation of road salt, dirt and 
moisture in hard-to-reach areas under 
the vehicle. 

• Chipping of paint, or undercoating 
caused by minor accidents or by 
stones and gravel. 

Care is especially important if you live 
in particular areas or operate your ve¬ 
hicle under certain environmental condi¬ 
tions: 

• Road salt or dust control chemicals will 
accelerate corrosion, as will the pres¬ 
ence of salt in the air near the sea- 
coast or in areas of industrial pollution. 

• High humidity accelerates corrosion es¬ 
pecially when temperatures range just 
above the freezing point. 
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• Wetness or dampness to certain parts 
of your vehicle for an extended period 
of time, may cause corrosion even 
though other parts of the vehicle may 
be dry. 

• High ambient temperatures can cause 
corrosion to those components of the 
vehicle which do not dry quickly due to 
lack of proper ventilation. 

The above signifies the necessity to keep 
your vehicle, particularly the underside, as 
clean as possible and to repair any dam¬ 
age to paint or protective coatings as 
soon as possible. 

To help prevent corrosion on your 
Toyota, follow these guidelines: 

Wash your vehicle frequently. It is, of 

course, necessary to keep your vehicle 
clean by regular washing, but to prevent 
corrosion, the following points should be 
observed: 

• If you drive on salted roads in the 
winter or if you live near the ocean, 
you should hose off the undercarriage 
at least once a month to minimize cor¬ 
rosion. 
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• High pressure water or steam is effec¬ 
tive for cleaning the vehicle’s underside 
and wheel housings. Pay particular 
attention to these areas as it is difficult 
to see all the mud and dirt. It will do 
more harm than good to simply wet the 
mud and debris without removing. The 
lower edge of doors, rocker panels and 
frame members have drain holes which 
should not be allowed to clog with dirt 
as trapped water in these areas can 
cause corrosion. 

• Wash the underside of the vehicle thor¬ 
oughly when winter is over. 

See “Washing and waxing your Toyota” on 
page 327 for more tips. 

Check the condition of your vehicle’s 
paint and trim. If you find any chips or 
scratches in the paint, touch them up im¬ 
mediately to prevent corrosion from start¬ 
ing. If the chips or scratches have gone 
through the bare metal, have a qualified 
body shop make the repair. 
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Check the interior of your vehicie. Wa¬ 
ter and dirt can accumulate under the 
floor mats and could cause corrosion. Oc¬ 
casionally check under the mats to make 
sure the area is dry. Be particularly care¬ 
ful when transporting chemicals, cleans¬ 
ers, fertilizers, salt, etc.; these should be 
transported in proper containers. If a spill 
or leak should occur, immediately clean 
and dry the area. 

Use mud shields on your wheels. If you 

drive on salted or gravel roads, mud 
shields help protect your vehicle. Full-size 
shields, which come as near to the ground 
as possible, are the best. We recommend 
that the fittings and the area where the 
shields are installed be treated to resist 
corrosion. Your Toyota dealer will be 
happy to assist in supplying and installing 
the shields if they are recommended for 
your area. 

Keep your vehicle in a well ventilated 
garage or a roofed place. Do not park 
your vehicle in a damp, poorly venti¬ 
lated garage. If you wash your vehicle in 
the garage, or if you drive it covered with 
water or snow, your garage may be so 
damp as to cause corrosion. Even if your 
garage is heated, a wet vehicle can cor¬ 
rode if the ventilation is poor. 


Washing and waxing your 
Toyota 

Washing your Toyota 

Keep your vehicle clean by regular 
washing. 

The following cases may cause weakness 
to the paint or corrosion to the body and 
parts. Wash your vehicle as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

• When driving in a coastal area 

• When driving on a road sprinkled with 
antifreeze 

• When exposed to coal tar, tree sap, 
bird droppings and carcass of an insect 

• When driving in areas where there is 
a lot of smoke, soot, dust, iron dust or 
chemical substances 

• When the vehicle becomes remarkably 
dirty with dust and mud 

Hand-washing your Toyota 

Work in the shade and wait until the 
vehicle body is not hot to the touch. 

/t\ CAUTION 

When cleaning under floor or chassis, 
be careful not to injure your hands. 


infoiTiTation I’rovided bv 


1. Rinse off loose dirt with a hose. Re¬ 
move any mud or road salt from the 
underside of the vehicle or in the 
wheel wells. 

2. Wash with a mild car-wash soap, 
mixed according to the manufacturer’s 
instructions. Use a soft cotton mitt and 
keep it wet by dipping it frequently into 
the wash water. Do not rub hard—let 
the soap and water remove the dirt. 

Fuel filler door: Do not apply water (high- 
pressure car wash, for example) at or 
near the fuel tank inlet with the fuel filler 
door opened. If the water enters the air 
vent, you may experience trouble with re¬ 
fueling or rough engine idling. 

Plastic wheel ornaments: The plastic 
wheel ornaments are damaged easily by 
organic substances. If any organic sub¬ 
stances splashes an ornament, be sure to 
wash it off with water and check if the 
ornament is damaged. 

/i\ CAUTION 

Do not attach the heavily damaged 
plastic wheel ornament. It may fly off 
the wheel and cause accidents while 
the vehicle is moving. 
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Aluminum wheels: Use only a mild soap 
or neutral detergent. 

Plastic bumpers: Wash carefully. Do not 
scrub with abrasive cleaners. The bumper 
faces are soft. 

Road tar: Remove with turpentine or 
cleaners that are marked safe for painted 
surfaces. 


NOTICE 

Do not use organic substances (gaso¬ 
line, kerosene, benzine or strong sol¬ 
vents), which may be toxic or cause 
damage. 


3. Rinse thoroughly—dried soap can 

cause streaking. In hot weather you 
may need to rinse each section right 
after you wash it. 

4. To prevent water spots, dry the vehicle 
using a clean soft cotton towel. Do not 
rub or press hard—you might scratch 
the paint. 
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Automatic car wash 

Your vehicle may be washed in an auto¬ 
matic car wash, but remember that the 
paint can be scratched by some types of 
brushes, unfiltered washing water, or the 
washing process itself. Scratching reduces 
paint durability and gloss, especially on 
darker colors. The manager of the car 
wash should be able to advise you wheth¬ 
er the process is safe for the paint on 
your vehicle. 

Waxing your Toyota 

Poiishing and waxing is recommended 
to maintain the originai beauty of your 
Toyota’s finish. 

Apply wax once a month or if the vehicle 
surface does not repel water well. 

1. Always wash and dry the vehicle be¬ 
fore you begin waxing, even if you are 
using a combined cleaner and wax. 

2. Use a good quality polish and wax. If 
the finish has become extremely weath¬ 
ered, use a car-cleaning polish, fol¬ 
lowed by a separate wax. Carefully fol¬ 
low the manufacturer’s instructions and 
precautions. Be sure to polish and wax 
the chrome trim as well as the paint.

Windshield washer nozzles: Make sure 
that the nozzles do not become blocked 
when waxing. If a nozzle becomes 
blocked, contact your Toyota dealer to 
have the vehicle serviced. 


NOTICE 

If a nozzle becomes blocked, do not 
try to clear it with a pin or other 
object. The nozzle will be damaged. 


3. Wax the vehicle again when water 
does not bead but remains on the sur¬ 
face in large patches. 

NOTICE 

Always remove the plastic bumpers if 
your vehicle is re-painted and placed 
in a high heat paint waxing booth. 
High temperatures could damage the 
bumpers. 
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Cleaning the interior 


/?\ CAUTION 

• Be careful not to splash water or 
spill liquid on the floor. This may 
prevent the side and curtain shield 
airbags from activating correctly, re¬ 
sulting in serious injury. 

• Do not wash the vehicle floor with 
water, or allow water to get onto 
the floor when cleaning the vehicle 
interior or exterior. Water may get 
into audio components or other 
electrical components above or un¬ 
der the floor carpet (or mat) and 
cause a malfunction; and it may 
cause body corrosion. 


Vinyl interior 

The vinyl upholstery may be easily 
cleaned with a mild soap or detergent 
and water. 


First vacuum over the upholstery to re¬ 
move loose dirt. Then, using a sponge or 
soft cloth, apply the soap solution to the 
vinyl. After allowing it to soak in for a few 
minutes to loosen the dirt, remove the dirt 
and wipe off the soap with a clean damp 
cloth. If all the dirt do not come off, re¬ 
peat the prooedure. Commercial foaming- 
type vinyl cleaners are also available 
which work well. Follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions. 


NOTICE 

Do not use solvent, thinner, gasoline 
or window cleaner on the interior. 


Carpets 

Use a good foam-type shampoo to 
clean the carpets. 

Begin by vacuuming thoroughly to remove 
as much dirt as possible. Several types of 
foam cleaners are available; some are in 
aerosol cans and others are powders or 
liquids which you mix with water to pro¬ 
duce a foam. To shampoo the carpets, 
use a sponge or brush to apply the foam. 
Rub in overlapping circles. 


Do not apply water—the best results are 
obtained by keeping the carpet as dry as 
possible. Read the shampoo instructions 
and follow them closely. 

Seat belts 

The seat belts may be cleaned with 
mild soap and water or with lukewarm 
water. 

Use a cloth or sponge. As you are clean¬ 
ing, check the belts for excessive wear, 
fraying, or cuts. 


NOTICE 

^Do not use dye or bleach on the 
belts—it may weaken them. 

^Do not use the belts until they be¬ 
come dry. 
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Windows 

The windows may be cieaned with any 
househoid window cieaner. 

NOTICE 

♦ When cleaning the inside of the 

rear window, be carefui not to 

scratch or damage the heater wires 
or connectors. 

♦ When cleaning the inside of the 

rear window, be carefui not to 

scratch or damage the printed an¬ 
tenna. 


Air conditioning controi panei, audio 
panei, instrument panei, consoie panei, 
and switches 

Use a soft damp cioth for cieaning. 

Soak a clean soft cloth In water or luke¬ 
warm water then lightly wipe off dirt. 
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NOTICE 

^Do not use organic substances (soi- 
vents, kerosene, alcohoi, gasoiine, 
etc.) or aikaline or acidic soiutions. 
These chemicais can cause discoi- 
oring, staining or peeiing of the 
surface. 

♦ if you use cteaners or potishing 
agents, make sure their ingredients 
do not include the substances men¬ 
tioned above. 

♦ if you use a iiquid car freshener, do 
not spiff the iiquid onto the ve- 
hicie’s interior surfaces, it may con¬ 
tain the ingredients mentioned 
above, immediately dean any spill 
using the method mentioned above. 


Leather interior 

The ieather uphoistery may be cieaned 
with neutrai detergent for wooi. 

Remove dirt using a soft cloth dampened 
with 5% solution of neutral detergent for 
wool. Then thoroughly wipe off all traces 
of detergent with a clean damp cloth. 


After cleaning or whenever any part of the 
leather gets wet, dry with a soft clean 
cloth. Allow the leather to dry in a venti¬ 
lated shaded area. 


NOTICE 

^If a stain shoufd fail to come out 
with a neutrai detergent, appiy a 
cieaner that does not contain an 
organic soivent. 

^ Never use organic substances such 
as benzine, alcohol or gasoline, or 
aikaiine or acid soiutions for clean¬ 
ing the feather as these couid 
cause discotoring. 

♦ Use of a nyton brush or synthetic 
fiber cioth, etc. may scratch the 
fine grained surface of the leather. 

^Mildew may develop on soiled leath¬ 
er upholstery. Be especially careful 
to avoid oii spots. Try to keep your 
uphoistery aiways dean. 

♦ Long exposure to direct sunlight 
may cause the feather surface to 
harden and shrink. Keep your ve- 
hide in a shaded area, especiaiiy in 
the summer. 
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♦ The interior of your vehicie is apt 
to heat up on hot summer days, so 
avoid piacing on the uphoistery 
items made of vinyi or piastic or 
containing wax as these tend to 
stick to ieat her when warm. 

^improper cieaning of the feather up¬ 
hoistery couid resuit in discoior- 
ation or staining.

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Maintenance requirements 

Your Toyota vehicle has been designed for 
fewer maintenance requirements with long¬ 
er service intervals to save both your time 
and money. However, each regular mainte¬ 
nance, as well as day-to-day care, is 
more important than ever before to ensure 
smooth, and trouble-free, safe, and eco¬ 
nomical drivings. 

It is the owner’s responsibility to make 
sure the specified maintenance, including 
general maintenance service, is performed. 
Note that both the new vehicle and emis¬ 
sion control system warranties specify that 
proper maintenance and care must be per¬ 
formed. See “Owner’s Warranty Informa¬ 
tion Booklet’’ or “Owner’s Manual Supple¬ 
ment” for complete warranty information. 

General maintenance 

General maintenance items are those day- 
to-day care practices that are important to 
your vehicle for proper operation. It is the 
owner’s responsibility to insure that the 
general maintenance items are performed 
regularly. 

These checks or inspections can be done 
either by yourself or a qualified technician, 
or if you prefer, your Toyota dealer will be 
pleased to do them at a nominal cost. 
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Scheduled maintenance 

The scheduled maintenance items listed in 
the “Scheduled Maintenance Guide” or 
“Owner’s Manual Supplement” are those 
required to be serviced at regular inter¬ 
vals. 

For details of your maintenance schedule, 
read the “Scheduled Maintenance Guide” 
or “Owner’s Manual Supplement”. 

It is recommended that any replacement 
parts used for maintenance or for the 
repair of the emission control system 
be Toyota supplied. 

The owner may elect to use non-Toyota 
supplied parts for replacement pur¬ 
poses without invalidating the emission 
control system warranty. However, use 
of replacement parts which are not of 
equivalent quality may impair the effec¬ 
tiveness of the emission control sys¬ 
tems. 


You may also elect to have mainte¬ 
nance, replacement, or repair of the 
emission control devices and system 
performed by any automotive repair es¬ 
tablishment or individual without invali¬ 
dating this warranty. See “Owner’s War¬ 
ranty Information Booklet” or “Owner’s 
Manual Supplement” for complete war¬ 
ranty information. 

Where to go for service? 

Toyota technicians are well-trained spe¬ 
cialists and are kept up to date with the 
latest service information through technical 
bulletins, service tips, and in-dealership 
training programs. They learn to work on 
Toyotas before they work on your vehicle, 
rather than while they are working on it. 

You can be confident that your Toyota 
dealer’s service department performs the 
best job to meet the maintenance require¬ 
ments on your vehicle—reliably and eco¬ 
nomically. 

Your copy of the repair order is proof that 
all required maintenance has been per¬ 
formed for warranty coverage. If any prob¬ 
lems should arise with your vehicle while 
under warranty, your Toyota dealer will 
promptly take care of it. Again, be sure 
to keep a copy of the repair order for any 
service performed on your Toyota. 
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What about do-it-yourself maintenance? 

Many of the maintenance items are easy 
to do yourseif if you have a iittie mechani- 
cai abiiity and a few basic automotive 
toois. Simpie instructions for how to per¬ 
form them are presented on page 339 in 
Section 7. 

If you are a skilled do-it-yourself mechan¬ 
ic, the Toyota service manuals are recom¬ 
mended. Please be aware that do-it-your¬ 
self maintenance can affect your warranty 
coverage. See “Owner’s Warranty Informa¬ 
tion Booklet’’ or “Owner’s Manual Supple¬ 
ment’’ for the details. 


General maintenance 

Listed below are the general maintenance 
items that should be performed as fre¬ 
quently as specified. In addition to check¬ 
ing the items listed, if you notice any 
unusual noise, smell or vibration, you 
should investigate the cause or take your 
vehicle to your Toyota dealer or a quali¬ 
fied service shop immediately. It is recom¬ 
mended that any problem you notice be 
brought to the attention of your dealer or 
the qualified service shop for their advice. 

/?\ CAUTION 

Make these checks only with ade¬ 
quate ventilation if you run the en¬ 
gine. 


IN THE ENGINE COMPARTMENT 

Items listed below should be checked 
from time to time, e.g. each time when 
refueling. 

Washer fluid 

Make sure there is sufficient fluid in the 
tank. See page 367 in Section 7-3 for 
additional information. 


InfoiTi'iation I’rovided by 


Engine coolant level 

Make sure the coolant level is between 
the “F” and “L” lines on the see-through 
reservoir when the engine is cold. See 
page 350 in Section 7-2 for additional 
information. 

Radiator, condenser and hoses 

Check that the front of the radiator and 
condenser are clean and not blocked with 
leaves, dirt, or insects. See page 351 in 
Section 7-2 for additional information. 

Battery condition 

Check the battery condition by the indica¬ 
tor color. See page 365 in Section 7-3 for 
additional information. 

Brake fluid level 

Make sure the brake fluid level is correct. 
See page 352 in Section 7-2 for addition¬ 
al information. 

Engine oil level 

Check the level on the dipstick with the 
engine turned off and the vehicle parked 
on a level spot. See page 348 in Section 
7-2 for additional information. 

Power steering fluid level 

Check the level through the reservoir. The 
level should be in the “HOT’’ or “COLD” 
range depending on the fluid temperature. 
See page 352 in Section 7-2 for addition¬ 
al information. 
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Exhaust system 

If you notice any change in the sound of 
the exhaust or smeii exhaust fumes, have 
the cause iocated and corrected immedi- 
ateiy. (See “Engine exhaust cautions” on 
page 262 in Section 2.) 

INSIDE THE VEHICLE 

Items listed below should be checked 
regularly, e.g. while performing periodic 
services, cieaning the vehicie, etc. 
Lights 

Make sure the headiights, stop iights, taii 
iights, turn signai iights, and other iights 
are aii working. Check headiight aim. 

Service reminder indicators and warning 
buzzers 

Check that aii service reminder indicators 
and warning buzzers function properiy. 

Steering wheei 

Check that it has the specified free piay. 
Be aiert for changes in steering condition, 
such as hard steering or strange noise. 

Seats 

Check that aii front seat controis such as 
seat adjusters, seatback reciiner, etc. op¬ 
erate smoothiy and that aii iatches iock 
secureiy in any position. Check that the 
head restraints move up and down 
smoothiy and that the iocks hoid secureiy 
in any iatched position. 
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Seat beits 

Check that the seat beit system such as 
buckies, retractors and anchors operate 
properiy and smoothiy. Make sure the beit 
webbing is not cut, frayed, worn or dam¬ 
aged. 

Accelerator pedal 

Check the pedai for smooth operation and 
uneven pedai effort or catching. 

Brake pedal 

Check the pedai for smooth operation and 
that the pedai has the proper ciearance. 
Check the brake booster function. 

Brakes 

In a safe place, check that the brakes do 
not pull to one side when appiied. 

Parking brake 

Check that the pedai has the proper travei 
and that, on a safe inciine, your vehicie 
is heid secureiy with oniy the parking 
brake appiied. 

Automatic transmission “Park” mecha¬ 
nism 

Check the iock reiease button of the se- 
iector iever for proper and smooth opera¬ 
tion. On a safe inciine, check that your 
vehicie is heid secureiy with the seiector 
iever in “P” position and aii brakes re- 
ieased. 


OUTSiDE THE VEHiCLE 

Items listed beiow shouid be performed 
from time to time, uniess otherwise 
specified. 

Wiper biades 

Check for wear or cracks whenever they 
do not wipe cieaniy. See page 367 in 
Section 7-3 for additionai information. 

Fiuid teaks 

Check underneath for ieaking fuei, oii, wa¬ 
ter or other fiuid after the vehicie has 
been parked for a whiie. If you smell fuel 
fumes or notice any ieak, have the cause 
found and corrected immediateiy. 

Doors and engine hood 

Check that aii doors inciuding trunk iid 
operate smoothiy and aii iatches iock se¬ 
cureiy. Make sure the engine hood sec¬ 
ondary iatch secures the hood from open¬ 
ing when the primary iatch is reieased. 

Tire inflation pressure 

Check the pressure with a gauge ev¬ 
ery two weeks, or at least once a 
month. See page 353 in Section 7- 2 
for additional information. 
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Tire surface and wheel nuts 

Check the tires carefully for cuts, 
damage or excessive wear. See page 
356 in Section 7-2 for additional in¬ 
formation. When checking the tires, 
make sure no nuts are missing, and 
check the nuts for looseness. Tighten 
them if necessary. 

Tire rotation 

Rotate the tires according to the 
maintenance schedule. (For sched¬ 
uled maintenance information, please 
refer to the “Scheduled Maintenance 
Guide” or “Owner’s Manual Supple¬ 
ment”.) See page 358 in Section 7- 2 
for additional information. 


Does your vehicle need 
repairing? 

Be on the alert for changes in perfor¬ 
mance, sounds, and visual tip-offs that 
indicate service is needed. Some impor¬ 
tant clues are as follows: 

• Engine missing, stumbling, or pinging 

• Appreciable loss of power 

• Strange engine noises 

• A leak under the vehicle (however, wa¬ 
ter dripping from the air conditioning 
after use is normal.) 

• Change in exhaust sound (This may 
indicate a dangerous carbon monoxide 
leak. Drive with the windows open and 
have the exhaust system checked im¬ 
mediately.) 

• Flat- looking tire; excessive tire squeal 
when cornering; uneven tire wear 

• Vehicle pulls to one side when driving 
straight on a level road 

• Strange noises related to suspension 
movement 

• Loss of brake effectiveness; spongy 
feeling brake; pedal almost touches 
floor; vehicle pulls to one side when 
braking 

• Engine coolant temperature continually 
higher than normal 


If you notice any of these clues, take your 
vehicle to your Toyota dealer as soon as 
possible. It probably needs adjustment or 
repair. 

/?\ CAUTION 

Do not continue driving with the ve- 
hicie unchecked. It could result in se¬ 
rious vehicle damage and possibly 
personal injury. 
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Emissions inspection and 
Maintenance (l/M) programs 

Some states have vehicle emission in¬ 
spection programs which include OBD 
(On- Board Diagnostics) checks. 

The OBD system monitors the operation 
of the emission control system. When the 
OBD system determines that a problem 
exists somewhere in the emission control 
system, the malfunction indicator lamp 
comes on. In this case, your vehicle may 
not pass the I/M test and need to be 
repaired. Contact your Toyota dealer to 
service the vehicle. 

Even if the malfunction indicator lamp 
does not come on, your vehicle may not 
pass the I/M test as readiness codes 
have not been set in the OBD system. 

Readiness codes are automatically set 
during ordinary driving. However, when the 
battery is disconnected or run down, the 
codes are erased. Also, depending on 
your driving habits, the codes may not be 
completely set. 


Also, if the malfunction indicator lamp had 
come on recently due to temporary mal¬ 
function such as a loose fuel tank cap, 
your vehicle may not pass the I/M test. 
The malfunction indicator lamp will go off 
after taking several driving trips, but the 
error code in the OBD system will not be 
cleared unless about 40 trips or more are 
taken. 

If your vehicle does not pass the I/M test 
even the malfunction indicator lamp does 
not come on, contact your Toyota dealer 
to prepare the vehicle for re-testing.

Do-it-yourself service 
precautions 

If you perform maintenance by yourself, 
be sure to follow the correct procedure 
given in this Section. 

You should be aware that improper or in¬ 
complete servicing may result in operating 
problems. 

Performing do-it-yourself maintenance 
during the warranty period may affect your 
warranty coverage. Read the separate 
Toyota Warranty statement for details and 
suggestions. 

This Section gives instructions only for 
those items that are relatively easy for an 
owner to perform. As explained in Section 
6, there are still a number of items that 
must be done by a qualified technician 
with special tools. 

For information on tools and parts for do- 
it-yourself maintenance, see “Parts and 
tools” on page 344 in this Section. 

Utmost care should be taken when work¬ 
ing on your vehicle to prevent accidental 
injury. Here are a few precautions that 
you should be especially careful to ob¬ 
serve: 
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/?\ CAUTION 

• When the engine is running, keep 
hands, ciothing, and toois away 
from the moving fan and engine 
drive beits. (Removing rings, 
watches, and ties is advisabie.) 

• Right after driving, the engine 
compartment—the engine, radiator, 
exhaust manifoid and spark piug 
boots, etc.—wiii be hot. So be care- 
fui not to touch them. Oii, fiuids 
and spark piugs may aiso be hot. 

• If the engine is hot, do not remove 
the radiator cap or ioosen the drain 
piugs to prevent burning yourseif. 

• Do not ieave anything that may 
burn easiiy, such as paper or rags, 
in the engine compartment. 

• Do not smoke, cause sparks or ai- 
iow open fiames around fuei or the 
battery. Their fumes are fiammabie. 

• Do not get under your vehicie with 
just the body jack supporting it. Ai- 
ways use automotive jack stands or 
other soiid supports. 
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• Be sure that the ignition is off if 
you work near the eiectric cooiing 
fans or radiator griiie. With the 
ignition on, the eiectric cooiing fans 
wiii automaticaiiy start to run if the 
engine cooiant temperature is high 
and/or the air conditioning is on. 

• Use eye protection whenever you 
work on or under your vehicie 
where you may be exposed to fiying 
or faiiing materiai, fiuid spray, etc. 

• Used engine oii contains potentiaiiy 
harmfui contaminants which may 
cause skin disorders such as in- 
fiammation or skin cancer, so care 
shouid be taken to avoid proionged 
and repeated contact with it. To re¬ 
move used engine oii from your 
skin, wash thoroughiy with soap 
and water. 

• Do not ieave used oii within the 
reach of chiidren. 

• Dispose of used oii and fiiter oniy 
in a safe and acceptabie manner. 
Do not dispose of used oii and fii¬ 
ter in househoid trash, in sewers or 
onto the ground. Caii your deaier or 
a service station for information 
concerning recyciing or disposai. 


• Be extremeiy cautious when work¬ 
ing on the battery. It contains poi¬ 
sonous and corrosive suifuric acid. 


NOTICE 

^Remember that battery and ignition 
cabies carry high currents or volt¬ 
ages. Be careful of accidentally 
causing a short circuit. 

^Add oniy “Toyota Super Long Life 
Cooiant” or simiiar high quaiity eth- 
yiene giycoi based non-siiicate, 
non- amine, non- nitrite, and non-bo¬ 
rate cooiant with long- life hybrid 
organic acid technology to fill the 
radiator. “Toyota Super Long Life 
Cooiant" is a mixture of 50% coot- 
ant and 50% deionized water (for 
the U.S.A.) or 55% cooiant and 45% 
deionized water (for Canada).

♦ Do not allow dirt or anything else 
to fall through the spark plug holes. 

^Do not pry the outer electrode of a 
spark plug against the center elec¬ 
trode. 

^Use only spark plugs of the speci¬ 
fied type. Using other types will 
cause engine damage, loss of per¬ 
formance or radio noise. 

^Do not reuse Iridium-tipped spark 
plugs by cleaning or regapping. 

^Do not overfill automatic transmis¬ 
sion fluid and power steering fluid, 
or the transmission and power 
steering could be damaged. 

^Do not drive with the air cleaner 
filter removed, or excessive engine 
wear could result. Also backfiring 
could cause a fire in the engine 
compartment. 

♦ Be careful not to scratch the glass 
surface with the wiper frame. 

♦ When closing the engine hood, 
check to see that you have not for¬ 
gotten any tools, rags, etc.

Look at the see-through coolant reser¬ 
voir when the engine Is cold. The cool¬ 
ant level Is satisfactory If It Is between 
the “F” and “L” lines on the reservoir. 
If the level Is low, add the coolant. (For 
the coolant type, see “Coolant type 
selection” described below.) 

The coolant level in the reservoir will vary 
with engine temperature. However, if the 
level is on or below the “L” line, add 
coolant. Bring the level up to the “F” line. 

If the coolant level drops within a short 
time after replenishing, there may be a 
leak in the system.

To check the fluid level, simply look at 
the see-through reservoir. The level 
should be between the “MAX” and 
“MIN” lines on the reservoir. 

It is normal for the brake fluid level to go 
down slightly as the brake pads wear. So 
be sure to keep the reservoir filled. 

If the reservoir needs frequent refilling, it 
may indicate a serious mechanical prob¬ 
lem. 


If the level is low, add SAE J1703 or 
FMVSS No.116 DOT 3 brake fluid to the 
brake reservoir. 

Remove and replace the reservoir cap by 
hand. Fill the brake fluid to the dotted 
line. This brings the fluid to the correct 
level when you put the cap back on.

If the vehicle has been driven around 80 
km/h (50 mph) for 20 minutes (a little 
more in frigid temperatures), the fluid is 
hot (60°C—80“C or 140“F—175“F). You 
may also check the level when the fluid 
is cold (about room temperature, 
10“C—SOX or 50°F—85°F) if the engine 
has not been run for about five hours.

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Keep your tire inflation pressures 
at the proper level. 

The recommended cold tire inflation 
pressures, tire sizes and the com¬ 
bined weight of occupants and cargo 
(vehicle capacity weight) are de¬ 
scribed on page 374 in Section 8. 
They are also on the tire and loading 
information label. 

You should check the tire inflation 
pressure every two weeks, or at least 
once a month. And do not forget the 
spare! 
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The following instructions for 
checking tire inflation pressure 
should be observed: 

• The pressure should be 
checked only when the tires are 
cold. If your vehicle has been 
parked for at least 3 hours and has 
not been driven for more than 1.5 
km or 1 mile since, you will get 
an accurate cold tire inflation pres¬ 
sure reading. 

• Always use a tire pressure 
gauge. The appearance of a tire 
can be misleading. Besides, tire 
inflation pressures that are even 
just a few pounds off can degrade 
ride and handling. 

• Take special care when adding 
air to the compact spare tire. 

The smaller tire size can gain 
pressure very quickly. Add com¬ 
pressed air in small quantities and 
check the pressure often until it 
reaches the specified pressure. 
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• Do not bleed or reduce tire 
inflation pressure after driving. 

It is normal for the tire inflation 
pressure to be higher after driving. 

• Never exceed the vehicle capac¬ 
ity weight. Passenger and lug¬ 
gage weight should be located so 
that the vehicle is balanced. 



INSPECTION AND ADJUSTMENT 

PROCEDURE 

1. Remove the tire valve cap. 

2. Press the tip of the tire pressure 
gauge to the tire valve. 

3. Read the pressure using the grad¬ 
uations of the gauge. 

4. In case the tire inflation pressure 
is not within the prescribed range, 
insert the compressed air from the 
valve. In case of applying too 
much air, press the center of the 
valve and release the air to adjust.

CHECKING YOUR TIRES 

Check the tire’s tread for tread 
wear indicators, if the indicators 
show, repiace the tires. The ioca- 
tion of tread wear indicators is 
shown by the “TWi” or “A” marks, 
etc., moided on the sidewaii of 
each tire. 


The tires on your Toyota have built- in 
tread wear indicators to help you 
know when the tires need replace¬ 
ment. When the tread depth wears to 
1.6 mm (0.06 in.) or less, the indica¬ 
tors will appear. If you can see the 
indicators in two or more adjacent 
grooves, the tire should be replaced. 
The lower the tread, the higher the 
risk of skidding. 

The effectiveness of snow tires is 
iost if the tread wears down beiow 
4 mm (0.16 in.). 

if you have tire damage such as 
cuts, spiits, cracks deep enough to 
expose the fabric, or buiges indi¬ 
cating internai damage, the tire 
shouid be repiaced. 

If a tire often goes flat or cannot be 
properly repaired due to the size or 
location of a cut or other damage, it 
should be replaced. If you are not 
sure, consult with your Toyota dealer. 


If air loss occurs while driving, do not 
continue driving. Driving even a short 
distance can damage a tire beyond 
repair. 

Any tires which are over 6 years 
oid must be checked by a quaiified 
technician even if damage is not 
obvious. 

Tires deteriorate with age even if they 
have never or seldom been used. 

This applies also to the spare tire and 
tires stored for future use. 
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REPLACING YOUR TIRES 

When replacing a tire, use a tire of 
the same size and construction, 
and the same or greater maximum 
load as the originally Installed 
tires. 

Using any other size or type of tire 
may seriousiy affect handiing, ride, 
speedometer^dometer calibration, 
ground clearance, and clearance be¬ 
tween the body and tires or snow 
chains. 

Check that the maximum load of the 
replaced tire is greater than 1/2 of the 
Gross Axle Weight Ratings (GAWR) 
of either the front axle or the rear 
axle, whichever is greater. As for the 
maximum load of the tire, see the load 
limit at maximum cold tire inflation 
pressure mentioned on the sidewall 
of the tire, and as for the Gross Axle 
Weight Ratings (GAWR), see the Cer¬ 
tification Label. 

For details about the side wall of the 
tire and the Certification Label, see 
pages 269 and 271. 


A CAUTION 


Observe the following Instruc¬ 
tions. Otherwise, an accident 
may occur resulting In death or 
serious Injuries. 

• Do not mix radial, bias belted, 
or bias-ply tires on your ve¬ 
hicle, as this may cause dan¬ 
gerous handling characteris¬ 
tics resulting in loss of control.

WHEN TO USE SNOW TIRES OR 
CHAINS 

Snow tires or chains are recommended 
when driving on snow or ice. 

On wet or dry roads, conventional tires 
provide better traction than snow tires. 

SNOW TIRE SELECTION 

If you need snow tires, select tires of 
the same size, construction and load 
capacity as the originally installed tires. 

Do not use tires other than those men¬ 
tioned above. Do not install studded tires 
without first checking local regulations for 
possible restrictions. 

A CAUTION 

Do not use snow tires other than the 
manufacturer’s recommended size, as 
this may cause dangerous handling 
characteristics resulting in loss of 
control. Otherwise, an accident may 
occur resulting in death or serious 
injuries. 


SNOW TIRE INSTALLATION 

Snow tires should be installed on all 
wheels. 

Installing snow tires on the front wheels 
only can lead to an excessive difference 
in road grip capability between the front 
and rear tires which could cause loss of 
vehicle control. 

When storing removed tires, you should 
store them in a cool dry place.

Replacing wheels 

WHEN TO REPLACE YOUR WHEELS 

If you have wheel damage such as 
bending, cracks or heavy corrosion, the 
wheei shouid be repiaced. 

If you fail to replace a damaged wheel, 
the tire may siip off the wheei or cause 
ioss of handiing controi. 

WHEEL SELECTION 

When replacing wheels, care should be 
taken to ensure that the wheels are re¬ 
placed by ones with the same load ca¬ 
pacity, diameter, rim width, and offset. 

This must be observed on compact spare 
tires, too. 

Correct repiacement wheeis are avaiiabie 
at your Toyota deaier. 

A wheei of a different size or type may 
adverseiy affect handiing, wheei and bear¬ 
ing iife, brake cooiing, speedometer/odom¬ 
eter caiibration, stopping abiiity, headiight 
aim, bumper height, vehicie ground ciear- 
ance, and tire or snow chain ciearance to 
the body and chassis.

Battery recharging precautions 

During recharging, the battery is pro¬ 
ducing hydrogen gas. 

Therefore, before recharging: 

1. If recharging with the battery installed 
on the vehicle, be sure to disconnect 
the ground cable. 

2. Be sure the power switch on the re¬ 
charger is off when connecting the 
charger cables to the battery and when 
disconnecting them. 

/t\ CAUTION 

• Always charge the battery in an un¬ 
confined area. Do not charge the 
battery in a garage or closed room 
where there is not sufficient ventila¬ 
tion. 

• Only do a slow charge (5 A or 
less). Charging at a quicker rate is 
dangerous. The battery may ex¬ 
plode, causing personal injuries.

If the fuse has blown, push a new fuse 
into the ciip.

If you cannot use one of the same amper¬ 
age, use one that is lower, but as close 
to the rating as possible. If the amperage 
is lower than that specified, the fuse 
might blow out again but this does not 
indicate anything wrong. Be sure to get 
the correct fuse as soon as possible and 
return the substitute to its original clip. 

It is a good idea to purchase a set of 
spare fuses and keep them in your ve¬ 
hicle for emergencies. 
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If the new fuse immediately blows out, 
there is a problem with the electrical sys¬ 
tem. Have your Toyota dealer correct it as 
soon as possible. 

/?\ CAUTION 

Never use a fuse with a higher am¬ 
perage rating, or any other object, in 
piace of a fuse. This may cause ex¬ 
tensive damage and possibiy a fire. 


Replacing the wiper blades 



When the wipers no ionger ciean ade- 
quateiy, the wiper biades may be worn 
or cracked, requiring repiacement. 

To remove the wiper blade from the arm, 
pull the blade in the direction of the arrow 
while squeezing the clip. 

NOTICE 

Be careful not to scratch the glass 
surface with the wiper frame. 


Adding washer fluid 

If any washer does not work, the low 
windshield washer fluid level warning 
light comes on, the washer tank may be 
empty. Add washer fluid. 

You may use plain water as washer fluid. 
However, in cold areas where tempera¬ 
tures range below the freezing point, use 
washer fluid containing antifreeze. This 
product is available at your Toyota dealer 
and most auto parts stores. Follow the 
manufacturer’s directions for how much to 
mix with water.

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This quick reference guide provides you with information on Dynamic Laser Cruise Controi 
Vehicie-to-Vehicie Distance Controi Mode. Prior to use of this system, you shouid be thoroughiy famiiiar 
with this system, referring to “Dynamic Laser Cruise Controi” in Section 1-7, Owner’s Manuai in 
conjunction with this quick reference guide. 

■ Dynamic Laser Cruise Controi Operation 

The laser radar sensor in this system primarily detects the reflectors of the vehicle ahead of you to determine the presence of the 
vehicle and the vehicle-to-vehicle distance. The detection range of the sensor is about 120 m (400 ft.) ahead. 

• If no vehicle is detected ahead of you: 

• Your cruising speed is maintained at the preset speed from about 45 km/h (28 mph) to about 135 km/h (85 mph). 

• If a vehicle is detected ahead of you: 

• Your cruising speed changes in proportion to the speed of the vehicle ahead to maintain an appropriate distance from your vehicle 
to the vehicle ahead. 

• If the vehicle ahead is out of the detection range, your cruising speed will be gradually increased up to the preset speed, and your 
vehicle resumes fixed-speed cruising. 

• If the vehicle ahead decelerates abruptly or other vehicles cut in ahead of you, your vehicle may be too close to the vehicle ahead 
of you. If this occurs, the display flashes and beeps. (Approach warning) 



The dynamic laser cruise control should be used on roads in which sufficient vehicle-to-vehicle distance will be ensured 
(such as on freeways).

Occupant restraint systems 

Toyota encourages you and your family to take the time to 
read Section 1-3 of this Owner’s Manual carefully. In 
terms of helping you understand how you can receive the 
maximum benefit of the occupant restraint systems this 
vehicle provides, Section 1-3 of this Owner’s Manual is 
the most important Section for you and your family to 
read. 

Section 1-3 describes the function and operation concern¬ 
ing seats, seat belts, SRS airbags and child restraint sys¬ 
tems of this vehicle and some potential hazards you 
should be aware of. These systems work together along 
with the overall structure of this vehicle in order to provide 
occupant restraint in the event of a crash. The effect of 
each system is enhanced when it is used properly and 
together with other systems. No single occupant restraint 
system can, by itself, provide you or your family with the 
equal level of restraint which these systems can provide 
when used together. That is why it is important for you and 
your family to understand the purpose and proper use of 
each of these systems and how they relate to each other. 


The purpose of all occupant restraint systems is to help 
reduce the possibility of death or serious injury in the 
event of a collision. None of these systems, either individ¬ 
ually or together, can ensure that there is no injury in the 
event of collision. However, the more you know about 
these systems and how to use them properly, the greater 
your chances become of surviving an accident without 
death or serious injury. 

Seat belts provide the primary restraint to all occupants of 
the vehicle, and every occupant of the vehicle should wear 
seat belts properly at all times. Children should always be 
secured in child restraint systems that are appropriate for 
their age and size. SRS (Supplemental Restraint System) 
airbags are, as their names imply, designed to work with, 
and be supplemental to, seat belts and are not substitutes 
for them. SRS airbags can be very effective in reducing 
the risk of head, chest and knee injuries by preventing 
contact of the head, chest and knee with interior portions 
of the vehicle. 
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In order to be effective, the SRS airbags must depioy with 
tremendous speed. The rapid depioyment of the SRS air¬ 
bags makes the SRS airbags themseives potentiai sources 
of serious injury if an occupant is too ciose to an airbag, 
or if an object or some part of his or her body has been 
piaced between the occupant and the airbag at the time of 
depioyment. This is just one exampie of how the instruc¬ 
tions in Section 1-3 of this Owner’s Manuai wiii heip en¬ 
sure proper use of the occupant restraint systems, and 
increase the safety they can provide to you and your fami- 
iy in the event of an accident. 

Toyota recommends you to read the provisions in Section

Event data recorder 

Your vehicie has computers that monitor and controi cer¬ 
tain aspects of your vehicie. These computers assist in 
driving and maintaining optimai vehicie performance. Be¬ 
sides storing data usefui for troubieshooting, there is a 
system to record data in a crash or a near car crash 
event. This is caiied an Event Data Recorder (EDR). 

The SRS airbag sensor assembiy contains the EDR. In a 
crash or a near car crash event, this device may record 
some or aii of the foiiowing information: 

• Engine speed 

• Whether the brake pedai was appiied or not 

• Vehicie speed 

• To what extent the acceierator pedai was depressed 

• Position of the transmission seiector iever 

• Whether the driver and front passenger wore the seat 
beits or not 

• Driver’s seat position 

• Front passenger’s occupant ciassification 

• SRS airbag depioyment data 
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• SRS airbag system diagnostic data 

The information above is intended to be used for the 
purpose of improving vehicie safety performance. Uniike 
generai data recorders, the EDR does not record sound 
data such as conversation between passengers. 

Toyota wiii not disciose the data recorded in an EDR to a 
third party except when: 

• An agreement from the vehicie’s owner (or the ieas- 
ing company for a ieased vehicie) is obtained 

• Officiaiiy requested by the poiice or other authorities 

• Used as a defense for Toyota in a iaw suit

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Tires and loading on your 
Toyota 

Underinflated or overinflated tire pressure and the 
excess load may result in the deterioration of 
steering ability and braking ability, leading to an 
accident. Check the tire inflation pressure periodi¬ 
cally and be sure to keep the load limits given in 
this Owner’s Manual. For details about tire inflation 
pressure and load limits, see pages 281 and 353. 


Scrapping of your Toyota 

The SRS airbag and seat belt pretensioner devices in your 
Toyota contain explosive chemicals. If the vehicle Is 
scrapped with the airbags and pretensioners left as they 
are, this may cause an accident such as fire. Be sure to 
have the systems of the SRS airbag and seat belt preten- 
sloner removed and disposed of by the qualified service 
shop or by your Toyota dealer before you dispose of your 
vehicle. 


Leak detection pump 

This pump performs fuel evaporation leakage check. This 
check Is done approximately five hours after the engine Is 
turned off. So you may hear sound coming from under¬ 
neath the luggage compartment for several minutes. It 
does not Indicate a malfunction. 
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You should know as much about the quality and 
importance of proper maintenance of your new 
vehicle as the people who built it.
